A p ro p o sal to co n so lidate 
three co u n ty dep artm en ts came 
u n der fire y esterday fro m co u n ­ 
ty o fficials who criticized the 
p lan as o n e dev elo p ed in a 
v acu u m in the co u n ty admin is­ 
tra to r’s o ffice. (Other Marin 
Co u n ty Bo ard o f Su p erv iso rs 
sto ries, p ages 1 4 , 1 5.) 
The criticism, aired befo re 
co u n ty su p erv iso rs, failed to 
draw the n ecessary three v o tes 
either to scrap the p ro p o sal o r 
Lo sen d it back to the drawin g 
bo ards. As it stan ds, the p ro ­ 
p o sal will be heard as is o n 
May 1 . 
The co n so lidatio n p ro p o sal, 
dev elo p ed by Co u n ty Admin is­ 
trato r Jo hn F. Barro ws an d his 
staff, 
calls fo r m ergin g the 
dep artm en ts o f p lan n in g, p u blic 
wo rks an d p arks an d recreatio n 
in to a n ew D ep artm en t o f Plan ­ 
n in g an d Pu blic Facilities. 


P a rks D irecto r P ie rre W.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
E n v iro n m e n ta l 
P ro te c tio n 
Agen cy (EPA) to day gran ted 
the au to in du stry a o n e-y ear 
delay in m eetin g the 1 97 5 an ti 
p o llu tio n stan dards. 


Bu t the agen cy set strict in ­ 
terim p o llu tio n stan dards, an d 
o rdered the in du stry to eq u ip 
all cars so ld in Califo rn ia in 
1 97 5 with p o llu tio n co n tro l de­ 
v ices. 


The in du stry had u rged the 
EPA to allo w it to u se Califo r­ 
n ia, 
a state with a serio u s 
p o llu tio n p ro blem, as a testin g 
gro u n d fo r its p o llu tio n co n tro l 
dev ices, kn o wn as ca ta ly tic 
co n v erters. 


EPA Adm in istrato r William 
D. Ru ckelshau s said he cho se to 
p hase-in the p o llu tio n co n tro l 
dev ices gradu ally to p rev en t 
disru p tio n in the au to in du stry . 


The u se o f cataly tic co n v ert­ 
ers in Califo rn ia will bo o st the 
p rice o f the cars bo u ght in the 
state, an d will req u ire the u se 


o f n o n leaded gaso lin e fo r effi­ 
cien t p erfo rm an ce. 
Un der the stan dards fo r Cali­ 
fo rn ia, hy dro carbo n emissio n s 
fo r 1 97 5 m u st be cu t to 0.9 
gram s p er mile an d carbo n 
mo n o x ide to 9 gram s p er mile. 
The n atio n w ide sta n da rd by 
1 97 5 will be 1 .5 gram s hy dro car­ 
bo n s an d 1 5 gram s p er mile o f 
c a rb o n m o n o x ide . P re s e n t 
emissio n lev els are m u ch high­ 
er. 
The m ajo r U.S. m an u factu r­ 
ers —Gen eral 
Mo to rs, Fo rd, 
Chry sler an d American Mo to rs 
—had claim ed in testim o n y be­ 
fo re the EPA last mo n th that 
they co u ld n o t meet the stan ­ 
dards an d, that witho u t the o n e- 
y ear delay , the in du stry might 
be fo rced to fo ist an ex p en siv e 
an d u n tested p o llu tio n co n tro l 
dev ice o n the car-bu y in g p u blic.

Becau se o f a ho st o f co stly 
additio n s, the n et co st sav in g 
p er v essel was o n ly $1 ,97 0 — 
barely n o ticeable in the to tal 
co n tract with Camp bell In du s­ 
tries fo r $1 2 ,62 0,000. 
A detailed list o f 50 chan ges 
p ro p o sed in the design by the 
district’s staff was ap p ro v ed 
u n an imo u sly by the bu ildin g 
an d o p eratin g co m m ittee. Its 
reco mmen datio n will go to the 
fu ll bo ard fo r ratificatio n o n 
Friday . 
San Rafael M ay o r C. Pau l 
Bettin i m ade the mo tio n to ap ­ 
p ro v e the chan ges, b u t o b­ 
serv ed that the ferries o rigin al­ 
ly m u st hav e been “ a little bit 
o v erdesign ed” fo r so m an y 
chan ges to be n ecessary . 
The staff said the o rigin al 


design assu med a certain to n ­ 
n age, based o n estim ates o f the 
weight o f ev ery item abo ard. 
Detailed co mp u tatio n s by the 
ship y ard, ho wev er, fo u n d they 
wo u ld be to o heav y to make the 
req u ired 25 kn o ts.

The criticism, aired before 
county supervisors, failed to 
draw the necessary three votes 
either to scrap the proposal or 
to send it back to the drawing 
boards. As it stands, the pro­ 
posal will be heard as is on 
May 1. 
The consolidation proposal, 
developed by County Adminis­ 
trator John F. Barrows and his 
staff, calls for merging the 
departments of planning, public 
works and parks and recreation 
into a new Department of Plan­ 
ning and Public Facilities.

Joske, who would lose his direc­ 
torship under the reorganiza­ 
tion, told the board it is “re­ 
g re tta b le ” his d e p a rtm e n t 
wasn’t asked, its opinion before 
Barrows drafted the proposal. 
Joske, backed by several 
members of his parks and rec­ 
reation commission, said the 
reorganization would mean the 
end of park development in 
Marin. He asked it be shelved 
immediately.

Car Makers Granted 
Pollution Extension 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
E n v iro n m en tal P ro te e tion 
Agency (EPA) today granted 
the auto industry a one-year 
delay in meeting the 1975 anti 
pollution standards. 


But the agency set strict in­ 
terim. pollution standards, and 
ordered the industry to equip 
all cars sold in California in 
1975 with pollution control de­ 
vices. 


The industry had urged the 
EPA to allow it to use Califor­ 
nia, a state with a serious 
pollution problem, as a testing 
ground for its pollution control 
devices, known as catalytic 
converters. 


EPA Administrator William 
D. Ruckelshaus said he chose to 
phase-in the pollution control 
devices gradually to prevent 
disruption in the auto industry. 


The use of catalytic convert­ 
ers in California will boost the 
price of the cars bought in the 
state, and will require the use 


of nonleaded gasoline for effi­ 
cient. performance. 
Under the standards for Cali­ 
fornia, hydrocarbon emissions 
for 1975 must be cut to 0.9 
grams per mile and carbon 
monoxide to 9 grams per mile. 
The nationwide standard by 
1975 will 'be 1.5 grams hydrocar­ 
bons and 15 grams per mile of 
c arb o n m onoxide. P re se n t 
emission levels are much high­ 
er. 
The major U.S. manufactur­ 
ers —-General Motors, Ford, 
Chrysler and .American Motors 
—had claimed in testimony be­ 
fore the EPA last month that 
they could not meet the stan­ 
dards and, that without the one- 
year delay, the industry might 
be forced to foist an expensive 
and untested pollution control 
device on the car-buying public. 
The delay means that auto­ 
makers now will be required to 
cut carbon monoxide and hy­ 
drocarbon exhaust on 1976 mod­ 
el cars —instead of 1975 models

County Administrator John. F. 
Barrows will advise the Marin 
Local Agency Formation Com­ 
mission. tonight that unincorpor­ 
ated Strawberry be included in 
the “ sphere of influence” of 
Tiburón and that Strawberry be 
discouraged from becoming a 
city itself. 
Barrows revealed his recom­ 
mendation by .memo Monday to 
Strawberry citizen groups and 
to the cities of Mill Valley and 
Tiburón which have long been, 
vying to control the unincorpor­ 
ated area, including the tax- 
rich Straw berry Town and 
Country Village shopping cen­ 
ter. So far, both have failed to 
in commission approval of pro­ 
posals to annex or have lost an 
annexation election. 
State law requires the com­ 
mission to declare spheres of 
influence for cities, or what 
adjoining unincorporated areas 
a community ultimately should 
annex. 
Barrows’s memo says both 
cities could probably provide 
the necessary services 
to 
Strawberry if either annexed 
the area. But he added that 
annexation by Mill Valley 
would mean complicated ar­ 
rangements on fire protection 
and sewer services since Mill 
Valley provides these services 
as a city while Tiburón does 
not. 
* 
Strawberry now gets these 
two services through special 
districts which might have to 
be dissolved. 
Barrows’s main, argument in 
Tiburón’s behalf is that Straw­ 
berry is more economically and 
socially dependent on that city 
than Mill Valley. 
“ Mill Valley is separated 
from the Strawberry area by 
U.S., Highway 101, which cre­ 
ates a formidable physical bar­ 
rier between the two areas,” 
Barrows wrote. 
He added that “ residents of 
the City of Tiburón are required 
to travel through the Strawber­ 
ry area to get to Highway 101, 
while the residents of Mill Val­ 
ley are not. This could be con­ 
strued as providing a higher 
level of social interaction with 
Tiburón than with Mill Valley.”

A Net Saving Of Only 
$1,970 On Each Boat 


Unexpected weight problems with the Golden 
Gate Bridge District’s new ferries were solved 
yesterday by hacking eight tons off each of the 
three new vessels being built in San Diego. 
Because of a host of costly 
additions, the net cost saving 
per vessel was only $1,970 — 
barely noticeable in the total 
contract with Campbell Indus­ 
tries for $12,620,000. 
A detailed list of 50 changes 
proposed in the design by the 
district’s staff was approved 
unanimously by the building 
and operating committee. Its 
recommendation will go to the 
full board for ratification on 
Friday. 
San Rafael Mayor C. Paul 
Bettini made the motion to ap­ 
prove the changes, but ob­ 
served that the ferries original­ 
ly must have been “ a little bit 
overdesigned” for so many 
changes to be necessary. 
The staff said the original 


design assumed a certain ton­ 
nage, based on estimates of the 
weight of every item aboard. 
Detailed computations by the 
shipyard, however, found they 
would be too heavy to make the 
required 25 knots. 


The district’s ferry transit 
manager, Stanley M. Kowleski, 
said the weight cuts would re­ 
duce each ferry to about 185 
tons. Tons in Ms nautical lan­ 
guage are long tons, each 
weighing 2,240 pounds. 


The biggest weight cut was 
rem oval of the 2,482-pound 
boarding ramps, which instead 
will be mounted on the piers. 
Kowleski said even the model 
of the hydraulic folding con­ 


traption generally failed to 
work. 
Putting it ashore will allow a 
sim pler device and easier 
maintenance, he said. 
The second biggest change 
was to eliminate about half of 
the interior lights, which will 
save 3,895 pounds and $25,571. 
Kowleski said the original light­ 
ing would have been far too 
bright. 
Other changes which, will be 
apparent to passengers include 
carpeting instead of tile and 
clear glass instead of tinted 
glass. The designer of the ves­ 
sels, Philip F. Spaulding of 
Seattle, said the public had 
objected to Puget Sound ferries 
with tinted glass. 
The other changes were out­ 
side of passenger areas. 
Spaulding explained that part 
of the weight problem resulted 
from addition of a third engine, 
additional fuel capacity and 
hiking the passenger capacity 
from 636 to 750 persons. 
He assured the committee the 
50 changes would not sacrifice 
quality, serviceability or decor. 


Council Opposes Transit 
Use Of Rail Right-Of-Way

Yielding to protests of Scott 
Valley homeowners, the Mill 
Valley City Council reverted 
last night to opposition to any 
rapid transit use of the aban­ 
doned railroad right-of-way 
through the city. 
The council voted 3-2 to re­ 
verse a stand adopted in Febru­ 
ary favoring tran sit on the 
Northwestern Pacific right-of- 
way north of East Blithedale 
Avenue, running near the Scott 
Valley development. 
At that time, the council was 
advised by representatives of 
the Golden Gate Bridge District 
that Mill Valley approval, of 
rapid transit use is essential to 
district purchase of the right-of- 
way through a federal loan. 
Though the district has no in­ 
tention of using it for rapid 
transit, the declaration of such 
intent is required, to qualify for 
a loan, the representatives said. 


Despite district assurances 
that the maneuver was merely 
lip service, 200 Scott Valley 
residents signed a protest 
presented to the council Mon­ 
day, resulting in last night’s 
special session attended by 
about 40 valley residents. They 
complained they still fear buses 
or trains may one day run near 
their homes. 
While yielding to the resi­ 
dents’ pleas to withdraw the 
February endorsement of limit­ 
ed use of the right-of-way for 
transit, the city council an­ 
nounced it will withhold so in­ 
forming the federal government 
until after the bridge district, 
board meets and acts Friday on 
its application for the federal 
loan. 
The council also instructed 
staff to negotiate with the dis­ 
trict to insure some city control 
of the use of the right-of-way 
should the district buy it. Coun-

Assistant prosecutor Joachim 
R ichter of Hesse S tate, in 
chaFge of the Bormann file, 
confirmed in a news conference 
that a skull and bones found 
la st D ecem ber in B erlin ’s 
L ehrter railw ay yard w ere 
those of Bormann. He said rem ­ 
nants of a poison capsule were 
found in the teeth of the skull. 


It was an official end to a 
case th at sent in v estig ato rs 
many times to South America 
to track down reports Bormann 
had escaped there with other 
Nazis, but there still were some 
skeptics—including Nazi hunter 
Simon Wiesenthal, who heads 


the Jewish documentation cen­ 
ter in Vienna. 
“ I still have some doubts,” 
Wiesenthal told reporters at the 
news conference. “ But I’m sure 
the officials here conducted 
their investigation with great 
seriousness.” 
Richter was definite in his 
statement. “ Bormann definitely 
committed suicide in 1945.” 
Bormann killed himself when 
he failed to break through Rus­ 
sian lines surrounding Berlin 
shortly before dawn on May 2, 
1945, said Richter and the chief 
public prosecutor of H esse, 
Horst Gauf, who had been in­ 
vestigating the case for 12 
years. 
Gauf said B orm ann died 
sometime between 1 a.m . and 3 
a.m. on a bridge over the Inval- 
idenstrasse in Berlin’s Tiergar- 
ten. 
He was last seen alive when 
he left H itler's chancellery 
bunker after the Fuehrer com­ 
mitted suicide there April 30.

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Nixon Asks Congress 
To Protect Pensions 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nix on urged Congress to­ 
day to p ass new p ension legisla­ 
tion to giv e working p eop le 
greater assurance of getting 
full benefits from retirement 
p lans, and ev en to encourage 
them to set up their own retire­ 
ment p lans. 
The President called for tax 
breaks for those who want to 
contribute to their own retire­ 
ment —ev en if they also are 
p art of group retirement p lans. 
Indiv idual emp loy ers also 
would be giv en much more 
generous treatment in setting 
aside money for their own re­ 
tirement under Nix on’s p rop os­ 
als. The amount of such contri­ 
butions that could be deducted 
from income tax p ay ments 
would be trip led — from the 
p resent max imum $2,500 to $7,- 
500 a y ear. 
For indiv idual workers, as 
much as $1,500 a y ear toward 
retirement sav ings would be 
tax deductible. Pension p lan 
contributions by a worker’s em­ 
p loy er would hav e to be deduct­ 
ed from the $1,500, howev er. 
Coup led with this, in what 
Nix on described as an effort to 
brighten “the retirement p ic­ 
ture for America’s working 
men and women,” were p rop os­ 
als aimed at seeing that work­ 
ers do not lose the money con­ 
tributed by themselv es and 
emp loy ers to retirement p lans. 
“Vesting” is the key word in 
this. This means that whether 
or not a worker leav es a job — 
or ev en is fired —before retire­ 
ment, he is entitled to the 
p ension benefits earned during 
his emp loy ment. 
There has been some recent 
mov ement toward p rotecting 
p ension rights of a worker after 
he leav es a job, Nix on said. But 
he said many p riv ate p lans still 
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dep artments because he did not 
think he would get “much v alid 
information from dep artments 
heads whose dep artments were 
p rop osed to be eliminated as 
dep artments.” 
His comments sent a rip p le of 
grumbles across the audience. 
“May be I’m v ery cy nical but 
I’m p aid to be cy nical,” he said 
in answer to the uneasiness in 
the room. 
“This is not a take it or leav e 
it p rop osal,” Barrows contin­ 
ued, adding it could be modified 
by the board on recommenda­ 
tions from other dep artment 
heads during p ublic hearings. 
Public Works Director Ray 
W. Foreaker Jr., recommended 
to head the new dep artment, 
was inv olv ed in the p lanning 
but did not sp eak y esterday . 
Parks and Recreation Com­ 
missioner Merritt A. Robinson 
p rotested the p rop osal as sub­ 
mitted and suggested it be sent 
back with instructions to the 
county administrator to meet 
with dep artment heads. 
He drew sup p ort from Sup er­ 
v isors Gary T. Giacomini and 
Michael Womum, who agreed 
the three dep artments inv olv ed 
should dev elop the p lan togeth­ 
er, since they would hav e to 
work under it. 
Sup erv isor Peter R. Arrigoni 
Jr., who p rop osed the consoli­ 
dation in January , objected, 
say ing such action would dilute 
the p rop osal. 
“I don’t want a consensus of 
what the three dep artments 
think we will accep t,” he said, 
adding the p urp ose was to con­ 
solidate like functions for cost 
sav ings and efficiency . 
Sup erv isor Robert A. Roumi- 
guiere agreed. “I would hate to 
infer that the county adminis­ 
trator had to negotiate (his p ro­ 
p osals) 
with dep artm ent 
heads." 
“They had better be able to 
talk now,” Giacomini said. 
“They are going to hav e to 
p rov ide the serv ices. We can’t 
make it hap p en with a wav e of 
the magic wand.” 
Chairman Arnold M. Bap tiste 
joined Arrigoni and Roumi- 
guiere in sup p ort of Barrows, 
say ing the method of p rop osing 
the consolidation insures the 
p ublic will not be ex cluded. 
A p lan dev elop ed by the de­ 
p artments would be a comp ro­ 
mise p lan to which ev ery one 
agreed beforehand, he said. 
“I’m looking for a reorganiza­ 
tion to imp rov e efficiency and 
coordination .. so far it hasn’t 
hap p ened between sep arate de­ 
p artments.” 
On a motion by Arrigoni, the 
matter was set for further dis­ 
cussion May 1. Sup erv isor Gia­ 
comini 
v oted against the 
motion, p rotesting the board’s 
refusal to direct the administra­ 
tor to meet with dep artment 
heads to discuss the p rop osal. 
In a related action, the board 
set May 8 for discussion of 
another p rop osal to consolidate 
the p robation, welfare and 
health dep artments into a new 
Dep artment of Health and Hu­ 
man Serv ices. There was no 
discussion. 


carry ov erly restrictiv e re­ 
quirement for age or length of 
serv ice or p articip ation before 
a p erson is entitled to receiv e 
his p ension after he resigns or 
is discharged from a job. 
He said his p rop osals are a 
refinement of p ension reform 
legislation submitted to Con­ 
gress in December, 1971, and 
are based on comp leted gov ern­ 
ment studies on the p ension 
question and information de­ 
riv ed from congressional hear­ 
ings on p ension reform. 
The President, in a message 
to Congress, said he would sub­ 
mit in a few day s two bills —a 
Retirement Benefits Tax Act 
and an Emp loy ee Benefits Pro­ 
tection Act. 
To p rotect older workers p ar­ 
ticularly , Nix on p rop osed that 
half of all p ension benefits 
earned by a worker be consid­ 
ered v ested — which means a 
p erson is entitled to the amount 
contributed to his retirement — 
when his age p lus the number 
of y ears he has p articip ated in 
a p ension p lan adds to 50. 
From that starting p oint, an 
additional 10 p er cent of all the 
benefits earned would be v ested 
each y ear so that the p ension 
would be fully v ested fiv e y ears 
later. 
The President said that under 
this formula, the p rop ortion of 
full-time workers in p riv ate re­ 
tirement p lans with v ested p en­ 
sion benefits would almost dou­ 
ble —from 32 p er cent to 61 p er 
cent. 
Among p articip ants ov er 40, 
the p ercentage of v ested bene­ 
fits would rise from 40 p er cent 
to about 90 p er cent, he said. 
To av oid ex cessiv e p ension 
cost increases, the new law 
would ap p ly only to benefits 
earned after the bill becomes 
effectiv e although the number 
of y ears a worker p articip ated 
in the p ension p lan p rior to 
enactment would count toward 
meeting the v esting standard. 
Nix on said, “ This reform 
would help to reduce the fre­ 
quency and magnitude of bene­ 
fits losses when p ension p lans 
terminate.” But he said he was 
not y et ready to recommend — 
as he said had been suggested 
—creation of a gov ernment- 
sp onsored p rogram to insure 
workers against suffering p en­ 
sion losses.

His contention was up held by 
a state Court of Ap p eals, which 
found the two agencies had 
inv ersely condemned his land 
by not allowing him to build 
ap artments.

Nixon Asks Congress 
To Protect Pensions 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon urged Congress to­ 
day to pass new pension legisla­ 
tion to give working people 
greater assurance of getting 
full benefits front retirement 
plans, and even to encourage 
them to set up their own retire­ 
ment plans. 
The President called for tax 
breaks for those who want to 
contribute to their own retire­ 
ment —even if they also are 
part of group retirement plans. 
Individual employers also 
would be given much more 
generous treatment in setting 
aside money for their own re­ 
tirement under Nixon’s propos­ 
als. The amount of such contri­ 
butions that could be deducted 
from income tax payments 
would be tripled — from the 
present maximum 12,500 to 17,- 
500 a year. 
For individual workers, as 
much as $1,500 a year toward 
retirement savings would be 
tax deductible. Pension plan 
contributions by a worker’s em­ 
ployer would have to be deduct­ 
ed from the $1,500, however. 
Coupled with this, in what 
Nixon described as an effort to 
brighten “the retirement pic­ 
ture for America’s working 
men and women,” were propos­ 
als aimed at seeing that work­ 
ers do not lose the money con­ 
tributed by themselves and 
employers to retirement plans. 
“ Vesting” is the key word in 
this. This means that whether 
or not a worker leaves a job — 
or even is fired —before retire­ 
ment, he is entitled 'to the' 
pension benefits earned during 
his employment. 
There has been some recent 
movement toward protecting 
pension rights of a worker after 
he leaves a job, Nixon said. But 
he said many private plans still 
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departments because he did not 
think he would get “much valid 
information from departments 
heads whose departments were 
proposed to be eliminated as 
departments." 
His comments sent a ripple of 
grumbles across the audience. 
“Maybe I’m very cynical, but. 
I’m paid to be cynical/’ be said 
in answer to the uneasiness in 
the room. 
“"This, is not a 'take it or leave 
it proposal,” Barrows contin­ 
ued, adding it could be modified 
by the board on recommenda­ 
tions from other department 
heads during public hearings. 
Public Works Director Ray 
W. Foreaker Jr., recommended 
to head the new department, 
was involved in the planning 
but did not speak yesterday. 
Parks and Recreation 'Com­ 
missioner Merritt A. Robinson 
protested the proposal as sub­ 
mitted and suggested it be sent 
back with instructions to the 
county administrator to meet 
with department heads. 
He drew support from Super­ 
visors Gary T. Giacomini and 
Michael Wornum, who agreed 
the three departments involved 
should develop the plan togeth­ 
er, since they would have to 
work under it. 
Supervisor Peter R. Arrigoni 
Jr., who proposed the consoli­ 
dation in January, objected, 
saying such action would dilute 
the proposal. 
“1 don’t want a consensus of 
what the three departments 
think we will accept,” he said, 
adding the purpose was to' con­ 
solidate like functions for cost 
savings and efficiency. 
Supervisor Robert A. Roumi- 
guiere agreed. “I would hato1 to' 
infer that the county adminis­ 
trator had to negotiate (his pro­ 
posals! 
with 
departm ent 
heads." 
“They had better be able to 
talk now," Giacomini said. 
“They are going to have to 
provide the services. We can’t 
make it happen with a wave of 
the magic wand." 
Chairman .Arnold M. Baptiste 
joined Arrigoni and Rourai- 
guiere in support of Barrows, 
saying the method of proposing 
the consolidation insures the 
public will not be excluded. 
A plan developed by the de­ 
partments would be a compro­ 
mise plan to which everyone 
agreed beforehand, he said. 
“I’m looking for a reorganiza­ 
tion to improve efficiency and 
coordination .. so far it hasn't 
happened between separate de­ 
partments.” 
On a motion by Arrigoni, the 
matter was set for further dis­ 
cussion May 1. Supervisor Gia- 
comini 
voted 
against the 
motion, protesting the board's 
refusal to direct the administra­ 
tor to meet, with department 
heads to discuss the proposal. 
In a related action, the board 
set May 8 for discussion of 
another proposal, to consolidate 
the probation, welfare and 
health departments into a new 
Department of Health and Hu­ 
man Services. There was no 
discussion. 


carry overly restrictive re­ 
quirement for age or length of 
service or participation before 
a person is entitled to receive 
his pension after he resigns or 
is discharged from a job. 
He said his proposals are a 
refinement of pension reform 
legislation submitted to Con­ 
gress in December, 1971, and 
are based on completed govern­ 
ment studies on the pension 
question and information de­ 
rived from congressional bear­ 
ings on pension reform. 
The President, in a message 
to Congress, said he would sub­ 
mit in a few days two bills —a 
Retirement Benefits Tax Act 
and an Employee' Benefits Pro­ 
tection Act. 
To protect older workers par­ 
ticularly, Nixon proposed that 
half of all pension benefits 
earned by a worker be consid­ 
ered vested — which means a 
person is entitled to the amount 
contributed to his retirement — 
when his age plus the number 
of years he has participated in 
a pension plan adds to 50. 
From that starting point, an 
additional 10 per cent of all the 
benefits earned would be vested 
each year so that the pension 
would be fully vested five years 
later. 
The President said that under 
this formula, the proportion of 
full-time workers in private re­ 
tirement plans with vested pen­ 
sion benefits would almost dou­ 
ble —from 32 per cent to 61 per 
cent. 
Among participants over 40, 
the percentage of vested bene­ 
fits would rise from 40 per cent 
to about 90 per cent, be said. 
To avoid excessive pension 
cost increases, the new law 
would apply only to benefits 
earned after the bill becomes 
effective although the number 
of years a worker participated 
in the pension plan prior to 
enactment would count toward 
meeting the vesting standard. 
Nixon said, “ This reform 
would help to reduce the fre­ 
quency and magnitude of bene­ 
fits losses when pension plans 
terminate.” But he said be was 
not yet ready to recommend — 
as he said had been suggested 
—creation of a government- 
sponsored program to insure 
workers against suffering pen­ 
sion losses.

property. 
A. ruling is expected some­ 
time next month. 
William T. Selby, a Ventura 
attorney and real estate broker, 
brought an inverse condemna­ 
tion suit against the City of San 
Buenaventura and County of 
Ventura alleging the two agen­ 
cies, through a general plan, 
had deprived him of property 
rights. 
His contention was upheld by 
a state Court of Appeals, which 
found the two agencies had 
inversely condemned his land 
by not allowing him to build 
apartments.

gift horse in the mouth for too 
long,” he said. 
Meyer insisted that the 
bridge district has no plans for 
using the Mill Valley right-of- 
way for transit and wants only 
to secure the land for public 
use, possibly to assure a Mill 
Valley bike path there some 
day. 
Mayor Jean S. 
Barnard 
agreed that if the right-of-way 
is split up and reverts to its 
original owners, city plans for 
the property will be blocked. 
“One man in Scott Valley might 
buy land near his house for a 
swimming pool," she said.. “An­ 
other might add it to his back­ 
yard. Then how would you keep 
it together for a bike path?” 
But Councilman Robert E. 
Capron argued that letting the 
bridge district get control of the 
land is a “big risk.” “Ten years 
from now they might not be 
able to afford buying any other 
land for a transit corridor, and 
they might be pushed into using 
it,” he said. “The risk is there, 
and it terrifies me.” 
Councilman Robert E. Burton 
urged in vain that the council 
stick with its February endorse­ 
ment of use of the right-of-way 
for transit north of East Biithe- 
dale. He said this move would 
actually block most transit use 
since it would be hard to run 
heavy traffic on an isolated 
strip of right-of-way. 
Scott Valley residents said 
they had been shocked by the 
council’s February action. 
“Our homes border the right- 
of-way, and our children play 
there,” said Thomas McNally. 
“We don’t want this land used 
for any transit — trains or 
buses,” said Harry Andrews. 
Several urged tbe council to 
turn the right-of-way into a bike 
path. 
Meyer responded that federal 
funds would probably be availa­ 
ble for the city to buy the land 
for this purpose when the origi­ 
nal loan lapses. 
“But in. eight or nine years, .if 
we came to them with the 
money for a path they would 
say, ‘Sorry, we’d like to help 
out, but we have to use this 
land for transit,’ ” said Capron. 
Mayor Barnard and Burton 
voted against resisting any 
transit on the right-of-way.

Concerned that its project

(The area committee 
was formed by the agency 
board to advise it in redevelop­ 
ment matters and to' report, on 
community sentiment about the 
redevelopment project in Marin 
City. 
For example, Gnoss said, the 
group is charged with meeting 
regularly under the contract 
and there is some question 
whether this has been done. In 
addition, be said, there has 
been a failure of communica­ 
tion between the agency board 
and the committee. 
Gnoss said the board also is 
concerned that the area com­ 
mittee may be violating its 
contract by appointing replace­ 
ments for members who have 
resigned. 
The original agreement pro­ 
vides that the agency board 
initially appoint area commit­ 
tee' representatives from. Marin. 
City organizations and that an 
election be held within a year to 
choose permanent members for 
the .area committee. 
He said the board’s attorney 
has indicated that vacancies 
which occur on the citizen’s 
panel either should be filled by 
election or appointment by the 
agency board. 
The board selected members 
Collie B. Gaines and James O. 
Quiett to serve on the subcom­ 
mittee, which is to discuss the 
situation with area committee 
representatives then provide 
the board with recommenda­ 
tions on how the problems can 
be solved. The committee’s 
suggestions are to be presented 
at a special board meeting 
April 24. 
In other business, the board 
agreed to notify all Marin City 
and Tamalpais Valley organiza­ 
tions that 'the agency is. pro­ 
ceeding with formation of an 
assessment district to finance a 
second access road out of Ma­ 
rin City. 
Gnoss said comments on the 
assessment district or plans for 
the road, which is to link Marin 
City with Tamalpais Valley, 
should be forwarded to the re­ 
development agency.

Link Made 
To Hair, 
Good Marks 


DALLAS (UPI) — A Universi­ 
ty of MieWgan study reported 
today that the hair of students 
with, high academic grades con­ 
tains substantiaEy more zinc 
and copper than the hair of 
students with low grades. 


Michigan Chemistry Prof. 
Adon A. Gordus told the 165th 
national meeting of the .Ameri­ 
can Chemical Society he has 
been directing a study of hair 
samples taken from George 
Washington, John Paul Jones, 
Eskimos, students and others, 
analyzing them for 38 trace 
elements to find effects of the 
human intake on environmental 
contaminante. 


“ By comparing historical 
hair samples with modera hair 
samples we hope to establish 
the extent of human intake of 
potentially harmful elements as 
industrialization 
has 
ad­ 
vanced,” Gordus said. 


But he said all the factors 
affecting the makeup of modern 
hair must first be identified 
before a valid comparison can 
be made with Mstorical hair. 


One tMng Gordus said his 
study seems to show is a corre­ 
lation betw een 
acad em ic 
grades and hair content. 
“ It appears that those stu­ 
dents with the highest grade- 
point average frequently tend 
to have higher than normal zinc 
and copper content in their 
hair, but lower than normal 
iodine content,” Gordus said. 
He said, the reverse is generally 
true of students at the lower 
end of the grade-point spec­ 
trum.

California Highway Patrol 
Commissioner Walter Pudinski 
and Motor Vehicles Director 
Robert Cozens say they are 
alarmed at the situation and 
have appealed to municipal and 
justice court judges for firmer 
action. 


So far, they say, there has 
been little noticeable change 
and, if anything, more and 
more prior drunken driving 
convictions are being invalidat­ 
ed by the courts. 


Records of the state Depart­ 
ment of Motor Vehicles disclose 
that last year approximately 
one out of every three drunken 
driving convictions involving a 
prior conviction was declared 
invalid. 
Pudinski, who targets the 
drinking driver as the No. 1 
highway menace, asserts that 
in handling repeat offenders as 
first-timers, the courts have 
failed to make the drunk-on- 
wheels “socially unaccepta­ 
ble.” 
“I can arrest all the drunks 
in the West, but if they are not 
going to be prosecuted and told 
that their acts are socially un­ 
acceptable, I’m still going to 
have the problem,” said the 
nononsense CHP chief. 
For the first offense, the 
judge may fine the driver $250' 
to $500 or sentence him to serve 
30-days to six months in jail. He 
also may recommend suspen­ 
sion of the offender’s drivers 
license, but few do. 
The more severe second con­ 
viction carries a $250' to $1,000 
fine and a jail term of five-days 
to one year in jail, if the second 
offense occurs within seven 
years of the first. The driver’s 
license must be suspended for 
one year and cannot be re­ 
turned until he produces proof 
that he is covered by automo­ 
bile insurance. 
At the core of the issue is a 
1969 state Supreme Court, deci­ 
sion (Mitchell vs. Orr) and a 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
which alow courts to invalidate 
a repeat offender’s prior con­ 
viction for drunken driving if 
the first judge failed to inform 
him of is rights before he 
pleaded guilty. 
In 1969, the California month­ 
ly average of prior drunken 
driving convictions being de­ 
clared invalid was 161. In four 
years, the total has soared to 
1,048 a. month. 
If a prior conviction is invali­ 


dated, the repeat, performer is 
handled as first-timer who often 
pays the fine and keeps his 
drivers license. 


“ We say that is wrong,” Pud­ 
inski protested in an inter­ 
view. “ "These are repeaters." 
He expressed "sympathy” for 
the problems of judges who cite 
overcrowded court calendars 
and a shortage of manpower 
and funds to handle huge case­ 
loads. 


“ But I can’t ignore my prob­ 
lem ,” Pudinski said. “ The 
drunk driver is killing 'people in 
California. 


“The courts have the power 
to make drunk driving socially 
unacceptable because they are1 
the ones who weigh the case 
and the penalties, They are the 
catalyst. They are part of tMs 
whole spectrum of traffic law 
enforcement which must carry 
out their part of the job in order 
to make our part of the job 
effective.” 


Cozens charged the courts 
with making a “wholesale ap­ 
plication” of the state court’s 
1969 ruling in order to avoid 
meting out the more severe 
penalties required for a second 
or subsequent conviction 
“Judges have told me they 
find that the mandated penal­ 
ties in some instances are too 
harsh and the only way they 
can get around it is to find the 
prior conviction invalid,” he 
said... 
Many courts are reluctant to 
suspend the driving privilege, 
Cozens said, because this could 
prevent a breadwinner from 
driving to and from his job. He 
added: 
“ It seems, to 'be from my 
vantage point that today’s pub­ 
lic accepts the drinking driver 
—up to the point of a fatal 
accident. He isn’t ostracized in 
society and maybe this is be­ 
cause there are so many of 
them.’1' 
One possible partial remedy 
cited by Cozens might be crea­ 
tion by the legislature of a 
“limited” drivers license that 
would allow a convicted drunk­ 
en driver to drive to work and 
back but no where else. 
He said judges are invalidat­ 
ing their own decisions on. re­ 
peat offenders after finding 
they themselves failed to advise 
a defendant of his rights before 
he pleaded guilty. 
“ It seems incongruous to us 
that a judge can be aware of 
the fact that an .individual had 
not been properly processed for 
a prior conviction without mak­ 
ing certain that Ms court is not 
committing the same error 
again,” he said. 
Meantime, a class action law 
suit has been lied, in Los Ange­ 
les seeking to recover $500 mil­ 
lion in drunken driving fines 
paid by persons whose convic­ 
tions later were ruled invalid. 
The suit was. brought by two 
Anaheim citizens on behalf of 
themselves and an estimated 
100,000 other similarly affected 
Californians., The case s pend­ 
ing. 


Suit Seeks 
Damages 
For Quarry 


American Savings and Loan 
Association fled suit yesterday 
against Corte Madera, claiming 
the town council cut the value 
of an old quarry American 
owns by $750,000 when the prop­ 
erty was rezoned last year. 


H e suit filed by Oakland 
attorney Edmund L Regalia 
claims the town rezoned the 
20.5 acres behind the Corte 
Madera Regional Library to 
reduce its. value and buy it for 
open space “at a vastly re­ 
duced. price.” 
The Corte Madera Town 
Council voted Dec. 18 to move 
the wooded hiUside from a mul­ 
tiple residential zornng allowing 
M units to. a planned unit 
development category permit­ 
ting only 109 units, according to 
the suit. 
The suit labeled the rezoning 
“arbitrary, capricious and dis­ 
criminatory” and likened it to 
spot zoning because neighbor­ 
ing property is used for apart­ 
ments. 
The suit also attacks the deci­ 
sion on the grounds that public 
hearings were improperly no­ 
ticed and the single-family 
planned unit development cate­ 
gory was not defined by the 
town, codes .and thus:, invalid. 
In addition to the damages, 
the savings and loan associa­ 
tion is seeking an order barring 
enforcement of the council rul­ 
ing. 
The owner acquired the prop­ 
erty for .$442:,289 in 1967 through 
foreclosure and the value has 
since risen to almost $700,000, 
according to the company. 
Howard Lawson, vice presi­ 
dent and property manager for 
the association, has asserted 
the rezoning would decrease the 
value of the land by at least 
$300,000. 
The town council rejected the 
damage claim. Feb. 20, thus 
clearing the way for the law­ 
suit.

Property owners on the1 east 
side of Brookdale Avenue in 
San Rafael have been waiting 
10 years for the state Division 
of Highways to buy their prop­ 
erty for widening Highway MU; 
now they have been told they 
must wait three more years. 
“How long can the state tie 
up a man’s property without 
buying it from him?”demands 
Leon E. Sigard of 46 Brookdale, 
one of 16 .affected, property own­ 
ers. 
On Jan. 26, 1:963, the City of 
San Rafael signed an agree­ 
ment with the Division of .High­ 
ways for eventual 'widening of 


Highway 101 to eight lanes. A 
map filed by the state showed 
the properties that would have 
to' be acquired, for the 'widening. 
They included all 16 lots on the 
east side of Brookdale. 
After a few years, .some of 
the property owners sought 
building permits for second 
houses on the rear of the deep 
lots, which back up to the 
existing highway right-of-way 
'between Linden Lane and Myr­ 
tle Avenue.

Voters in Rohnert Park and 
Cotati will decide the fate of a 
$1.5 million school bond issue 
when they go to the polls Tues­ 
day. 
A total of 4,917 persons is 
registered to vote in the Cotati- 
Rphnert Park School District. 
Polls will be open from 7 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. 
Polling places will be at 
Thomas Page School, Cotati 
City Hall, Cotati Veteran’s Me­ 
morial Building, John Reed 
School, Rohnert Park Junior 
High, Las Casitas De Sonoma 
Mobile Home1 Park,' Garden 
Homes Condominium office, 691 
Lincoln Avenue, and Waldo 
Rohnert School. 
The district intends to use 
only $400,009 for a new, 15- 
classroom school in the Holiday 
Park Subdivision of both Roh­ 
nert Park and Cotati, obtaining 
the remainder of the funds 
needed for the facility, estimat­ 
ed to cost up to $800,000, from 
the state. The rest of the bond 
issue, $1.1 million, would be 
saved by the district for future 
school construction. 
'The reason the district must 
seek approval of bonds beyond 
the cost of the Holiday Park 
school at this time is that 
school boards must sell bonds 
equaling 5 per cent of a dis­ 
trict’s assessed valuation to 
qualify for state aid. 
If the bonds are approved 
Tuesday, the school could be 
open for classes in the fall of 
1974. 
The Sonoma County Asses­ 
sor’s Office estimates the bonds 
would add 23 cents per $100 
assessed valuation to the cur­ 
rent district tax rate of $2.68 on 
a home with a market value of 
$30,000, the bonds would add 
$17.25 in taxes the first year, 
according to Supt. James H. 
Davidson. 
Davidson said the district ex­ 
pects a large influx of new 
students because of an upsurge 
in subdivision development in 
Rohnert Park. The district now 
has one available classroom at 
John Reed School and two at 
Thomas Page School. 
The district last asked ap­ 
proval of building bonds in 1962 
and was successful. 
School board members have 
said if bonds are rejected, the 
district will have three optional 
plans for coping with additional 
students. Choices include the 
purchase of additional portable 
classrooms which could require 
a tax-rate increase; a change to 
a year-round school schedule 
with staggered attendance to 
stretch school capacities or 
double sessions. Schools have 
not been on double sessions 
since 1964.

Of Cat And Mouse With Police 


Folksinger Glenn Yarbrough 
~!ast .night again eluded law 
enforcement officers who have 
been dogging his concerts 
throughout .Northern California, 
for the past week to arrest him, 
an a. criminal, charge of failing 
to support his children... 
Yarbrough, according to Dep­ 
uty Dist. Ally. Milton M. 
Hyams, did not appear for a 
concert in Redding by the re­ 
cently revived Limeliters after 
two narrow escapes. 
On Sunday in Chico, a 
process server in a related, civil 
case leaped onto the stage dur­ 
ing the group’s performance to 
serve a, summons on Yar­ 
brough, but the singer fled 
through a back, door, Hyams 
said, 
Last 'Thursday, Hyams said, 
he wired the .Los Altos Police 
Department to arrest, the form­ 
er Sausalito man after his first 
show at the Sand Castle night­ 
club, but police told, the manag­ 
er of the limeliters and Yar­ 
brough d isap p eared . He 
skipped the group’s show the 
next evening too, Hyams said... 
The cat-and-mouse hunt is the 
product of Yarbrough’s alleged, 
refusal to support his ex-wife, 
Margaret Jones of Inverness, 
and their children, Glenn Sean,. 
14, and Stephany, 12. 
By not paying since last 
April, he is in arrears $12,000,. 
Hyams said. Bail was set at 
that amount on the warrant of 
arrest issued last Thursday by 
Judge Robert. A. Small man. 
In the civil case stemming 
from the same nonpayment, 
Yarbrough was found in con­ 
tempt of court last August by 
Superior Court Judge Henry J. 
Broderick and ordered to pay 
.$6,300' he was then behind in 
payments.

School Budgets 
Top $10 Million 


The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation last night took its first 
look at preliminary budgets for 
1973 proposed for the high 
school and elementary districts, 
but made no comment on the 
spending programs. 
Supt. John F. Plank said 
trustees will study the spending 
programs for the next ,30' days 
and begin public deliberations 
on them at their May 8 meet­ 
ing. 
Plank has proposed an ele­ 
mentary district budget of $5,- 
025,370, down about $200,000 
from this year’s $5,232,990 
spending program. He has also 
suggested a high school budget 
of $5,752,351, up about $150,000 
from this year’s $5,603,150 
spending program. 
Both proposals are “‘bare 
bones budgets,” Plank said, 
that will allow the board to 
“put back in” programs and 
services not included. 'The pro­ 
posals will have no significant 
effect on the current elementa­ 
ry tax rate of $3.41 per $100 
assessed valuation or the high 
school tax rate of $2.33 per $100 
assessed valuation, Plank said. 
Although both proposed budg­ 
ets provide for employee “step 
and increment” salary increas­ 
es, they do not include cost-of- 
living increases, he said. 
Plank, noting enrollment is 
expected to dip about 200 in the 
elementary district and about 
100 in the high school district 
next year, attributed the pro­ 
posed $149,201 increase in the 
high school district spending 
program over this year to in­ 
creases in costs of fringe bene­ 
fits, plant maintenance and op­ 
erations. 
Plank said the preliminary 
high school budget includes 
cuts of about $95,000 in instruc­ 
tion, and the proposed elemen­ 
tary district spending program 
includes cuts of about $40,000 in 
administration over services 
provided this year. 
In addition, the elementary 
spending program provides for 
the closing of two neighborhood 
schools, Plank said, as well as 
cutting from present staff 12 
regular instructional aides and 
17 summer school aides. The 
elementary budget does not 
provide for 16 teachers cut due 
to declining enrollment, he add­ 
ed. 
“We have already made the 
cutbacks,” he said. “So now the 
board can put back in services 
not provided for” that trustees 
consider crucial. 
Plank said the board made no 
comment on the proposals 
pending review over the next 
month.

Ellsberg Says He Spent 
His Life Protecting U.S. 


Wednesday, April 11, 19/3 
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LOS ANGELES (UPO - Dan­ 
iel Ellsberg, the man who made 
public the Pentagon Papers, 
told the jury today he had 
devoted his professional life to 
“protecting and defending the 
United States of America.” 


Ellsberg, who has admitted 
he leaked the secret Vietnam 


War history because the knowl­ 
edge he gained as a Defense 
Department and Rand Corp. 
consultant convinced him the 
government was employing de­ 
ceptive practices in the war, 
testified in his own behalf for 
the second day. 


Ellsberg said that from 1959 


to 1969 he worked as a consul­ 
tant to government agencies on 
national security. 


He said be prepared a report 
for President John F. Kennedy 
in 1961 outlining “specific stra­ 
tegic objectives the President 
wanted the military to be capa­ 
ble of” but Kennedy never is­ 
sued the report. 


Ellsberg said he made the 
first of several trips to Viet­ 


nam, visiting the command 
centers, in 1961. 
As the trial entered its cli­ 
mactic phase the jury was to 
hear Ellsberg explain why be 
made public a shelf full of 
classified documents that only 
a small percentage of Ameri­ 
cans have ever read.

County Will Establish 
A Design Review Board 
The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors voted unanimously 
yesterday to set up a local 
design, review board in South­ 
ern Marin to rule on architec­ 
tural qualities of new develop­ 
ment. (Another Marin County 
Board of Supervisors story, 
page 1.) 
The review board, suggested 
by the Tamalpais Valley Task 
Force and pushed by Supervi­ 
sor Michael Wornum, will be 
tested for at least a year before 
it is established as a permanent 
county agency. 
The seven-member board will 


be made up of architects, con­ 
tractors, realtors, landscapers 
and residents it large from the 
Almonte, Alto, Tennessee Val­ 
ley and, Tamalpais 'Valley 
areas. 
Its primary function will be 
to review the design of apart­ 
ment, townhouse and commer­ 
cial developments in that area. 
Harvey Bragdon, chief of cur­ 
rent planning, said he thinks 
the local board will save the 
county money by lifting some of 
the workload of the planning 
department.. (Design, review is 
now handled by Pla.nni.ng Direc­ 


tor Werner von Gundell and his 
staff.) 
Decisions of the local design 
review board may be appealed 
to the planning commission and 
board of supervisors under the 
enabling ordinance. 
Opposition to the proposal 
was voiced, by several audience 
members, including real estate 
salesmen Joseph Morrison and 
Henry Spitzer, who called the 
idea “quasi-government by a 
small group.” 
However, local groups such 
as the League of Women Voters 
and the Tamalpais Valley Im­ 
provement Club voiced support.

Whistlestop Soon To Feed 
Meals To Senior Citizens 


Senior citizens in Marin will 
soon be able to count on one 
nutritious but inexpensive meal 
a day thanks to the efforts of a 
fund-raising group of local resi­ 
dents, th£ Marin County Board 
of Supervisors was told* yester­ 
day. 
According to Supervisor Rob­ 
ert A. Rbumiguiere, cochair­ 
man of the group, some $11,500 
was: raised for a kitchen and 
dining room at the Whistlestop 
in San Rafael, headquarters for 
the Marin Senior Coordinating 
Counsel. 
The move was sparked ear­ 
lier this year when Edward T. 
Ryken, director of the coordi­ 
nating council, appealed to su­ 
pervisors for $7,500 to construct 
and equip the kitchen. 


Before the matter came to a 
vote, Roumiguiere offered his 
services to try to raise the 
funds through private dona­ 
tions. 
“I think this is a fine example 
of how the people of Marin 
County will support a cause 
that is good and just,” Roumi­ 
guiere told fellow supervisors 
yesterday. “The benefits of 
going to the community for aid 
instead of using public funds g 
far beyond just saving tax 
dollars. . .A wonderful feeling 
of helping the other guy was 
developed in the campaign.” 
According to Ryken, meals 
will be offered to senior citizens 
for about $1.25. “We hope to 
eventually be able to even de­ 
liver a meal to those seniors 


who are unable to leave their 
homes,” he said. 
Ryken said the kitchen will 
open in late May or June. 
Volunteers are needed to assist 
in preparing menus and serving 
meals. Those interested should 
contact Ryken at the Whistle­ 
stop, which is located in the old 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
depot.

Press into 
shape for serving. Tongue may 
he served hot with horseradish 
sauce or may be pressed and 
served cold. 
Directions for Pressing: When 
cooked beef tongue has cooled 
sufficiently to remove from the 
kettle, place in a loaf pan; 
cover with a pan of the same 
size; place a heavy weight in 
the top pan. On standing, the 
weight will press enough liquid 
from, the meat to fill the cor­ 


ners of the pan. The liquid will 
jelly when thoroughly chilled. 
Set the pans in a cold place for 
at least several hours. Unmold 
the pressed meat and cut into 
slices for serving. This makes 
delicious sandwiches, and may 
often cost less than cold cuts.

A BUSY INTERNIST 
Dr. Linda Clever Guides 
Large Outpatient Clinic 


By PAT BALMES 
“My basic interest is getting 
health care to those who are not 
getting it and improving the 
health care of people who are. 
There are many ways a physi­ 
cian’s skills can be expanded 
through allied health profes­ 
sionals,” said Dr. Linda Clever 
of Tiburón. 
The 32-year-old internist is 
the director of St. Mary’s Hos­ 
pital outpatient department, an 
assistant clinical professor of 
medicine and ambulatory and 
com m unity medicine and a 
member of the admissions com­ 
mittee at University of Califor­ 
nia M edical Center at San 
Francisco, and a member of 
Stanford University Board of 
Trustees. 
In 1968 Dr. Clever received 
the first community medicine 
fellowship given in the United 
States and worked at Hunter’s 
Point, the Tenderloin, ¡South of 
Market and Chinatown. 
“I went on a ‘pad’ call in the 
Haight-Ashbury and saw things 
very different from the back­ 
ground I had had,” she recalled 
during an interview at her hill­ 
top home. 
P re se n tly the p h y sician 
serves on the Haight-Ashbury 
Health Committee, finding it 
exciting to be at the interface 
between establishment and non- 
establishment health care peo­ 
ple. 


AFTER COMPLETING her 
residency at Stanford and 
UCSF, Dr. Clever in 1971 be­ 
came director of the 36.000 pa- 
tient-visits-a-year outpatient de­ 
partment at St. Mary’s Hospital 
in San Francisco. 
There she began a communi­ 
ty medicine research project — 
starting two years ago with the 
planning of a nurse-practition- 
er’s training. 
After funding by San Francis­ 
co Foundation, she divided a 
large group of specially select­ 
ed patients with stable chronic 
diseases like diabetes into two 
groups, one seen by physicians 


and the other by the nurse- 
practitioner backed up by a 
doctor. 
“I firmly believe that there 
are many things that nurses 
can do as well if not better than 
doctors including treat some 
kinds of patients,” she said. 
It is estimated that 85' per 
cent of people who visit an 
internist of a given day do not 
need to see a doctor. It is likely 
that many could have been 
helped by a highly-trained 
nurse, according to Dr. Clever. 
Believing that most problems 
that people have cannot be 
cured by pills alone, Dr. Clever 
and others have specially 
trained the nurse-practitioner 
to be more involved with non­ 
medical problems than a doctor 
has time to be. 
_____ 
THE NURSE-PRACTITION­ 
ER helps with problems like, 
“How do X deal with my hus­ 
band now that he requires a 
diabetic diet?” 
She helps get food stamps, or 
with emotional troubles, under­ 
standing why some people re­ 
sist seeing a social worker or a 
psychologist. 
In diagnosis, the nurse-practi- 
toner follows a branching sys­ 
tem of protocol procedures ac­ 
cording 
to 
the 
p a tie n t’s 
complaint. 
“If people feel sure they can 
see a doctor if they need or 
want one in this system, they 
will accept it,” predicts Dr. 
Clever who 'believes the nurse- 
practitioner and physician team 
will ideally get a sick patient to 
a doctor faster. 
Evaluating the two-year con­ 
trolled study has been difficult 
because Dr. Clever and her 
research associate have tried to 
measure what effect the new 
system has had on the patients’ 
health. 
“OBVIOUSLY THAT is sub­ 
jective, but the study suggests 
that the nurse-practitioner and 
physician team, is providing 
care of at least as high a 
qualify as the physicians alone 
are,” said Dr. Clever.

Elizabeth Speer of San Ansel­ 
mo, a three-month member, is 
the new president of the Sleepy 
Hollow Nursery School, a par­ 
ent co-operative. 


Mrs. Speer said that the 
school is planning a series of 
field trips, nature walks and 
projects involving cooking, car­ 
pentry and basic reading. 


She is also active in the 
Sleepy Hollow Guild of the 
Boyd Marin Museum of Sci­ 
ence. 


A native of Portland, Ore., 
she received a degree in history 
from the University of Oregon.

The school takes children 
from 2 years and 9 months old 
through 4 and 5 years old. 
The school is for residents of 
Sleepy Holow who are mem­ 
bers of the Sleepy Hollow 
Homes Association and for non­ 
residents of the area at a small 
additional fee. 


Asked if she anticipated re­ 
sistance against widespread use 
of the nurse-practitioner and 
physician team in community 
health programs, Dr. Clever 
said that his system, and other 
health care alternatives, will be 
accepted when patients, physi­ 
cians and nurses are convinced 
that the care is as good, as care 
by physicians alone and quality 
control is rigorous. 
Another of Dr. Clever’s activ­ 
ities is helping to review the 
nearly 3,500 applications for 
UCSF’s freshman class. About 
130 students will be accepted, 
she said. 
She hates to see so many 
idealistic people wanting to be 
doctors but not understanding 
that medicine has its disadvan­ 
tages. 
She cited bureaucraetie rules 
that preclude prescribing vi­ 
tamins for a pregnant MediCal. 
patient 'because they must be 
paid for over-the-counter. 
And at social functions Dr. 
Clever tries to remain anony­ 
mous, “because I don’t mind 
when people there tell me their 
symptoms, but I do mind when 
they criticize doctors endless­ 
ly,” she said. 
SHE WOULD advise appli­ 
cants to consider allied health 
professions, she said listing ca­ 
reers as m edical corps men, 
nurse-practitioners. 
mid wives, 
o ccu p atio n al, physical and 
speech and hearing therapists, 
public health nurses, psychiat­ 
ric technicians, social workers, 
clinical pharmacists and health, 
educators. 
Life and death decisions are 
made by intensive care unit 
nurses on their own in emer­ 
gencies, she said. 
“ A high school graduate 
could learn to be an inhalation 
therapist. Or a high school 
graduate could train as an or­ 
thopedic technician who puts on 
casts and helps people get set 
in traction,” Dr., Clever pointed, 
out. 
During her Stanford medical, 
education. Dr. Clever was voted 
president of the medical, school, 
student association. 
Before she entered medical 
school in 1960, she married 
medical student James Clever, 
who is now an internist special­ 
izing in the treatment of cancer 
patients with medication. 
“When I became pregnant in 
my third year of residency I 
thought I would meet prejudice. 
But. my colleagues were enthu­ 
siastic; it was a. very warm 
experience that I 'did. not ex­ 
pect,” she said. 
Her daughter, Sarah, now 3, 
was born at University of Cali­ 
fornia Medical Center, where 
her mother is well known. 
“I WANTED to maintain my 
dignity as long as I could dur­ 
ing labor, but I am not particu­ 
larly brave,” said Dr. Clever 
who studied the Lamaze meth­ 
od to prepare for childbirth. “I 
went a long way without anal­ 
gesic,” she said. 
Because 
she experienced 
post-part urn depression, she 
talks about it with pregnant 
patients and her friends be­ 
cause it is important to under­ 
stand it’s normal, the physician 
said. 
Now she works four days a 
week, reserving the extra day 
off for things she wants to do. 
What gets left out in a profes­ 
sional woman’s life is time for 
herself, she said. 
“The reason I am working is 
that there are things that need 
to get done, and I have some 
unique training in community 
medicine,” Dr. Clever said.

Former slaves were selected 
from strong African tribes, by 
their chief, as he knew they 
would have better lives in the 
New World than he had in the 
jungle. The fortunate ones se­ 
lected were given free food, 
transportation and medical 
care. They were valuable cargo 
and the British sea captains 
kept them in the holds of their 
sailing ships so they would not 
jump overboard and drown. 
Actually, the first slaves in 
the U.S. were white Europeans. 
They wanted to get here so 
badly they sold themselves into 
years of “ indenture” so they 
could have their way paid. 
They cleared the land, built the 
houses, planted crops, built 
towns and roads and had things 
running smoothly when the Ne­ 
groes arrived.

program for perceptual motor 
learning. 


Its director, Dr. Bryant Crat- 
ty, says 29 per cent of all 
youngsters—or about 50 chil­ 
dren 
in every elementary 
school in the United States— 
suffer from a motor problem, to 
one degree or another. 
Youngsters referred to Cratty 
undergo an hour-long test with 
their parents watching through 
a one-way mirror. They are 
also given a game-choice quiz 
and asked questions which re­ 
veal that most of them consider 
themselves unpopular and feel 
unhappy much of the time. 
After their individual prob­ 
lems are analyzed, the children 
may be enrolled in twice-week­ 
ly after school sessions de­ 
signed to improve their coordi­ 
nation, balance, agility and 
physical skills. 


“ We improve movement in 
kids who don’t work well with 
their bodies,” Cratty says. “ We 
are interested in movement for 
its own sake because clumsy 
children are unhappy.” 


“THEY RANGE over the en­ 
tire IQ system,” he says. “ They 
just can’t work effectively with 
their bodies. We have one six- 
year-old now who moved like a 
two-year-old when we got him, 
but he could read from the 
dictionary.” 
According to Cratty, there 
are some 60 or 7 0 possible 
causes of motor disabilities— 
but the most common stem 
from difficult births—som e­ 
times from birth anoxyia, a 
breathing problem caused by a 
prolapsed cord or a cord 
wrapped around the infant’s 
neck, momentarily hindering 
the oxygen supply to the brain. 


“ But usually it is not too 


fruitful to determine the cause 
or to worry about whose genes 
are at fault. It is better to try to 
solve the problem ,” Cratty 
says. 


He hires undergraduate stu­ 
dents to work with the young­ 
sters, aged four to 13, on about 
a one-to-three ratio. Smaller 
groups put too much pressure 
on the child, he feels. 


The children practice bounc­ 
ing on trampolines, tight-rope 
walking 
on 
wide 
balance 
beams, and somersaulting on 
padded mats in the gymnasium 
of an elementary school. 
“ The prognosis for these kids 
is pretty good, if we catch them 
young enough,” Cratty says. 


“ ALTHOUGH WE do not 


know whether we have actually 
modified their neurological 


problem or just taught them 
more effective strategies for 
accomplishing motor tasks.” 
By the time he’s three, Cratty 


says a child ought to be able to 
walk a two-inch wide line for 10 
feet, draw a simple cross with a 
crayon, and jump forward 
three steps with both feet in the 
air. 
At five, he should be able to 


draw circles and squares, touch 
his fingertips consecutively to 
the tip of his thumb, and bal­ 
ance frozen on one foot for four 
to six seconds. 


A seven-year-old ought to be 


able to toss a ball 15 feet into a 
four-foot square target and skip 
rhythmically. 
“ A five or six-year-old who 


can’t touch consecutive finger­ 
tips is also going to have trou­ 
ble tying his shoes or fastening 
buttons,” Cratty observed. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 


Food and Drug Adm inistra­ 
tion’s (FDA) Bureau of Product 
Safety is drafting the final form 
of a proposed regulation cover­ 
ing baby cribs. 
The regulation will be the 


first attempt by Uncle Sam to 
standardize the baby crib in­ 
dustry.

program for perceptual motor 
learning. 


Its director, Dr. Bryant Crat- 
ty, says 20 per cent of all 
youngsters—or about 50 chil­ 
dren in every elementary 
school in the United States— 
suffer from a motor problem, to 
one degree or another. 
Youngsters referred to Cratty 
undergo an hour-long test with 
their parents watching through 
a one-way mirror. They are 
also given a game-choice quiz 
and asked questions which re­ 
veal that most of them consider 
themselves unpopular and fed 
unhappy much of the time. 
After their individual prob­ 
lems are analyzed, the children 
may be: enrolled in twice-week­ 
ly after school sessions de­ 
signed to improve their coordi­ 
nation, balance, agility and 
physical skills. 


“We improve movement in 
kids who don’t work well with 
their bodies,” Cratty says. “We 
are interested in movement for 
its own sake because clumsy 
children are unhappy.” 
“THEY RANGE over the en­ 
tire IQ system,” he says. “They 
just can’t work effectively with 
their bodies. We have one six- 
year-old now who moved like a 
two-year-old when we got him, 
but he could read from the 
dictionary.” 
According to Cratty, there 
are some 66 or 76 possible 
causes of motor disabilities— 
but the most common, stem, 
from difficult births—some­ 
times from birth anoxyia, a 
breathing problem caused by a 
prolapsed cord or a. cord 
wrapped around the infant’s 
neck, momentarily hindering 
the oxygen supply to the brain. 


“But usually it is not too 
fruitful to determine the cause 
or to worry about whose genes 
are at fault. It is better to try to 
solve the problem,” Cratty 
says. 


He hires undergraduate stu­ 
dents to work with the young­ 
sters, aged four to 13, on about 
a one-to-three ratio. Smaller 
groups put too much pressure 
on the child, he feels. 
The children practice bounc­ 
ing on trampolines, tight-rope 
walking 
on wide 
balance 
beams, and somersaulting on 
padded mats in. the gymnasium, 
of an. elementary school. 
“'The prognosis for these tóds 
is pretty good, If we catch 'them 
young enough,” Cratty says. 


“ALTHOUGH WE do not 
know whether we have actually 
modified their neurological 


problem or just taught them 
more effective strategies for 
accomplishing motor tasks.” 
By the time he’s three, Cratty 
says a child ought to be able to 
walk a two-inch wide line for 10 
feet, draw a simple cross with a 
crayon, and jump forward 
three steps with both feet in the 
air. 
At five, he should be able to 
draw circles and squares, touch 
his fingertips consecutively to 
the tip of his thumb, and bal­ 
ance frozen on one foot for four 
to six seconds. 
A seven-year-old ought to 'be 
able to toss a bal 15 feet Into a. 
four-foot square target and. skip 
rhythmically. 
“A five or six-year-old who 
can’t touch consecutive finger­ 
tips is also going to have trou­ 
ble tying his shoes or fastening 
buttons,” Cratty observed. 


Regulations On 
.Baby Cribs Due 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion’s (FDA) Bureau of Product 
Safety is drafting the final form 
of a proposed regulation cover­ 
ing baby cribs. 
The regulation will be the 
first attempt by Uncle Sam to 
standardize the baby crib in­ 
dustry. According to bureau of­ 
ficials the proposal will elimi­ 
nate hazardous features of baby 
cribs, some linked to injury or 
death in the past. 
The regulation will establish 
a maximum allowable slat 
spacing dimension, among oth­ 
er things. This will help prevent 
baby from getting caught be­ 
tween slats and possibly getting 
strangled.

Helen Rich's Mosaics 
Trace To Many Sources

Mosaicist Helen Steinau Rich 
draws upon many sources for 
her inspirations. In her exhibit 
at Old St. Hilary’s Church in 
Tiburon, Mrs. Rich's brilliantly 
glowing, unusual three-dimen­ 
sional hanging mosaics affirm 
the artist’s probing interest and 
research into many areas for 
her ideas and materials. 
Mosaics are, of course, an 
ancient art form deriving from 
early Byzantine religious sym­ 
bolism and important for their 
richly decorative and emotional 
significance. 
But Helen Rich's sculptural 
reliefs are unlike the flatly 
embedded tesserae of either the 
Byzantine mosaics (for all the 
evocative power of the latter), 
or of most of the present day 
decorative tile works.

Knox Gelatin 
To Halt Claim 


WASHINGTON (UPD - Knox 
Gelatine Inc., Johnstown, N.Y., 
today agreed to stop advertis­ 
ing that Knox Gelatine Drink is 
an important health and nutri­ 
tion aid. 
Under a consent order tenta­ 
tively accepted by the Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC), the 
firm also was forbidden from 
saying that gelatine protein in 
general is a high quality protein 
or a source of nutritional bene­ 
fit, or that any relative food 
product leads to good health or 
is nutritious. 
The FPC had contended that 
gelatine protein is relatively 
low in quality and of little 
nutritional good, and that Knox 
Gelatine Drink, contrary to the 
firm’s ads, does not contribute 
in a major way to nutrition.

Board Eyes 
Warning 
On Schools 


The Petaluma Board of Edu­ 
cation — angered over rapid 
growth in Rohnert Park — de­ 
cided last night to warn parents 
of crowded conditions to come. 
Board members were told the 
district can expect an addition­ 
al 690 students at Rohnert Park 
Junior High School and Rancho 
Cotate High School by the end 
of 1974. Upset that neither 
school can accommodate such 
rapid growth, board members 
agreed parents should be in­ 
formed of future problems so 
they may have the opportunity 
to pressure the Rohnert Park 
City Council into a controlled 
growth plan. 
School board members asked 
for a growth plan at a joint 
meeting with the council last 
month, but were told they must 
find some means to cope with 
the new students. Rohnert Park 
is expected to have 2,025 new 
homes by December of 1974. 
“ It’s our responsibility to tell 
all the families of students at 
the junior high and Rancho 
Cotate what problems will 
come by the 1974-75 school 
year,” Dr. William K. Kortum 
said. “ Let’s give them the facts 
about school capacities, the 
scheduled growth and tell them 
the alternatives are some form 
of year-round school, double 
sessions or an extended school 
day.” 
Board members agreed a let­ 
ter of warning should be sent 
and asked that a draft be pre­ 
pared for approval at the April 
24 board meeting. 
A suggestion by the city coun­ 
cil that a special school levy of 
$250 be charged on each new 
home to support a construction 
program was rejected by the 
board. Members questioned the 
legality of the extra charge and 
said, in any event, it would be 
only a temporary solution. 
Members grumbled that it

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Novato Residents To Vote 
Tuesday On Flood Bonds 


Novato Flood Control Zone 
residents will vote on a $4.5- 
million flood control bond mea­ 
sure Tuesday, another chapter 
in a long effort to control the 
ravages of winter creek over­ 
flow in the community. 
The election was set after 
Novato and Warner Creeks and 
Arroyo Avicchi spilled their 
banks and flooded scores of 
homes in January. 
Polling places for the 16.770 
voters in the flood control zone 
will be open from 7 a.m. to 8 
p.m. A two-thirds favorable 
vote is required for passage. 
The zone is a 44-square-mile 
area from Big Rock Ridge to 
Gnoss Field and from the Peta­ 
luma River to within a mile of 
the Petaluma-Point Reyes 
Road. 
In 1058 the voters rejected a 
$900,000 bond measure for flood 
control by a vote of 1.400 to 333. 
Since 1900, it has been esti­ 
mated that about 25 flood-pro­ 
ducing storms have occurred in 
the Novato Creek Basin, includ­ 
ing a storm in January 1940, 
which inundated about 5,570 
acres, according to consultants 
Royston, Hanamoto, Beck and 
Abev of San Francisco. Major 
flooding also occurred in 1955. 
Proponents say Novato has a 
very serious flooding problem 
that will get worse with in­ 
creased population and “ the 
bond issue raises the money 
now to protect and enhance our 
creeks at the least cost to 
today's taxpayer.'’ 


Passage of the bond measure 
would raise the district’s tax 
rate from 14.5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation to 27 cents, 
according to the Novato Flood 
Control Bond Committee. 
To accomplish the same work 
on a pay-as-you-go basis would 
require a tax rate perhaps to 
the limit of $1 per assessed 
valuation. 
Bond retirement would add 
about $9 a year to the property 
tax bill on a $35,000 home, 
according to the committee. 
No written argument has 
been filed against the bond 
measure, but objections have 
been raised that it doesn't spec­ 
ify what type of project would 
be constructed. 
Councilman George C. Quesa- 
da, protesting this procedure, 
has said the people should have 
the right to vote on which type 
of project they prefer. 
The choices are: a project 
constructed by the Army Corps 
of Engineers, which would re­ 
quire channelization of Warner 
Creek and a section of Novato 
Creek near Highway 101, a 
modified corps project or im­ 
provement of creeks in their 
natural state. 
W'hile costs haven't been set 
on the projects, the $4.5 million 
is expected to cover the local 
costs, which in the case of an 
Army Corps of Engineers 
project would be combined with 
federal funding. 
According to the ballot mea­ 


sure, the funds would be used 
for earthen and lined flood 
channels, pumping stations, 
dams and reservoirs, levees, 
culverts and bridges and aes­ 
thetic, recreation and environ­ 
mental work. 
Leroy M. Gerner, cochairman 
of the bond committee, said the 
public will have a chance to 
choose which project it wants 
after passage of the bond mea­ 
sure. 
Gerner said a “ local-federal 
project" would provide for 
amenities such as lighting and 
bicycle and pedestrian paths, 
possibly ponding near Diablo 
Avenue and creek coverage at 
the rear of Lu Sutton School. 
The outlook of the corps has 
changed since the controversial 
Forte Madera Creek flood con­ 
trol project and creek enhance­ 
ment is considered in its plans, 
he said. 
The corps is tentatively 
scheduled to present its plan in 
Novato May 23 and residents 
will have a chance to make 
their own choice on a project, 
Gerner said.

The children at the Marin Veterans 
Memorial Building yesterday jiggled in 
their seats with glee when the hunter, 
perched atop a tree with knife in hand, 
fell victim to that curious animal “that 
steals our sight and our minds and some 
people call him Sleep.” 
The story was “The One You Don’t See 
Coming,” a classic fable from Africa, 
performed by Story Theater, a 10-mem­ 
ber troupe of student actors from Califor­ 
nia State University of San Francisco.. 
“ What sleep steals he only steals for a 
few hours,” rationalized the defeated 
hunter, concluding the first of four high- 
energy, improvisation-style skits present­ 
ed in two performances for Marin County 
schoolchildren. 


Sparse Crowd 
On Tamalpais 


Despite a large field of nine candidates 
and recent turmoil in. the district, an 
audience of only 26 persons appeared last 
night for the last major turnout of 
hopefuls in the Tamalpais High School 
District trustee race. 


None of the candidates — seven of the 
nine appeared — mentioned the sparse 
crowd until questioned from the audience 
following opening remarks at Sir Francis 
Drake High. School’s L ittle Theater, 
which, seats about ,300. 


At that point, the board hopefuls, in­ 
cluding the holders of two of the three 
seats up for election, blamed various 
circumstances for the small crowd. 


“ People are largely apathetic , . . until 
you say, for instance, that you’re going to 
suspend buses,” said. Robert W. Corlett, 
current board chairman. He noted also 
that the candidates’ night, sponsored by 
the League of Women Voters and the 
Drake Parent-Teacher Association, con­ 
flicted with Public Schools Week open' 
houses scheduled last night. 


Challenger Maurine Ballard, a retired 
'teacher, said improving community par­ 
ticipation in school affairs “means doing 
something besides talking.” 


“One of the things we tend to do is 
communicate in un-understandable lan­ 
guage,” said Jerrold M. Ladar, the other 
incumbent seeking to return to his seat at 
the polls Tuesday. (The third seat being 
contested is that of David. D„ Ring, who 
recently resigned in the wake of the 
ouster of Supt. Wilber D. Hawkins and 
controversy over district spending prac­ 
tices.) 


Ladar also observed that the crowd 
exceeded the usual attendance at board 
sessions. 
“ The turnout is of concern, to the 
challengers,” said candidate Brice Face, 
a mathematics teacher. He believed it 
could mean that the “incumbents are 
virtually assured of a shoo-in.” 


The show was the 17th in an 18- 
program series sponsored by Youth in 
Arts, a group made up of members of the 
Marin, Symphony Association, Civic Bal­ 
let, Museum, Association and Junior 
Theater of Marin. 
“The idea is to bring music, theater, 
dance and art to Marin children,” said 
program coordinator Helen Crotty. 
The show was the kind that children 
adore, high-speed, frenzied, full of slap­ 
stick action and. color. 
“ We try to incorporate: athletic acting 
with few props or scenery,” said, 'director 
Geraldine Silk. “After all, that’s the way 
theater is going.” 
About 48,000 children from kindergar­ 
ten through eighth grade, including those 
at yesterday's performances, have at­ 


tended the Youth in Arts series this year, 
said Mrs. Crotty. 
In its second season, the group has 
sponsored daytime performances by the 
Marin Civic Ballet Association, Marin 
Shakespeare Festival, Music for Minors, 
San Rafael High School Jazz Ensemble, 
Marin Youth Orchestra and others. 
About 1,500 youngsters packed the 
morning show and several hundred more 
attended in the afternoon. They squealed 
and cheered as the actors, bounded 
around, the stage in. brightly colored jump 
suits acting out four' folk tales. 
The actors for Story Theater were 
picked in open auditions at the universi­ 
ty, said Miss Silk, and are available to 
put on shows and acting workshops at 
Bay Area schools. 


Hears Candidate Views 
School Board Election 


Challenger Elaine S. Brockbank, a 
housewife, said, she was “not terribly 
despairing of” the audience size because 
she assumed those in the audience would 
“ spread the word” of the evening’s 
developments. 


“I think people have given up on the 
board . . . and I think the same thing 
applies to candidates’ nights,” said board 
hopefuls Lotte Schiller, long involved in 
Tam District and. P-TA affairs.., 


Said candidate Fred C. Hannahs, a 
stockbroker: “The indecisiveness of the 
board has turned off a certain segment of 
the community.” 


Failing to appear last night were candi­ 
dates David A. Brinkhaus, treasurer of 
the Marin Chapter of the National Orga­ 
nization for Women, and. Sonoma State 
College history professor Robert A. 
Karls rud. 


Beyond the crowd size, most of the 
candidates’ remarks focused on possible 
change in the district and the controversy 
over classroom emphasis on basic versus 
innovative subjects, with attention as 
well to teacher evaluation., 


And, for the most part, Pace, Hannahs 
and Mrs. Schiller seized the opportunity 
to attack the present board. 
Ladar believed a major change already 
had been made: the replacement of 
Hawkins with Robert D. Torrey, deputy 
superintendent. 
“ Is this the big change'?” asked. Pace. 
“ I don’t think so. I think its purely a 
continuation of the same thing.” He noted 
Torrey had served as deputy not only to 
Hawkins but to his ousted predecessor, 
Chester Carlisle. 
Mrs. Brockbank saw no reason why 
courses in fundamental grammar and the 
like couldn’t be offered, but at the same 
time favored “more' individualized in­ 
struction.” She said, “Students today 
need the challenge.” 
Mrs, Schiller sensed a “climate of 


uneasiness” and a “ certain amount of 
distrust” in community outlook toward 
the board. “Too many decisión seem to 
be made behind the scenes,” she said. 


Miss Ballard thought change could 
come in the form of increased use of 
volunteers in the schools, perhaps direct­ 
ed by a special coordinator, and possibly 
through an evening program for youths 
and adults. 


Hannahs saw a “rather weak and 
ineffective” board that had made “ some 
horrendous mistakes” in control of the 
district, and criticized board delegation 
of certain functions to committees. 


“I don’t think we’re placing the proper 
emphasis on the rudiments of grammar 
or the .rudiments of mathematics,” said. 
Pace. “ I think we’re engaging in a vast 
game of gobbledegook.” 


And he charged that Hawkins and 
Carlisle had been the “scapegoats of 
their (the board’s) ineffectiveness.” 


Corlett devoted much of his time to 
praising - district achievements in the 
areas of wimumcation, with 'the commu­ 
nity, staff betterment, cost-cutting and 
parent awareness of curriculum. 


On the subject of teacher evaluation, 
the board chairman thought emphasis 
should be placed on review of the per­ 
formances of student teachers and other 
new instructors to avoid difficulties later 
on. 


Ladar was critical of the Stull Bill, 
state legislation requiring local evalua­ 
tion of teachers. He “held out very few 
hopes” that it would provide “effective 
and meaningful evaluation.” 
To Miss Ballard, district efforts to 
meet the law’s provisions show promise, 
while Hannahs said evaluation guidelines 
adopted by the board ape tantamount to 
the “ king of France marching up and 
down the hills . . . a maneuver which 
produces no results.”

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Murde r Jury Tours San Que ntin 


4 0 -Minute Ta lk Pays 
Off On Golde n Ga te

The jury in the murder case 
against two San Quentin in­ 
mates said to have killed a 
guard left the fishbowl atmos­ 
phere of Marin's high security 
courtroom yesterday to become 
the first criminal panel in at 
least six years to tour the 
prison. 


The two-hour visit guided by 
Superior Court Judge Joseph G. 
Wilson went without a hitch. 


The jurors — apparently used 
to being watched after 56 days 
of trial inside the bulletproof 
screen at the Hall of Justice — 
ignored the solemn stares of 
inmates along their paths and 
busily looked through pee­ 
pholes, tested window' latches 
and otherwise showed off their 
knowledge of the areas they 
had heard about in trial. 


The century-old yellow prison 
had its best face on. Immacu­ 
late flower beds brimmed with 
blooms and the bay water glis­ 
tened outside the walls. 


From the moment the judge 
failed the test of a prison metal 
detector on the way in, the tour 
was more like a lighthearted 
Sunday outing than a somber 
visit to a high security prison. 


Two women jurors and a man 
checking the layout of a bath­ 
room found an inmate using the 
facilities and retreated in em­ 
barrassment, and all the jurors 
peeked briefly through the win­ 
dow of a hospital room to the 
consternation of the occupant, 
who didn’t know what was hap­ 
pening. 


But, despite the lighter as­ 
pects of the visit, the jury was 
at the prison for the serious 
business of helping them decide 
whether Earl Billy Gibson and 
Lawrence Justice knifed inmate 
Herman Johnson on July 19, 
1971, then killed guard Leo G. 
Davis two days later as he 
stood guard outside Johnson's 
locked cell in the prison hospi­ 
tal. 


Gibson and Justice, in civil­ 
ian clothes, joined the judge, 
jurors and attorneys as they 
passed the maximum security 
Adjustment Center. The group 
was escorted by five guards 
and two more officers shad­ 
owed the two convicts.

Key points on the itinerary 
were a concrete stairway where 
Johnson was attacked and the 
prison hospital in which Davis 
was slain. 
Most of the visit was devoted 
to the stuffy, four-story hospital 
overlooking the bay. The jurors 
saw the cell from which John­ 
son allegedly saw Justice, Gib­ 
son and another man attack 
Davis and the spot to which the 
mortally wounded officer 
crawled before he died. 
But the jury also saw changes 


from what had been in 1971. 
The door of Johnson’s hospital 
cell had been replaced, rooms 
had been remodeled and the 
fourth-floor ward where post­ 
murder events took place had 
been abandoned. 
Nevertheless, Judge Wilson 
— who had said before the trip, 
‘‘I don’t like jury views even in 
condemnation suits,” — con­ 
cluded the visit was worth­ 
while. He scheduled the trip at 
the jury’s request. 
Prison officials didn’t mind 


the tour either. Although cells 
in the hospital normally left 
open were locked for the occa­ 
sion, information officer Lee 
DeBord said there were “ no 
problems as far as we are 
concerned.” 
Wilson said no Marin jury has 
visited the prison since 1966 or 
1967 and DeBord agreed it has 
been at least that long. 
Closing arguments in the 
murder case were to begin to­ 
day amid the tight security that 
has reigned throughout. A $30,- 


000 glass wall separates specta­ 
tors from the trial, which has 
failed to draw much public 
attention. 
Spectators, who must be 
searched electronically and 
physically before entering the 
courtroom, usually have been 
outnumbered by guards. 
Judge Wilson said he thinks 
the last time a jury visited the 
prison was in the case of a 
stabbing in 1966 or 1967 in a 
classroom of the prison’s ad­ 
justment center. 


For 40 minutes today a Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol officer 
talked to a despondent man 
who was standing on a girder 
below the sidewalk of the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge, threatening to 
jump. 
The efforts of Officer Kenneth 
H. Babbitt paid off when he and 
two friends of the would-be 
leaper finally talked Gary Lee 
Green, 21, of San Francisco, 
into coming back to the bridge 
deck. 
Babbit, told by a passerby 
that Green had climbed over 


the railing, arrived at a point 
on the span’s west side just 
south of the Marin tower at 
12:30 a.m. to find Green walk­ 
ing along the suspension rail 
underneath the sidewalk. 
For 40 minutes, the patrol 
said, Babbitt and Green talked 
while two friends of Green’s, 
Robert P. Simmons and David 
Scott, both of 2015 Bridgeway, 
Apt. 1, Sausalito, were sum­ 
moned. 
When Scott and Simmons ar­ 
rived they were able to talk 
Green into returning to the 


sidewalk, officers said. He was 
taker, to Mount Zion Hospital in 
San Francisco for psychiatric 
observation, the patrol said. 
Babbitt said Green, who said 
he is a musician, told him he 
was despondent over personal 
problems.

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Murder Jury Tours San Quentin 


40-Minute Talk Pays 
Off On Golden Gate 


By LARRY MOWELL 
The Jury in the murder case 
against two San. Quentin in­ 
mates said to have MUed a 
guard left the fishbowl atmos­ 
phere of Marin’* high .security 
courtroom, yesterday to become 
the .first criminal panel in. at 
least; six. years to tour1 the 
prison. 


'The two-hour visit .guided by 
Superior Court Judge Joseph G. 
Wilson went without a. hitch. 


The jurors — apparently used 
to' being watched, after 56 days 
of trial inside the bulletproof 
screen at the Hal. of Justice — 
ignored the solemn, stares of 
inmates along 'their paths and 
busily looked through pee­ 
pholes, tested window' latches 
and otherwise showed off their 
knowledge of the areas they 
had heard about in trial. 


The century-old yellow prison, 
had its 'best face on. Immacu­ 
late flower 'beds brimmed with 
blooms and the bay water glis­ 
tened outside the walls. 


From the moment the judge 
failed the test of a prison, metal 
detector on the way .in, the tour 
was more like a. lighthearted 
Sunday outing than a, somber 
visit to a high, security prison. 
Two women, jurors and. a man 
checking 'the layout of a bath­ 
room, found an. .inmate using the 
facilities and. retreated, in em­ 
barrassment, and. all. the jurors 
peeked, briefly 'through 'the win­ 
dow of a hospital room to' the' 
consternation of the occupant, 
who didn’t know what was hap­ 
pening. 


But, despite the lighter as­ 
pects of the visit, toe jury was 
at the prison for the serious 
business of helping them decide 
whether Earl Billy Gibson and 
Lawrence Justice 'knifed inmate 
Herman Johnson on. July 19, 
1971, then MUed guard Leo G. 
Davis two days later as he 
stood guard outside Johnson’s 
locked cell in the prison, hospi­ 
tal. 


Gibson, and Justice, in civil­ 
ian clothes, joined, the judge, 
jurors and attorneys as they 
passed the maximum security 
Adjustment Center. 'The group 
was escorted by five guards 
and. two more officers shad­ 
owed the two convicts.

Key points on the itinerary 
were a concrete stairway where 
Johnson, was attacked and 'the 
prison hospital .in. which Davis 
was slain. 
Most of the visit was devoted 
to the stuffy, four-story hospital 
overlooking the bay. The juror* 
saw the cell from which John­ 
son .allegedly saw Justice, Gib­ 
son and another man attack 
Davis and 'the spot to which the 
m o rt a. 1 ly w o u nd e d of.fi cer 
crawled 'before he died. 
But the jury also saw changes 


from what had been, in 1971... 
'Hie door of Johnson’s hospital 
cel. bad been, replaced, 'rooms 
had been remodeled and the 
fourth-floor ward where post­ 
murder events took place had 
'been abandoned... 
Nevertheless, Judge 'Wilson 
— who had said before the trip, 
“ I don’t like jury views even in 
condemnation suits,” — con­ 
cluded the visit was worth­ 
while,. He scheduled the trip at 
the jury’s request. 
Prison officials didn't mind. 


the tour either. Although cells 
in. the hospital normaly left 
open, were locked for 'the 'Occa­ 
sion, information officer Lee 
BeBord said, 'there' were “ no 
problems as far as we are 
concerned.” 
Wilson said no Marin jury has 
visited the prison, since 1966' or 
1967 and BeBord agreed it has 
been at least that long. 
Closing arguments in the 
murder case were to 'begin to­ 
day amid the tight security that 
has reigned throughout. A $30,- 


000 glass, w a! separates specta­ 
tors from 'the trial, which has 
failed to' draw much public 
attention. 
Spectators, who must he 
searched el.ectronical.ly and 
physically before1 entering 'the 
courtroom, usually have 'been 
outnumbered by guards.. 
Judge Wilson said he thinks 
the last time a. jury visited the 
prison was in the case of a 
stabbing in 1966: or 1967 in a 
classroom of the prison’s ad­ 
justment center. 


For '40 minutes today a Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol officer 
talked, to a despondent man, 
who was standing on. a, girder 
below the sidewalk of the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge, threatening to 
jump. 
The efforts of Officer Kenneth 
H. Babbitt paid, off when he and 
two friends of the would-be 
leaper finally talked. Gary .Lee 
Green, 21, of San. Francisco, 
into coming back to the bridge 
deck. 
Babbit', told by a passerby 
that Green had, climbed over 


the .railing, arrived at a point 
on the spin’s west side just 
south of the Marin tower at 
12:30 a m, to find Green, walk­ 
ing along the suspension rail 
underneath the sidewalk. 
For 40 minutes,, the patrol 
said, Babbitt and Green talked 
while two friends of Green's, 
Robert P. Simmons and David, 
Scott, both of 2015 Bridgeway, 
Apt. 1, Sausalito, were sum­ 
moned. 
When Scott and Simmons ar­ 
rived they were able to talk 
Green into returning to the 


sidewalk, officers said. He was 
taken to Mount Zion Hospital in 
San Francisco for psychiatric 
observation, the patrol said. 
Babbitt said Green, who said 
he is a musician, told Mm he 
was despondent over personal 
problems.

Plans call for the board 
to receive 50 per cent of the 
judges’ pay this year with grad­ 
ual increases to bring the ratio 
to 60 per cent in the next five 
years. The current annual su­ 
pervisors’ salary of $17,900 
would be raised by $280 the first 
year. 


“ It is inconceivable to us how 
any elected official or appoint­ 
ed county employee could be so 
crass as to ask for a salary 
raise at this time, with the 
unemployment rate being what 
it is in this county,” William W. 
Pisenti, president of the Irate 
Taxpayers Committee, said. He 
countered that supervisors 
should receive only a cost-of- 
living increase.

Food Is Source of Security 
Ás Well As Hunger Sotisfier 


Food not only satisfies hunger, but brings 
security. People have been known to steal, 
beg, or kill for it. Explorers sent out to find 
new sources of food have made history when 
new worlds were discovered. Fortunes have 
been made and lost on different edibles. A full 
larder is power. Starving nations have surren­ 
dered unconditionally to their enemies. Food 
is a bargaining tool used to reward good 
behavior and withheld as a punishment for 
bad behavior. 


PRIMITIVE MAN gorged 
himself when game was plenti­ 
ful and starved when it was 
scarce. He knew nothing about 
proteins, carbohydrates, fats, 
minerals, and vitam ins and 
cared less. Nevertheless, many 
races developed taboos and cus­ 
toms as to what could and could 
not be eaten. Many of these 
customs persist to this day and 
are filled with different mean­ 
ings and symbols. Diets are 
varied because of the many 
cultures that exist in. the United, 
States. 
Deeply rooted feelings about 
certain foods do not yield easily 
to reasoning,.. Nor do believers 
knuckle down to scientific facts 
about nutrition. What one group 
may consider choice foods, oth­ 
ers find nauseating and vice 
versa. The thought of eating 
dogs, grasshoppers, or horse- 
meat, blubber, insects, and cer­ 
tain other animals is revolting 
to us. In general, people have 
learned to eat what was availa­ 
ble in their geographical area.

Reagan Claims Jet Use 
Critics Are Nit-Picking 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan today de­ 
nounced as “nit-picking har- 
r.assm.e,nt” efforts of a Republi­ 
can 
leg isla to r 
to 
clam p 
restrictions on the use of the 
governor’s new jet plane. 
He vowed not to “give in.” 
At a news conference, the 
GOP chief executive also de­ 
fended use of the airplane in his 
statewide travels to recruit sup­ 
port for his controversial state 
spending and tax limitation bal­ 
lot initiative. 
“ I don’t see anything wrong 
with, that,”' Reagan said.. “ I 
think that a part, of my job and 
my responsibility has been the 
taxes of the people of California 
and the efforts of the last six 
years to try to reduce them and 
make them easier to bear.” 
The governor saved his har­ 
shest criticism for Sen. Howard 
Way, R-Exeter, who last week 
moved, to write into the state 
budget bill controls on the use 
of the governor's newly leased 
private jet plane. 
Way said the jet shouldn’t 
used for out-of-state travel and 
expressed irritation that Rea­ 
gan’s office declined to disclose 
publicly where the governor 
went and who were included as 
passengers. 
“I consider very frankly the 
proposal nit-picking harrass- 
laent and very frankly my own 
feeling is I’m not going to just 
give into it simply because of 


this kind of thing,” Reagan said 
of Way’s proposed restrictions. 


“If the senator wants to call 
me and ask me, I’ll tell him, 
including what time I expect to 
get home and change my 
clothes,” an irritated Reagan 
declared.

One would reasonably expect that the outboard 
motor enthusiast, with his semi-portable equip­ 
ment, would have the jump on the inboard 
boatman when it comes to spring work. 
I find it’s the other 
way 
around. The owner of a big 
inboard craft — and a big 
investment — normally takes 
much greater care of his hull 
and power plant. 
It’s a sad fact of life that a lot 
of outboard owners take the 
motor off their boat, stand it up 
in the corner of a garage, 
storeroom or basement, and 
forget it entirely until the mo­ 
ment they need to use it again. 
Even during short lay-up pe­ 
riods in the South, I find out­ 
boards are abused by neglect. 
In the frigid North, it’s often 
sheer 'disaster. 
It shows in some of the ques­ 
tions we get asked about pre­ 
paring outboards and th e ir 
boats for th e sum m er fun 
ahead: 
Q. The rem ote controls on 
my boat are very stiff. Any 
advice? 
A. Yes, next fall do a better 
job of winterizing before you 
put your boat under wraps. For 
the present, you’ll have to lubri­ 
cate. Take the cover off the 
control box or “ station,” and 
pack it with grease. 
Q. There’s a puddle of oil 
under my outboard motor 
that leaked, from! around the 
prop. Is it serious? 
A. Serious enough that you 
should take it to a good out­ 
board mechanic and have the 
grease seal replaced. Watch 
how he does it. You can do it 
next time, but I wouldn’t rec­ 
ommend doing it the first time. 
Q. There’s a half turn of 
‘play’ in m y outboard’s pro­ 
peller. Is this normal? 
A, There’s some lost motion 
in the gears of all outboards. 
You can turn the prop back an 
inch or two by hand. Don’t 
worry about it as long as you 
have good lubricant in the low­ 
er unit. 
Q. My 65 horsepower out­ 
board has been on our boat, 
well supported, since last Oc­ 
tober. However, I must con­ 
fess it’s been outdoors the 
entire time. When I tried to 
turn the m otor over, it was 
seized up. What can I do? 
A. An item as expensive as a

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65 hp outboard should have 
been stored with a marine deal­ 
er during the winter. But, to 
answer your question, remove 
the sparkplugs and. squirt a 
couple of ounces of light or 
penetrating oil into each cylin­ 
der.. If that doesn’t free it, take 
it to the dealer you should have 
patronized last fall. 
Q, 1 bought a 'boat 'with an 
inboard engine last fall. Until 
now I didn’t realize the drain 
plug in the crankcase is inac­ 
cessible. How do I change the 
oü? 
A. A marine dealer will have 
a pump designed to drain the 
old oil. This is not an uncom­ 
mon situation.. 
Q. There’s a nick in one of 
the blades of my prop. How 
should 1 file it out? 
A. Very carefully. First, file 
off as little m etal as possible. 
Then remove the same amount 
from the other blade. An imbal­ 
anced prop will, in time, do 
great damage to the lower unit 
of the motor. 
Q. I’ve got 10 gallons of gas- 
ani-o.il outboard fuel mix left 
from early December. How 
can I determine if the propor­ 
tion. of oil. is still adequate? 
A. Don’t bother. Ask your 
favorite gas station to get rid of 
it for you. By now, the old. mix 
could have formed gums or 
varnish that could plug your 
carburetor...

Be Sure Your Tax Return Has 
Sufficient Amount O f Postage 


The new Form 1040, together with the many 
schedules and attachments that must be 
included to make up y our federal income tax 
return, will probably weigh more than one 
ounce and will not go through the mails with 
only one stamp attached. 
If y our return is mailed close to April 15, it 
is possible that it could be returned to y ou for 
insufficient postage. 
We hav e weighed a standard env elope with 
the Form 1040 and with more than three 
schedules, one postage stamp 
would not be enough. 
In order to av oid any possible 
penalties, y ou should be sure 
that the tax return carries suffi­ 
cient postage. 
Californians will mail their 
197 2 federal income tax returns 
to the new Internal Rev enue 
Serv ice Center at Fresno: In­ 
ternal Rev enue Serv ice Center; 
5045 East Butler Av enue; Fres­ 
no, Ca. 9 3730.

NEW YORK — The wide 
price gap between leading 
growth stocks and the av erage 
industrial equity listed on the 
New York Stock Ex change is 
making institutional inv estors 
increasingly uncomfortable. 
With the market decline since 
early J anuary , many money 
managers are wondering how 
much longer growth stock fa­ 
v orites such as International 
Business 
M achines, 
McDo­ 
nald’s, and J ohnson & J ohnson 
will continue to buck the down­ 
trend. 
Selling at price-eamings mul­ 
tiples more than three times 
that of the Dow J ones industrial 
av erage, some two dozen big- 
name “ superstocks” currently 
represent more than 10 per cent 
of the v alue of all shares traded 
on the Big Board. 
Their ownership is highly 
concentrated in portfolios of 
banks, insurance com panies, 
and pension funds. Although the 
g rowth fav orites hav e been 
liv ely performers during the 
see-saw market of the past 
three y ears, some money man­ 
agers now think they are highly 
v ulnerable to a sizable setback. 
Three weeks ago many of the 
leading growth stocks were 
clipped for big losses as the 
market sustained its worst set­ 
back in three y ears. 
In a jittery market, it is 
“ awfully difficult” to justify 
purchases of growth stocks sell­ 
ing at multiples of 40 times 
estimated 19 73 earnings, say s 
Paul F. Miller J r., partner of 
Miller Anderson & Sherrerd, a 
Philadelphia inv estment man­ 
agement firm. 
Speaking at an institutional 
inv estors conference here, Mr. 
Miller chided money managers 
for ignoring hundreds of solid 
inv estment v alues in their sin­ 
gle-minded pursuit of “ assured, 
predictable earnings growth.-’ 
The annual conference, spon­ 
sored by Institutional Inv estor 
magazine, affords money man­ 
ag ers of com m erical banks, 
mutual funds, and insurance 
companies an opportunity to 
ex change v iew's on the inv est­ 
ment outlook and discuss port­ 
folio strategies. A major confer­ 
ence theme centered around the 
p ro v o ca tiv e q u estion 
“ Is 
growth real? ” 
J udging by the v iews ex ­ 
pressed during the three-day 
session, a majority of money 
managers would dispute the 
charge that IBM, Av on, Walt 
Disney , and similar growth v e­ 
hicles are “ highly ov erpriced.” 
Although many of the 1,500 
money managers and analy sts 
w'ere bearish about the interme- 
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diate-term 
m arket outlook, 
there was wide agreement that 
any price decline in quality 
growth stocks will be relativ ely 
moderate. 
Growth stocks may slip a bit 
in a poor market, said a trust 
official of a Philadelphia bank, 
“ but the banks and pension 
funds will step in and snap up 
big blocks of Disney and Xerox 
long before they look cheap.” 
Money managers are screen­ 
ing their growth fav orites much 
more carefully than in the late 
19 60’s, when “ fad” groups such 
as franchising, modular hous­ 
ing, and computer peripheral 
companies caught the fancy of 
many mutual funds. More than 
ev er before, big inv estors be­ 
stow' lofty price earnings multi­ 
ples only on stocks that show 
consistently rising earnings and 
can absorb multimillioi+dollar 
transactions without sharp gy ­ 


rations. 
Consistent growth in the past, 
money managers say , is what 
lends credibility to future earn­ 
ings projections. 
In the current Wall Street 
jargon, predictability of earn­ 
ings growth allegedly makes a 
stock like IBM a highly desira­ 
ble “ one-decision” stock. A pat­ 
tern of irregular growth, ev en if 
fitted to a long-term uptrend, is 
seen as putting a stock into the 
“ tw'o-decision” categ ory , re­ 
quiring judgments as to when 
to buy it and when to get out. 
If they are picked rig ht, 
growth stocks don’t hav e to be 
traded as often as cy clicals, 
and hav e a greater upside po­ 
tential ov er a three-to-fiv e-y ear 
period. 
Am erican Home Products, 
which has achiev ed 11 per cent 
growth in earnings per share 
ov er the last fiv e y ears, is put

The firm's steady growth has 
impressed the market enough 
to hav e its shares bid up to a 
price-earnings ratio of 40. 


By comparison, Wey erhaeu­ 
ser, which has also shown an 11 
per cent av erage annual earn­ 
ings im prov em ent ov er the 
same span, isn’t considered to 
be in the same league. 


Since 
the 
forest-products 
company ’s per share results 
hav e mov ed up in zig-zag fash­ 
ion, the stock carries a price- 
earnings ratio only half as high 
as American Home Products. 


In picking out “ one-decision” 
growth stocks, money manag­ 
ers say they look for a company 
with a clear-cut technological 
or proprietary product adv an­ 
tage, a high return on inv ested 
capital, freedom from gov ern­ 
ment controls, and a high de­ 
gree of pricing flex ibility . 


Such firms usually dominate 
their industry (IBM, or Proctor 
& Gamble) or sell a unique 
product (Polaroid with its “ in­ 
stant” cameras). “ In screening 
these stocks, it’s important to 
keep the mesh v ery tight,” 
adv ises J ohn Clarens, a direc­ 
tor of Lepercq, de Neuflize, a 
New York money management 
firm. 


The risks of making a mis­ 
take are too great, he say s, to 
play around with second-rate 
growth stocks. Any adv erse 
surprises, such as an unex pect­ 
ed decline in quarterly earn­ 
ings, can send a high-multiple 
stock into a tailspin. 
Clarens reckons the current 
market decline may be a fairly 
steep one, and has mov ed his 
accounts heav ily into cash. But 
when the market rebounds, he 
say s, most of his buy ing will 
continue to be concentrated in 
growth issues such as IBM, 
J ohnson & J ohnson, and Walt 
Disney . 
Unlike 12 months ago when 
the economy was in a recov ery 
stag e, m oney m anag ers are 
leery of committing new funds 
to cy clical issues, such as steel 
or autos. If the economy peaks 
out this y ear, as many believ e, 
cy clical companies may face an 
earnings slowdown. The resurg­ 
ence of inflationary forces, 
moreov er, is believ ed to en­ 
hance the 
appeal of solid 
growth stocks. During inflation­ 
ary periods, say s Robert Doty , 
Philadelphia inv estment coun­ 
selor, “ the strong gets stronger 
and the weak becomes weak- 
er.

Be Sure Your Tax Return Has 
Sufficient Amount Of Postage 


'The new Form 1040, together with the many 
schedules and attachments that must be 
included to make lip your federal income tax 
return, will probably weigh more than one 
ounce and will not go through the mails with 
only one stamp attached. 
If your return is mailed close to April 15, it 
is possible that it could be returned, to you for 
insufficient; postage. 
We have weighed a standard envelope with 
the Form 1040 and with more than three 
schedules, one postage stamp 
would not be enough. 
In order to avoid any possible 
penalties, you should be sure 
that the tax return carries suffi­ 
cient postage. 
Californians will mail 'their 
1972 federal income tax returns 
to the new Internal Revenue 
Service Center at Fresno: In­ 
ternal Revenue Service Center; 
5045 East Butler Avenue; Fres­ 
no, Ca. 93730.

NEW YORK — The wide 
price gap between leading 
growth stocks and the average 
industrial equity listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange is 
making institutional investors 
increasingly uncomfortable. 
With the market decline since 
early January’, many money 
managers are wondering how 
much longer growth stock fa­ 
vorites such as International 
Business 
Machines, 
McDo­ 
nald's. and Johnson & Johnson 
will continue to buck the down­ 
trend. 
Selling at price-earnings mul­ 
tiples more than three times 
that of the Dow Jones industrial 
average, some two dozen big- 
name “superstocks” currently 
represent more than 10 per cent 
of the value of all shares traded, 
on the Big Board. 
Their ownership is highly 
concentrated in portfolios of 
banks, insurance companies, 
and pension funds. Although the 
growth favorites have been 
lively performers during the 
see-saw market of the past, 
three years, some money man­ 
agers now think they are highly 
vulnerable to a sizable setback. 
Three weeks ago many of the 
leading growth stocks were 
dipped for big losses as the 
market sustained its worst set­ 
back' in three years. 
In a jittery market, it is 
“awfully difficult” to justify 
purchases of growth stocks sell­ 
ing at multiples of 40 times 
estimated 1973 earnings, says 
Paul F. Miller Jr., partner of 
Miller Anderson & Sherrerd, a 
Philadelphia investment man­ 
agement firm. 
Speaking at an institutional 
investors conference here, Mr. 
Miller chided money managers 
for ignoring hundreds of solid 
investment values in their sin­ 
gle-minded pursuit, of “assured, 
predictable earnings growth.*’ 
The annual conference, spon­ 
sored by Institutional Investor 
magazine, affords money man­ 
agers of com m erical banks, 
mutual funds, and insurance 
companies an opportunity to 
exchange views on. the invest­ 
ment outlook: and. discuss port­ 
folio strategies. A major confer­ 
ence theme centered around the 
provocative question “ Is 
growth real?” 
Judging by the views ex­ 
pressed during the three-day 
session, a majority of money 
managers would dispute the 
charge that IBM, Avon, Walt 
Disney, and similar growth ve­ 
hicles are “highly overpriced.” 
Although many of the 1,500 
money managers and analysts 
were bearish about the interme- 
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diate-term m arket outlook, 
there was wide agreement that 
any price decline in quality 
growth stocks will be relatively 
moderate. 
Growth stocks may slip a bit 
in a poor market, said a trust 
official of a Philadelphia bank, 
“ but the banks and pension 
funds will step in and snap up 
big blocks of Disney and Xerox 
long before they look cheap.” 
Money managers are screen­ 
ing their growth favorites much 
more carefully than in the late 
1960’s, when “fad” groups such 
as franchising, modular hous­ 
ing, and computer peripheral 
companies caught the fancy of 
many mutual funds. More than 
ever before, big investors be­ 
stow lofty price earnings multi­ 
ples only on stocks that show 
consistently rising earnings and 
can absorb multimiliion-dollar 
transactions without sharp gy­ 


rations. 
Consistent growth in the past, 
money managers say, is what 
lends credibility to future earn­ 
ings projections. 
In the current Wall Street 
jargon, predictability' of earn­ 
ings growth allegedly makes a 
stock like IBM a highly desira­ 
ble “one-decision” stock. A pat­ 
tern of irregular growth, even if 
fitted to a long-term uptrend, is 
seen as putting a stock into the 
“ two-decision’* category, re ­ 
quiring judgments as to when, 
to buy it and when to get out. 
If they are picked right, 
growth stocks don’t have to be 
traded as often as cyclicals, 
and have a greater upside po­ 
tential over a three-to-five-year 
period. 
American Home Products, 
which has achieved 11 per cent 
growth in earnings per share 
over the last five years, is put

WASHINGTON (UPI) - At­ 
torney General R ichard G. 
Kleindienst testified Tuesday 
that the President could invoke 
executive privilege even to pre­ 
vent Congress from calling a 
presidential aide with knowl­ 
edge of a crime. 


“ I think it is a frightening 


concept,” said Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie, D-Maine. He said no 
administration had ever before 
defined executive privilege in 
such sweeping terms. 


Nixon has used the doctrine 


to prevent White House Counsel 
John W. Dean III from testify­ 
ing in the Senate investigation 
of the bugging of Democratic 
headquarters at the Watergate 
during the last campaign. 


Kleindienst testified before a 


joint session of three Senate 
subcommittees. He said that 
especially in criminal cases 
aides to the President should be 
denied to congressional com­ 
mittees because, “to safeguard 
the rights of individuals we 
have a judicial system.” 
Kleindienst said that “ if the 


President of the United States 
directs me not to appear I am 
not going to appear.” 
Muskie asked whether presi­ 
dential use of executive privi­ 
lege would bar Congress from 
calling a presidential aide with 
knowledge of a crime. 
“ That is my opinion,” replied 


Kliendienst. 
“ You can conceive of no cir­ 
cumstances?” Muskie asked. 
“ No I can’t,” said Klein­ 
dienst. 
President Nixon said in a 


statement on executive privi­ 
lege March 12 that the doctrine 
would be invoked for employes 
of federal agencies and depart­ 
ments only in cases of “ com­ 
pelling need” and only with his 
approval. He said it would be 
used in cases of cabinet mem­ 
bers only with respect to their 
White House roles. He said it 
would normally apply in cases 
involving the presidential staff. 


BAR T Service

'Little Cigar' 
Advertising Hit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 


Senate has passed by a voice 
vote and sent to the House 
legislation that would prohibit 
broadcast advertising of “ little 
cigars.” 
The bill amends the 1969 Pub­ 
lic Health Cigarette Smoking 
Act, which prohibits the radio 
or television advertising of cig­ 
arettes by adding a provision 
bringing “ little cigars” under 
the ban. 
The R . J. Reynolds and P. 


Lorillard firms announced in 
February they would voluntari­ 
ly discontinue broadcast adver­ 
tising of the cigarette-sized ci­ 
gars. 
However, Consolidated Cigar 


Corp. said April 2 it intended to 
go ahead with broadcast adver­ 
tisements, and the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee pushed 
through the new legislation.

Financier Indicted 


On Tax Violations 


BOSTON (UPI) - Edward 


Krock of Worcester, Mass., an 
internationally known financier, 
was indicted by a federal grand 
jury today on seven counts of 
income tax violations totaling 
more than $6 million. 


Fred Ugast, acting assistant 


attorney general in the Justice 
Department’s Tax Division in 
Washington, said it was one of 
the largest criminal income tax 
cases on record. 


U.S. Attorney James N. Ga­ 
briel said Krock was indicted 
on three counts of income tax 


evasion totaling $1,443,231. He 
also was charged with wilfully 
filing false and fraudulent in­ 
come tax returns from 1966 to 
1969. 


Gabriel said Krock is listed 


as an official of the world’s 
largest surface transportation 
company, The Fifth Avenue 
Coach Lines in New York; Defi­ 
ance Industries of Ohio; Balti­ 
more Paint and Chemical Co., 
Baltimore; Guaranty Bank of 
Chicago; B.S.F. Co. of Califor­ 
nia; American Steel and Pump 
of New York; Wright Machine 
Corp. of Worcester; and the 


Mercantile National Bank of 
Chicago. 


Krock was accused in the 


indictments of reporting losses 
on his income tax returns of 
$32,000 in 1966, $125,000 in 1967, 
$158,000 in 1968 and $842,000 in 
1969. 


However, the government 


charged that Krock should have 
reported taxable income of 
$839,000 in 1966, $1.2 million in 
1967, and $81,000 in 1968 -or 
taxes of $558,000 in 1966, $847,- 
000 in 1967 and $36,000 in 1968. 


The indictments against 


Krock, who lives in a 38-room 
house on his 500-acre Rockingh- 
orse Farm, listed five groups of 
evaded items. They included: 
Unreported interest income of 


$280,000 in 1966 through 1968. 
Income from exercise of 


stock options of taxable income 
of $737.000 in 1966 and 1967. 


Income from loan commit­ 
ment fees of $572,000 in 1966-68. 
Other income, including con­ 
sulting fees, of $257,000 in 1966- 
67. 


Alleged fictitious net operat­ 
ing loss deductions of $642,000 
in 1967-68. 


Included in the four counts of 


filing false and fraudulent in­ 
come tax returns wrere govern­ 
ment accusations that Krock 
omitted more than $3 million in 
sales of securities from 1966 
through 1968; an alleged ficti- 
tous judgment fee of $750,000 in 
1969; and the omission of inter­ 
est income of nearly $10.000 
in 


1969. 
All told, the seven counts add 


up to $6,271,569.

Even Crime 
Covered 


By Privilege 


WASHINGTON (UP!) __ At. 
torney General Richard G. 
Kleindienst testified Tuesday 
that the President could invoke 
executive privilege even to pre­ 
vent Congress from calling a 
presidential aide with knowl­ 
edge of a crime. 


“ I think it Is a frightening 
concept," said Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie, D-Maine. He said no 
administration had ever before 
defined, executive privilege in 
such sweeping terms. 


Nixon has used the doctrine 
to prevent White House Counsel 
John W. Dean III from testify­ 
ing in the Senate investigation 
of the bugging of Democratic 
headquarters at the Watergate 
during the last campaign, 


Kleindienst testified before a 
joint session of three Senate 
subcommittees. He said that 
especially in criminal cases 
aides to the President should be 
denied to congressional com­ 
mittees because, “ to safeguard 
the rights of individuals we 
have a judicial system." 
Kleindienst said that “ if the 
President of the United States 
directs me not to appear I am 
not going to appear.” 
Muskie asked whether presi­ 
dential use of executive privi­ 
lege would bar Congress from 
calling a presidential aide with 
knowledge of a crime. 
“That is my opinion," replied 
Kliendienst. 
“ You can conceive of no cir­ 
cumstances?" Mustíe asked. 
“ No I can’t," said Klein­ 
dienst. 
President Nixon said in a 
statement on executive privi­ 
lege March 12 that the doctrine 
would be invoked for employes 
of federal agencies and depart­ 
ments only in cases of “ com­ 
pelling need" and only with his 
approval. He said it would be 
used in cases of cabinet mem­ 
bers only with respect to their 
White House roles. He said it 
would normally apply in cases 
involving the presidential staff. 


BART Service 
To City Banned 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District (BART) was barred 
from extending its service 
Tuesday until the safety proce­ 
dures—including the automatic 
train system—begins working 
smoothly. 
Tie State Public Utilities 
Commission order applies to 
any extension of the transit 
service “ involving merging, di­ 
verging or crossing” of trains. 
BART’s extension of service 
to include the Concord line 
would not be affected by the 
ruling end will occur as sched­ 
uled May 21. 


'Little Cigar' 
Advertising Hit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Senate has passed by a voice 
vote and sent to the House 
legislation that would prohibit 
broadcast advertising of “ little 
cigars." 
The bill amends the 1369 Pub­ 
lic Health Cigarette Smoking 
Act, which prohibits the radio 
or television advertising of cig­ 
arettes by adding a provision 
bringing “little cigars” under 
the ban. 
The R. J. Reynolds and P. 
Lorflbund firms announced, in 
February they would voluntari­ 
ly discontinue broadcast adver­ 
tising of the cigarette-sized ci­ 
gars. 
However, Consolidated Cigar 
Corp. said April 2 it intended to 
go ahead with broadcast adver­ 
tisements, and the Senate Com- 
merce Committee pushed 
through the new legislation.

Financier Indicted 
On Tax Violations 


BOSTON (UPI) 
- 
Edward 
Krock of Worcester,. Mass., an 
internationally known financier, 
was indicted by a federal grand 
jury today on seven counts of 
income tax violations totaling 
more than $8 million. 


Fred Ugast, acting assistant 
attorney general in the Justice 
Department’s. Tax Division In 
Washington, said it was one of 
the largest criminal income tax 
cases on record. 


U.S. Attorney James N. Ga­ 
briel said Krock was indicted 
on three counts of income tax 


evasion totaling $1,443,231. He 
also was charged with, wilfully 
filing false and. fraudulent in­ 
come tax returns from 1966 to 
1969. 


Gabriel said Krock is. .listed, 
as an official of the world’s 
largest surface transportation 
company, The Fifth Avenue 
Coach. Lines in New York; Defi­ 
ance Industries of Ohio; Balti­ 
more Paint and Chemical Co., 
Baltimore; Guaranty Bank of 
Chicago; B.S.F. Co. of Califor­ 
nia; American Steel and Pump 
of New York; Wright Machine 
Corp. of Worcester; and the 


Mercantile National Bank of 
Chicago. 


Krock was accused in the 
indictments of reporting losses 
on his Income tax returns of 
$32,000 in 1966, $125,000 in 1967, 
$158,000 in 1968 and $842,000 in 
1969. 


However, the government 
charged that Krock should have 
reported taxable income of 
$839,000 in 1966, $1.2 million in 
1967, .and $81,000 in. 1968 .—or 
taxes of $558,000 in 1966, $847,- 
000 in 1967 and $36,000 in 1968. 


The indictments against 
Krock, who lives in a 38-room 
house on his 500-acre Rockingh- 
orse Farm, listed five groups of 
evaded items. They included: 
Unreported interest income of 
$280,000 in 1966 through 1968. 
Income from exercise of 


stock options of taxable income 
of $737,000 in 1966 and 1967. 


Income from loan commit­ 
ment fees of $572,000 in 1966-68. 
Other income, including con­ 
sulting fees, of $257,000 in 1966- 
67. 


Alleged, fictitious net .operat­ 
ing loss deductions of $642,000 
in 1967-68. 


Included in the four counts of 
filing false and .fraudulent in­ 
come tax returns were govern­ 
ment accusations that Krock 
omitted more than $3 million in 
sales of securities from 1966 
through 1968; an alleged ficti- 
tous judgment fee of $750,000 in 
1969; and the omission of inter­ 
est income of nearly $10,000 in 
1969. 
All told, the seven counts add 
up to $6,271,569.

THE SECOND METHOD wo u ld be a 
bit mo re cu m berso me. Bu t, it wo u ld o ffer 
greater v o ter p articip atio n : 
Defin e geo grap h ic areas fo r th e v ario u s 
cam p u ses an d let th e v o ters in th o se 
areas elect a go v ern in g bo ard fo r th e 
u n iv ersity o r co llege camp u s with its 
bo u n d aries.

Two Bond Issues 
That Merit Support 


Bond issues for flood control 
and a new firehouse-police 
headquarters will be on ballots 
next Tuesday in Novato and 
Fairfax, respectively. 
The question before Novatans 
probably boils down to this: 
How much flood control is 
enough? 
This year’s disastrous flood­ 
ing in the Nave Gardens area 
proved that correction of flood 
conditions in Novato definitely 
is needed, and without delay. 
This spurred the Marin Coun­ 
ty Board of Supervisors to put 
on the ballot a $4.5 million bond 
issue, which would pay the 
local share of a control project 
proposed by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. An average tax rate 
of 20.5 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation over the next 25 
years 
would 
be 
assessed 
against property in the Novato 
Flood Control Zone to retire the 
bonds. 
The 
en tire 
p roject, 
as 
planned by the Corps of Engi­ 
neers, woidd run to about $14 
million. 


THE CORPS of Engineers 
believes in no half-measures. 
The project it envisions would 
eliminate flooding. The ques­ 
tion Novato voters must decide 
is whether a smaller project 
would suffice. 
A smaller project, directing 
most of the floodwaters into the 
bay, has been worked out by 
the flood control zone’s staff 
and would cost about $1 million 
— all of which would have to be 
raised locally. 
This might be ample — ex­ 
cept in the exceptional year. 
And, of course, we had just 
such an exceptional year this 
time. 
When it comes to flood con­ 
trol, we tend to go along with 
the old adage of ‘‘better safe 
than sorry.” The million-dollar

“ mini-project” might do the 
job — until more creekside 
property upstream on Novato, 
W arner and A rroyo Avichi 
Creeks is built up. But then it 
might have to be all done over 
— and a million dollars would 
be, indeed, “washed down the 
drain.” So we think Novatans 
would be wise to authorize the 
$4.5 million bond issue for the 
complete project. (Measure M 
on ballots within the flood con­ 
trol district). 


IN FAIRFAX, the need for a 
new fire station, police station 
and city hall has long been 
recognized. The quarrel has 
been over where to put them. 
The current proposal is for a 
$300,000 bond issue for fire- 
house and police quarters ad­ 
joining the present fi rehouse 
and extending into the city 
park. 
It also would finance pur­ 
chase of property adjacent to 
the park on which are an old 
house and a duplex. It is 
planned to use the duplex for 
recreation headquarters and 
tear down the old house. This, 
according to proponents, would 
mean no reduction in the size of 
the park. 
However, the proposal in­ 
cludes needed widening of Park 
Street, of which part of the 
right-of-way is now park land. 
Opponents object to this as 
reducing the size of the park. 


WE DON’T think the plan is 
ideal, especially as it would 
leave Fairfax still without a 
real city hall. But it is question­ 
able whether the city’s taxpay­ 
ers can finance a complete new 
civic center on other property. 
We therefore go along with 
the proposed Fairfax bond is­ 
sue (Measure A on the Fairfax 
ballot) as a workable compro­ 
mise. 


Regents, College Board 
Should Represent Public

The way it is now. the governor ap­ 
points the m em bers of the UC board of 
regents and the California state colleges 
board of trustees. An appointment to the 
regents is good for 16 years; to the 
trustees, eight years. 
Every now and then legislators chew 
on the idea of shortening those term s and 
changing the way in which those appoint­ 
ments are made. 


governor, speaker, superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction, and chancellor of the state 
college system. 


THE NEXT TIME they get around to 
the subject, there is one thing they should 
consider: 
The voters — the taxpayers — should 
have more of a say in the way things are 
done in those two systems of higher 
learning, and more of a say in the 
selection of the governing boards. As the 
state constitution says, those schools are 
a public trust. 
Altogether we shell out $429 million a 
year for the nine UC campuses and $442 
million for the 19 state colleges and 
universities. That’s just from the general 
fund; there are extra monies, too. 
It all adds up to $1 billion a year, and 
for that we should be permitted a few 
■words and a couple of wishes. 
In addition to the to “ public” members 
appointed by the governor to the board of 
regents, there are eight ex officio mem­ 
bers: governor, lieutenant governor, 
speaker of the assembly, state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, president of 
the state board of agriculture, president 
of Mechanics Institute in San Francisco, 
president of the UC Alumni Association, 
and president of the university. 
There are five ex officio members on 
the board of trustees, in addition to the 16 
public m em bers: governor, lieutenant

IN GENERAL, the two boards function 
with a minimum of friction or fuss. And, 
in general, the two boards do not really 
represent the voters. 
The old school ties grow stronger than 
the public’s purse strings. 
There is a better way to handle these 
affairs: a better way to give the taxpayer 
some control over the funds: let the 
people elect the public members of the 
boards of regents and trustees. 


THERE ARE 'TWO ways to do it. First, 
the easy way: 
Divide the state into 16 districts and let 
the voters in eaeh elect one member to 
each board. Make the seats non-partisan, 
with six-year terms. No salaries, just a 
reasonable per diem or expense allow­ 
ance. 
And, cut the number of ex officios back 
to five: governor, speaker. Senate presi­ 
dent pro tempore, state superintendent of 
public instruction, and the president (or 
chancellor) of the system. 


Tlffi SECOND1 METHOD would be a 
bit inore cumbersome. But, it would offer 
greater voter participation: 
Define geographic areas for the various 
campuses and let the voters in those 
areas elect a governing board for the 
university or college campus with its 
boundaries. (For example, the folks in 
‘San Diego, San Bernardino and Imperial 
counties would elect boards for both UC 
San Diego and San Diego State.) This 
would be along the same lines as the 
election of the 'board members for com­ 
munity colleges. 
The chairm an of each district would be 
selected by the district board and would 
automatically become a m em ber of the 
state board. 
Each board could make sure that the 
taxpayers are getting the best return on 
the dollar at its campus.

I've just read my good friend Earl 
W aters’ column in your paper about the 
Legislature’s work schedule. His article 
estim ated that we spent an average of 
only 1 * 2 hours per day, four days a week, 
in session. Mr. Waters mentioned that we 
also spent some time at committee m eet­ 
ings. 


He’s right. Considering dead time, re­ 
cesses, quorum calls, etc., it’s even less. 
I'd say I spent about five hours a week on 
the floor of the Assembly and maybe 
another five hours a week at meetings of 
the committees I serve on. According to 
Earl, I should be credited with a 10-hour 
work week. 


You know, it only took minutes for 
M ark Spitz to prove he’s the world’s 
greatest swimmer. But it took years to 
prepare for those few minutes in Munich. 


A legislator may well receive as many 
as 100 pieces of mail a day. Perhaps he 
replies to 15 letters, while staff handles 
the rest. How long does it take to read 
and prepare a reply to an average letter? 
How about 10 minutes? That means 216 
hours on the mail alone. 
A legislator gets and makes dozens of 
phone calls daily. Constituents with prob­ 
lems call; in my case, school superin­ 
tendents. adm inistrators, teachers, board 
m em bers want to know where I stand on 
bills before the Education Committee. We 
phone agencies of government — Wel­ 
fa re , Corrections, Department of F i­ 
nance, Department of Education, com­ 
mittee consultants seeking answers to 
constituent com plaints, supplying an­ 
swers to others, exchanging information 
on legislative proposals. 
Each day there are appointments with 
individuals and groups promoting or op­ 
posing legislative action. The background, 
and research effort, that must be under­ 
taken 'before legislation is ready to be 
heard is a little more time consuming 
than preparing a cup of instant coffee. On 
weekends, I read and make notes on all 
bills scheduled to be heard by my Educa­ 
tion Committee. Other members leave 
Sacramento Thursday evening to work in 
their home districts and visit their fami­ 
lies . . . 
Mr. Waters was absolutely correct; we 
spend very few hours on the floor of the 
Assembly or at committee meetings.

Everybody talks about the weather, but 
the Cupertino City Council did something 
about it.

This proves the elemental nature of 
lawlessness. 
Now the city fathers are threatening to 
sue nearby communities for damage 
from windblown rain. 
Stormy weather is like the price of 
meat. It's hard to control through legisla­ 
tion. 


WASHINGTON — The monkey is now 
on the back of the Senate’s Watergate 
investigation com m ittee. The White 
House didn’t put it there. The committee 
itself put it there. 
The committee did it when it started to 
leak witnesses’ unproved allegations. It 
did it when it began to make unsupported 
accusations against White House staff 
members. It did it when it began to 
practice guilty by supposition and then 
had to make a public apology. 
Let me illustrate how far the Senate’s 
Watergate investigators have strayed in 
violating their own avowed standards of 
judicial fairness. 


AT A BREAKFAST interview with this 
and other reporters, Sen. Lowell P. 
Weicker Jr., R-Conn., a member of the 
committee, said that H. R. Haldeman (1) 
“cleared the policies and personnel of the 
Committee for the Re-Election of the 
President” in whose behalf the Water­ 
gate offense was undertaken, (2) “inevita­ 
bly knew what was going on because of 
his position as Nixon’s chief of staff',”1 
and (3) “ought to resign 'because he was 
involved.” 
The next day, in an attem pt to retrieve 
the credibility of the committee, Chair­ 
man Sam J. Ervin and Vice-Chairman 
Howard H. Baker were forced to repu­ 
diate all of these allegations by a fellow 
committeeman. They stated that the 
committee “had no evidence of any 
nature linking Haldeman with any illegal 
activities in connection with the presiden­ 
tial campaign of 1972.” 
Note that this disclaim er goes beyond 
the Watergate itself and reaches to other 
alleged sabotage and espionage activities 
of a. political nature. 
But Senator Ervin makes his disclai­ 
mers only after the damage has been 
done. His sense of candor apparently 
does not compel him to explain that it 
was the Senate investigators themselves 
who were responsible for “unfairness and 
injustice.” Senator Weicker was not inac­ 
curately quoted and leaks from closed 
sessions could only come from violation 
of confidence by those privy to them. 


THIS IS “guilt by supposition,” which 


is direct lineage from Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy’s shabby, shoddy,, evil practice 
of “g u ll by association”' which ruined 
many careers. 


At stake is the credibility of the Senate 
investigation itself. If Senator Ervin can’t 
shut off the flow of neo-McCarthyism, 
this needed effort to clear up the Water­ 
gate crime, whomever it touches, will be 
grievously, perhaps fatally, impaired. 
Thus far, neither the court nor the 
grand juries are succeeding. The Presi­ 
dent isn’t helping. I suspect that many 
people 'would rather see no Senate inves­ 
tigation than a return to McCarthyism. 


OBVIOUSLY the offenses of the Senate 
committee do not extenuate the Water­ 
gate offenses nor President Nixon’s use. 
of executive privilege as a means of 
making it difficult to check up on possible 
misdeeds by present or former presiden­ 
tial aides. 
It seems to me that executive privilege 
is a protection to a President in his 
transaction of presidential business, just 
as immunity from libel, or slander is a. 
protection to congressmen speaking on 
the floor of Congress. But there have to' 
be limits to these protections. 
A congressman does not get immunity 
when he speaks off the floor of Congress, 
and executive privilege ought not to 
shield presidential aides in transacting 
nonpresidential business. Surely no one in 
the White House wants to assert that the 
Watergate break-in was presidential busi­ 
ness. 
There is a further oddity — the oddity 
of G. Gordon Liddy, one of the convicted 
seven, who has accepted an. ei.ght-m.oeth. 
addition to his jail sentence rather than 
answer questions before the grand jury. 
Jam es W. McCord testified that Liddy 
had told him that others were involved in 
the burglary and bugging. Liddy was 
granted immunity if he would answer 
pertinent questions. Why he refused is 
murky. If he could conscientiously say 
there were no others, why not say so? If 
he can’t conscientiously say there were ■ 
no others, this refusal to answer tends to 
confirm there were others.

Environment Becomes Political 
Issue That None Can Shun 


WASHINGTON — Just after the Nixon 
team arrived in town, a few of us had 
dinner one evening with. Robert Finch, 
then HEW secretary. Two or three tim.es 
I dropped in questions about the chance 
of a ban on use of DDT, and others on the 
then unfamiliar subject of the environ­ 
ment. When Finch left, my political- 
writing colleagues braced me about wast­ 
ing the man’s valuable time with such 
foolishness. What the hell did the environ­ 
ment have to do with politics? 


That was a long time ago. 
In those days, anybody who worried out 
loud about pollution and, destruction, of 
the earth was scoffed at as an eccentric 
birdwatcher, Boy Scout, garden, club 
chairwoman or biology professor. But 
gradually the smog got thicker, the 
rivers smellier, the beaches oilier, the 
mountains barer. The people at large got 
madder. The environment was no longer 
an esoteric cause. 


ONE OF THOSE who helped bring us 
from where we were then to where we 
are now was a politician ahead of his 
time, Sen. Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin. 
In the spring of 1:970, when the Ameri­ 
can 'underground was Mowing things up 
to end the war, he lent his name to what 
might have turned out just another case 
of mass student misbehavior. I for one 
thought he was taking a silly political 
risk. Not so.

That year, it wras Earth Day. This year 
—this week —it is Earth Week. Nelson is 
still its promoter, but what began as a 
fairly haphazard nationwide rash of 
teach-ins, car burials and rock demon­ 
strations in defense of the eiv.iroim.ent is 
much too big now'' to be identified, with, 
any one man. Every 'politician, in the 
country would like to have a piece of it. 


Some of them were in the envirpnment- 
ecology protection-conservation-preserva- 
tion movement early, for example Sen. 
'Edmund Muskie, whose concern about 
air and water pollution was one of his 
recommendations for the vice-presiden­ 
tial nomination in 1968. But many others 
are recent converts. And many more are 
not genuine converts at all, but have 
learned to salute anyhow when the green- 
and-white ecology flag goes by. 
Thus we have Mr. Nixon .himself re­ 
spectfully issuing a proclamation four 
full weeks ahead of time, designating this 
Earth Week. In it, he praised “individual 
initiative, voluntary action, and a deep 
sense of responsibility for the gifts of 
nature 
and 
the 
welfare 
of 
our 
community. . .1 ask that special atten­ 
tion be given to personal voluntary activi­ 
ties and educational efforts directed to­ 
wards protecting and. enhancing our life- 
gi ving enviromnt.nl. ’1 


OF COURSE, there were a few springs 
of green spring prose praising the envi­ 
ronment for just being there and for 
bringing out the best in the American 
spirit and all that. But his message was 
plain: Do it yourself. 
Here is an instance where his words 
and actions match. While urging self- 
improvement by states, communities and 
individuals, he has been vetoing and 
impounding right, and left when confront­ 
ed by program s to dean up the country 
by federal effort. 
The President’s call for voluntary ac­ 
tion is commendable. We could and 
should organize school classes to clean up 
roadsides and parks and assign scout 
troops to collect bottles, cans and paper 
for recycling. 
We most affirmatively should, as Sena­ 
tor Nelson suggests, hold down our con­ 
sumption of electricity and other energy 
to mark this Earth Week. Cities and 
states must push ahead with sewage 
treatm ent plants and other projects, on 
their own if necessary. 
But schoolchildren and. scouts and we 
individually can make only a small dent 
in the problem. Localities are exerting 
themselves, but they have learned to rely 
on — in fact have been promised in law 
— important federal matching funds for 
antipollution programs. 


AIR AND WATER do not halt at 
political boundaries. 'Their pollution is a 
national, plague, as dearly as interstate 
concern as ever envisioned in the Consti­ 
tution. The federal government cannot 
opt out of this situation, no matter how 
tight its budget. 
By this Earth Week, even as millions of 
volunteers are sprucing up their home­ 
towns, the astute Mr. Nixon must have 
learned that the environment has one hell 
of a lot to do with politics.

Nearly 3,000 school trustees 
will be elected in California on 
Tuesday, April 17, either two or 
three in each of more than 1,000 
districts. 
Many, of course, will be in­ 
cumbents re-elected to new 
four-year terms. But many oth­ 
ers will be new to the job.’ 
What kind of candidates are 
- asking to be entrusted with 
running the schools? What do 
they know about the schools 
and their problems, and what 
are their attitudes toward those 
problems? 
In an attempt to get some 
answers, the author mailed a 
questionnaire to all school 
board candidates in Marin 
County’s 20 school districts for 
the Independent-Journal. Most 
of them responded. 
The questions would apply in 
Sonoma or any other California 
county. The answers may be 
typical of candidates through­ 
out the state. 


WITHOUT EXCEPTION the 
candidates — both incumbents 
and first-timers — said they are 
opposed to automatic promotion 
of pupils. Yet automatic promo­ 
tion is almost universal. 
With a single exception, all 
incumbent candidates ex­ 
pressed dissatsifaction with ex­ 
isting teacher tenure Jaws, 
holding that they are too re­ 
strictive and prevent districts 
from keeping the best teachers 
while weeding out the worst 
ones. Some whose districts are 
experiencing enrollment de­ 
clines were especially critical 
of the legislatively mandated 
lottery system., which requires 
that staff reduction be accom­ 
plished by holding a lottery 


Microwave 
Oven Check 


Is Proposed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Barely one month after a major 
report urged consumers to 
avoid buying microwave ovens, 
the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion (FDA) has proposed new 
controls to prevent dangerous 
radiation leakage in the appli­ 
ances. 
The FDA proposal would re­ 
quire the quick-cooking ovens 
to be equipped with a backup 
device to prevent them from, 
working when the door is 
opened. 
The ovens are supposed to be 
equipped with one such device 
right now, but if it fails, the 
FDA said, the radiation can 
flow- out when the door is 
opened. As a result the agency 
is proposing that a second such 
device be required which would 
shut the oven down when the 
first fails, and keep it. shut off 
until the primary device is re­ 
paired. 
Problem s w ith radiation 
emerging from oven doors were 
cited by Consumers Union, pub­ 
lisher of the magazine Consum­ 
er .Reports. It urged March 7 
that the public not buy such 
ovens and said all 15 models of 
microwave ovens on the U.S. 
market leak radiation. 
Consumers 
Union 
said, 
among other things, that the 
ovens may leak, radiation if a 
piece of paper towel accidental­ 
ly gets caught in the door. 
Other rays can escape through 
glass viewing panels built into 
the doors, it added.

ALMOST WITHOUT excep­ 
tion, the candidates — 'both, 
incumbents and first-timers — 
said that educational decisions, 
particularly those on curricu­ 
lum changes, should be made 
by the school board. The an­ 
swers varied widely as to how 
much participation in these de­ 
cisions should be accorded ad­ 
ministrators, teachers and stu­ 
dents. 
Yet, in most districts, such 
decisions are made by the staff, 
then submitted to the board for 
approval in what often is mere­ 
ly a rubber-stamping process. 
The candidates, including in­ 
cumbents, showed considerable 
confusion over the effects of 
last year’s Senate Bill 90 on 
their school districts* finances 
— hardly surprising since even 
those who have studied it most 
closely are not sure yet just 
what the effects will be. But 
most indicated agreement with 
the principie of limiting school 
spending on a per-pupil basis. 
Yet not one mentioned that 
many headaches accompanying 
the new financing system result 
from its elimination of all but 
10 of 43 purposes for which 
school boards formerly could, 
impose “ override” taxes with­ 
out voter approval. Nor did one 
mention that many of these 
over-ride taxes were imposed to 
pay fringe benefits to teachers 
which, had been negotiated be­ 
hind closed doors and never 
publicly debated. 
The survey did not include a 
question regarding union exclu­ 
sive bargaining agent represen­ 
tation of teachers, as advocated 
in the California Teachers Asso- 
ciation-sponsred Senate Bill 400. 
But in replying to the tenure 
question, one incumbent ex­ 
pressed belief that such exclu­ 
sive bargaining is inevitable, 
and two non-incumbents advo­ 
cated. its adoption.

Car Makers Granted 
Pollution Extension 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Environm ental Protection 
Agency (EPA) today granted 
the auto industry a one-year 
delay in meeting the 1975 anti 
pollution standards. 


But the agency set strict in­ 
terim pollution standards, and 
ordered the industry to equip 
all cars sold in California in 
1975 with pollution control de­ 
vices. 


The industry had urged the 
EPA to allow it to use Califor­ 
nia, a state with a serious 
pollution problem, as a testing 
ground for its pollution control 
devices, known as catalytic 
converters. 


EPA Administrator William 
D. Ruckelshaus said he chose to 
phase-in the pollution control 
devices gradually to prevent 
disruption in the auto industry. 


The use of catalytic convert­ 
ers in California will boost the 
price of the cars bought in the 
state, and will require the use 


of nonleaded gasoline for effi­ 
cient performance. 
Under the standards for Cali­ 
fornia, hydrocarbon emissions 
for 1975 must be cut to 0.9 
grams per mile and carbon 
monoxide to 9 grams per mile. 
The nationwide standard by 
1975 will be 1.5 grams hydrocar­ 
bons and 15 grams per mile of 
carbon monoxide. Present 
emission levels are much high­ 
er. 
The major U.S. manufactur­ 
ers —General Motors, Ford, 
Chrysler and American Motors 
—had claimed in testimony be­ 
fore the EPA last month that 
they could not meet the stan­ 
dards and, that without the one- 
year delay, the industry might 
be forced to foist an expensive 
and untested pollution control 
device on the car-buying public. 
The delay means that auto­ 
makers now will be required to 
cut carbon monoxide and hy­ 
drocarbon exhaust on 1976 mod­ 
el cars —instead of 1975 models

Tiburon Link 
Advised For 
Strawberry 


County Administrator John F. 
Barrows will advise the Marin 
Iyocal Agency Formation Com­ 
mission tonight that unincorpor­ 
ated Strawberry be included in 
the “ sphere of influence” of 
Tiburon and that Strawberry be 
discouraged from becoming a 
city itself. 
Barrows revealed his recom­ 
mendation by memo Monday to 
Strawberry citizen groups and 
to the cities of Mill Valley and 
Tiburon which have long been 
vying to control the unincorpor­ 
ated area, including the tax- 
rich Strawberry Town and 
Country Village shopping cen­ 
ter. So far, both have failed to 
in commission approval of pro­ 
posals to annex or have lost an 
annexation election. 
State law requires the com­ 
mission to declare spheres of 
influence for cities, or what 
adjoining unincorporated areas 
a community ultimately should 
annex. 
Barrows’s memo says both 
cities could probably provide 
the necessary services to 
Strawberry if either annexed 
the area. But he added that 
annexation by Mill Valley 
would mean complicated ar­ 
rangements on fire protection 
and sewer services since Mill 
Valley provides these services 
as a city while Tiburon does 
not. 
* 
Strawberry now gets these 
two services through special 
districts which might have to 
be dissolved. 
Barrows’s main argument in 
Tiburon's behalf is that Straw­ 
berry is more economically and 
socially dependent on that city 
than Mill Valley. 
“ M ill Valley is separated 
from the Strawberry area by 
U.S. Highway 101, which cre­ 
ates a formidable physical bar­ 
rier between the two areas,” 
Barrows wrote. 
He added that “ residents of 
the City of Tiburon are required 
to travel through the Strawber­ 
ry area to get to Highway 101, 
while the residents of Mill Val­ 
ley are not. This could be con­ 
strued as providing a higher 
level of social interaction with 
Tiburon than with Mill Valley.” 
Barrows 
warned that if 
Straw berry incorporates it 
would further fragment govern­ 
ment within Marin County. 
He recommended against 
splitting the area between the 
two cities. 
Last night the Mill Valley 
City Council reviewed Bar­ 
rows’s recommendations and 
said four or five councilmen 
and the city manager would 
attend the commission meeting 
to object to the report. 
“ It looks to me as if Barrows 
is saying that Mill Valley can 
provide all the services, so 
therefore Strawberry should go 
to Tiburon,” said Councilman 
Edward J. Boessenecker. 
The LAFC meeting at the 
Civic Center will begin at 8 
p.m. 


Weight Problem Of 
New Ferries Solved 


A Net Saving Of Only 
$1,970 On Each Boat 


Unexpected weight problems with the Golden 
Gate Bridge District’s new ferries were solved 
yesterday by hacking eight tons off each of the 
three new vessels being built in San Diego. 
Because of a host of costly 
design assumed a certain ton­ 
nage, based on estimates of the 
weight of every item aboard. 
Detailed computations by the 
shipyard, however, found they 
would be too heavy to make the 
required 25 knots. 


The district’s ferry transit 
manager, Stanley M. Kowleski, 
said the weight cuts would re­ 
duce each ferry to about 185 
tons. Tons in his nautical lan­ 
guage are long tons, each 
weighing 2,240 pounds.

per vessel was only $1,970 — 
barely noticeable in the total 
contract with Campbell Indus­ 
tries for $12,620,000. 
A detailed list of 50 changes 
proposed in the design by the 
district’s staff was approved 
unanimously by the building 
and operating committee.

The biggest weight cut was 
removal of the 2,482-pound 
boarding ramps, which instead 
will be mounted on the piers.

Spaulding explained that part 
of the weight problem resulted 
from addition of a third engine, 
additional fuel capacity and 
hiking the passenger capacity 
from 636 to 750 persons. 
He assured the committee the 
50 changes would not sacrifice 
quality, serviceability or decor. 


Council Opposes Transit 
Use Of Rail Right-Of-Way

Yielding to protests of Scott 
Valley homeowners, the Mill 
Valley City Council reverted 
last night to opposition to any 
rapid transit use of the aban­ 
doned railroad right-of-way 
through the city. 
The council voted 3-2 to re­ 
verse a stand adopted in Febru­ 
ary favoring transit on the 
Northwestern Pacific right-of- 
way north of East Blithedale 
Avenue, running near the Scott 
Valley development. 
At that time, the council was 
advised by representatives of 
the Golden Gate Bridge District 
that Mill Valley approval of 
rapid transit use is essential to 
district purchase of the right-of- 
way through a federal loan. 
Though the district has no in­ 
tention of using it for rapid 
transit, the declaration of such 
intent is required to qualify for 
a loan, the representatives said. 


Despite district assurances 
that the maneuver was merely 
lip service, 200 Scott Valley 
residents signed a protest 
presented to the council Mon­ 
day, resulting in last night’s 
special session attended by 
about 40 valley residents. They 
complained they still fear buses 
or trains may one day run near 
their homes. 
While yielding to the resi­ 
dents’ pleas to withdraw the 
February' endorsement of limit­ 
ed use of the right-of-way for 
transit, the city council an­ 
nounced it will withhold so in­ 
forming the federal government 
until after the bridge district 
board meets and acts Friday on 
its application for the federal 
loan. 
The council also instructed 
staff to negotiate with the dis­ 
trict to insure some city control 
of the use of the right-of-way 
should the district buy it. Coun-

The Case Finally Shut 
On Mystery Of Bormann 


FRANKFURT, 
Germany 
(UPI) — A 28-year-old mystery 
came to an official end today 
when the West German govern­ 
ment announced that Martin 
Bormann, Adolf Hitler's depu­ 
ty, “ definitely committed sui­ 
cide” on a bridge over a deso­ 
late Berlin railroad yard on 
May 2, 1945. 


Assistant prosecutor Joachim 
Richter of Hesse State, in 
chaFge of the Bormann file, 
confirmed in a news conference 
that a skull and bones found 
last December in Berlin’s 
Lehrter railway yard were 
those of Bormann. He said rem­ 
nants of a poison capsule were 
found in the teeth of the skull. 


It was an official end to a 
case that sent investigators 
many times to South America 
to track down reports Bormann 
had escaped there with other 
Nazis, but there still were some 
skeptics-—including Nazi hunter 
Simon Wiesenthal. who heads 


the Jewish documentation cen­ 
ter in Vienna. 
“ I still have some doubts,” 
Wiesenthal told reporters at the 
news conference. ‘‘But I ’m sure 
the officials here conducted 
their investigation with great 
seriousness.” 
Richter was definite in his 
statement. “ Bormann definitely 
committed suicide in 1945." 
Bormann killed himself when 
he failed to break through Rus­ 
sian lines surrounding Berlin 
shortly before dawn on May 2, 
1945, said Richter and the chief 
public prosecutor of Hesse, 
Horst Gauf, who had been in­ 
vestigating the case for 12 
years. 
Gauf said Bormann died 
sometime between 1 a.m. and 3 
a.m. on a bridge over the Inval- 
idenstrasse in Berlin’s Tiergar- 
ten. 
He was last seen alive when 
he left Hitler's chancellery 
bunker after the Fuehrer com­ 
mitted suicide there April 30.

Sniper Killed 


BELFAST (UPI) - A sniper 
in Londonderry shot and killed 
a British soldier with a single 
shot, the army said. And in 
Belfast a part-time militiaman 
was shot and killed in a bar­ 
racks accident by a friend 
cleaning his rifle. 
An army spokesman said the 
dead soldier was with a foot 
patrol in the Roman Catholic 
Bogside district when the sni­ 
per fired on the troops. 
A Belfast spokesman for the 
Ulster Defense Regiment 
(UDR), a part-time militia, said 
one of its soldiers was struck in 
the head and killed by a bullet 
fired from a gun that was being 
cleaned by another UDR man. 
The death was listed as acci­ 
dental. 
In Dublin, a statement from 
the militant Provisional wing of 
the Irish Republican Army IRA 
denied “ with some amuse­ 
ment” reports that up to $375.- 
000 of the IRA’s stolen or donat­ 
ed funds had been embezzled 
and squandered by IRA mem­ 
bers in Bedfast. 


Energy Policy 


BURLINGTON. Wis., (UPI) 
— Sen. Gaylord Nelson. D-Wis., 
called yesterday for a presiden 
tially appointed national energy 
council to spearhead a $2.5- 
billion a year federal drive for 
conservation and development 
of energy. 
In his energy policy address 
at a candlelight dinner Tuesday 
night, the founder of Earth Day 
three years ago said the pollu­ 
tion crisis and the energy crisis 
were “ merely different sides to 
the same coin and both must he 
dealt with together.” 
Nelson’s address highlighted 
“ Energy Conservation Day” in 
this Racine County community 
of about 8.000. Residents at 
tempted to dramatize the need 
to conserve energy. 


Search Halted 
HOCHWALD, Switzerland 
(UPI) —* Fresh snowfalls early 
today halted the search for nine 
persons missing in Switzer­ 
land’s worst air disaster, the 
crash of a chartered airliner 
carrying a party of English 
housewives on a one-day shop­ 
ping trip. 
Officials said late yesterday 
that the confirmed death toil 
was % dead. 
Another 39 persons survived 
the crash and nine were listed 
as missing. 


Eyewitnesses said Bormann 
fled with Dr. Ludwig Stumpfeg- 
ger, Hitler’s personal physi­ 
cian. in an attempt to join 
Gestapo chief Heinrich Hi- 
mmler in Flensburg. 
Rumors abounded as to Bor- 
mann’s whereabouts during the 
long years since the end of 
World War II. Ironically, one of 
the most fervent attempts to 
prove the former Nazi strong­ 
man was still alive came only 
last November when the Lon­ 
don Express, in cooperation 
with the New York Daily News, 
published excerpts from a book 
by author Ladislaw Farago, al­ 
leging Bormann was living in 
the jungles of northern Argen­ 
tina. 
On Dec. 8, soon after the 
documented Farago dispatches 
appeared, workmen discovered 
the skull and bones in the ruins 
of the Lehrter railroad freight 
yard a few hundred feet from 
the bridge. A dental bridge 
found in the skull was com­ 
pared to dental records drawn 
from memory by Bormann’s 
dentist. 
Richter said positive identifi­ 
cation w as made by using latest 
police methods for reconstruct­ 
ing a human face from Bor­ 
mann’s skull. 
He said the glass splinters 
found in the teeth were identi­ 
cal with material in the 950 
“ suicide pills” passed out to 
leading Nazis in Berlin in 1945. 
These contained a cubic centi­ 
meter of cyanide and one of 
them was used by Himmler in 
his suicide. 
Richter said West Germany 
has now withdrawn the $36,000 
reward for Bormann’s capture 
and had instructed the Foreign 
Ministry to tell informants re­ 
porting they have seen Bor­ 
mann that the case is closed. 
The remains were to be turned 
over to Bormann's family for 
burial after public agencies is­ 
sued the necessary certificates 
of death, he said.

PHNOM PENH (UPI) - A 
387-vehicle convoy today wound 
its way up vital Highway 4, 
Phnom Penh’s only link with 
the supply-laden ships docking 
at the Kompong Som seaport, 
breaking a 20-day-old land 
blockade of the city. 
The success raised specula­ 
tion that an American airlift of 
petroleum products to Phom 
Penh’s airport will be canceled. 
The truck convoy which 
broke the Communist supply 
blockade of Phnom Penh car­ 
ried desperately needed sup­ 
plies of food, salt, lumber, ce­ 
ment and heavy machinery and 
arrived without serious incident 
under heavy U.S. air cover. 
The Berlin-style airlift of pe­ 
troleum products was an­ 
nounced in the midst of the 
biggest Communist offensive 
ever launched in Cambodia. 
The offensive, now in its third 
month, virtually severed all 
major supply lines feeding the 
capital, causing serious short­ 
ages of many basic necessities 
throughout the capital.

Communists Attack 
Mekong Delta Camps 


SAIGON (UPI) - Commu­ 
nists launched three sharp at­ 
tacks in the Mekong Delta 
southwest of Saigon today, and 
U.S. Defense Department offi­ 
cials said that far to the north 
the North Vietnamese had vir­ 
tually annexed the region south 
of the Demilitarized Zone in 
South Vietnam with a string of 
air defense weapons. 
Despite mounting cease-fire 
violations, a U.S. State Depart­ 
ment official said Hanoi proba­ 
bly will try to achieve its objec­ 
tives in Indochina by political 
rather than military means. 
The situation at the surround­ 
ed government Border Ranger 
camp at Tong Le Chan, 50 
miles north of Saigon, where 
Communist shellings have been 
an almost daily occurrence 
since the end of February, was 
reported unchanged today. 
The four-nation International 
Commission on Control and Su­ 
pervision (ICCS) met again to 
work out a means of ending the 
44-day-old siege. Informed 
sources said the ICCS still was 
discussing what type of action 
to take in investigating the 
most prolonged incident since 
the Jan. 28 cease-fire. 
About one third of the 500 
government defenders at Tong 
Le Chan have been reported 
killed or wounded. Tuesday, 313 
rounds of Communists artillery, 
rocket and mortar fire hit the 
camp. 
In the Mekong Delta, Com­ 
munist forces penetrated a 
hamlet near Kien Hung, 120 


miles southwest of Saigon, this 
morning but were driven back 
by local militiamen. Six miiitia 
troops and two Communists 
were killed and one government 
soldier was wounded, the com­ 
mand said. 
Ten miles to the southeast, 15 
rounds of 61mm mortar fire hit 
a militia outpost and wounded 
two of its defenders. 
In nearby Vinh Binh prov­ 
ince, Communist troops at­ 
tacked a mditia position 70 
miles southwest of Saigon 
shortly before dawn*and killed 
two militiamen and wounded 
five others. 
Defense Department officials 
said today the North Vietnam­ 
ese had planted eight to 10 
surface-to-air missile (SAM) 
sites and antiaircraft artillery 
around the former U.S. Marine 
outpost of Khe Sahn, in north­ 
ernmost South Vietnam.

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Nixon Asks Congress 
To Protect Pensions 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon urged Congress to­ 
day to pass new pension legisla­ 
tion to give working people 
greater assurance of getting 
full benefits from retirement 
plans, and even to encourage 
them to set up their own retire­ 
ment plans. 
The President called for tax 
breaks for those who want to 
contribute to their own retire­ 
ment —even if they also are 
part of group retirement plans. 
Individual employers also 
would be given much more 
generous treatment in setting 
aside money for their own re­ 
tirement under Nixon’s propos­ 
als. The amount of such contri­ 
butions that could be deducted 
from income tax payments 
would be tripled — from the 
present maximum 12,500 to $7,- 
500 a year. 
For individual workers, as 
much as $1,500 a year toward 
retirement savings would be 
tax deductible. Pension plan 
contributions by a worker’s em­ 
ployer would have to be deduct­ 
ed from the $1,500, however. 
Coupled with this, in what 
Nixon described as an effort to 
brighten "the retirement pic­ 
ture for America’s working 
men and women," were propos­ 
als aimed at seeing that work 
ers do not lose the money con­ 
tributed by themselves and 
employers to retirement plans. 
"Vesting" is the key word in 
this. This means that whether 
or not a worker leaves a job — 
or even is fired —before retire­ 
ment, he is entitled to the 
pension benefits earned during 
his employment. 
There has been some recent 
movement toward protecting 
pension rights of a worker after 
he leaves a job, Nixon said. But 
he said many private plans still 
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departments because he did not 
think he would get "much valid 
information from departments 
heads whose departments were 
proposed to be eliminated as 
departments.” 
His comments sent a ripple of 
grumbles across the audience. 
"Maybe I’m very cynical but 
I'm paid to be cynical,” he said 
in answer to the uneasiness in 
the room. 
"This is not a take it or leave 
it proposal," Barrows contin 
ued, adding it could be modified 
by the board on recommenda 
tions from other department 
heads during public hearings 
Public Works Director Ray 
W. Foreaker Jr., recommended 
to head the new department, 
was involved in the planning 
but did not speak yesterday. 
Parks and Recreation Com­ 
missioner Memtt A. Robinson 
protested the proposal as sub- 
mitted and suggested it be sent 
back with instructions to the 
county administrator to meet 
with department heads. 
He drew support from Super­ 
visors Gary T. Giacomini and 
Michael Womum, who agreed 
the three departments involved 
should develop the plan togeth­ 
er, since they would have to 
work under it. 
Supervisor Peter R Arrigoni 
Jr., who proposed the consoli­ 
dation in January, objected, 
saying such action would dilute 
the proposal 
"I don’t want a consensus of 
what the three departm ents 
think we will accept," he said, 
adding the purpose was to con­ 
solidate like functions for cost 
savings and efficiency. 
Supervisor Robert A Roumi- 
guiere agreed "I would hate to 
infer that the county adminis­ 
trator had to negotiate (his pro­ 
posals) 
with 
departm ent 
heads.” 
"They had better be able to 
talk now,” Giacomini said 
"They are going to have to 
provide the services We can’t 
make it happen with a wave of 
the magic wand." 
Chairman Arnold M Baptiste 
joined Arrigoni and Roumi- 
guiere in support of Barrows, 
saying the method of proposing 
the consolidation insures the 
public will not be excluded. 
A plan developed by the de 
partments would be a compro­ 
mise plan to which everyone 
agreed beforehand, he said. 
"I’m looking for a reorganiza­ 
tion to improve efficiency and 
coordination .. so far it hasn't 
happened between separate de­ 
partments " 
On a motion by Arrigoiu, the 
matter was set for further dis­ 
cussion May 1. Supervisor Gia­ 
comini 
voted

motion, protesting the board's 
refusal to direct the administra­ 
tor to meet with department 
heads to discuss the proposal. 
In a related action, the board 
set May 8 for discussion of 
another proposal to consolidate 
the probation, welfare and 
health departments into a new 
Department of Health and Hu­ 
man Services. There was no 
discussion. 


carry overly restrictive re­ 
quirement for age or length of 
service or participation before 
a person is entitled to receive 
his pension after he resigns or 
is discharged from a job. 
He said his proposals are a 
refinement of pension reform 
legislation submitted to Con­ 
gress in December, 1971, and 
are based on completed govern­ 
ment studies on the pension 
question and information de­ 
rived from congressional hear­ 
ings on pension reform. 
The President, in a message 
to Congress, said he would sub­ 
mit in a few days two bills —a 
Retirement Benefits Tax Act 
and an Employee Benefits Pro­ 
tection Act. 
To protect older workers par­ 
ticularly, Nixon proposed that 
half of all pension benefits 
earned by a worker be consid­ 
ered vested — which means a 
person is entitled to the amount 
contributed to his retirement — 
when his age plus the number 
of years he has participated in 
a pension plan adds to 50. 
From that starting point, an 
additional 10 per cent of all the 
benefits earned would be vested 
each year so that the pension 
would be fully vested five years 
later. 
The President said that under 
this formula, the proportion of 
full-time workers in private re­ 
tirement plans with vested pen­ 
sion benefits would almost dou­ 
ble —from 32 per cent to 61 per 
cent. 
Among participants over 40, 
the percentage of vested bene­ 
fits would rise from 40 per cent 
to about 90 per cent, he said. 
To avoid excessive pension 
cost increases, the new law 
would apply only to benefits 
earned after the bill becomes 
effective although the number 
of years a worker participated 
in the pension plan prior to 
enactment would count toward 
meeting the vesting standard. 
Nixon said, "This reform 
would help to reduce the fre­ 
quency and magnitude of bene 
fits losses when pension plans 
terminate.” But he said he was 
not yet ready to recommend — 
as he said had been suggested 
—creation of a government- 
sponsored program to insure 
workers against suffering pen­ 
sion losses.

LOS ANGELES - The State 
Supreme Court yesterday took 
under submission arguments in 
the Selby vs. San Buenaventura 
case, which may determ ine 
how far local government can 
go in restricting use of private 
property. 
A ruling is expected some­ 
time next month. 
William T. Selby, a Ventura 
attorney and real estate broker, 
brought an inverse condemna­ 
tion suit against the City of San 
Buenaventura and County of 
Ventura alleging the two agen­ 
cies, through a general plan, 
had deprived him of property 
rights. 
His contention was upheld by 
a state Court of Appeals, which 
found the two agencies had 
inversely condemned his land 
by not allowing him to build 
apartments. 
In its ruling, the appellate 
court said provisions of the 
Ventura General Plan — simi­ 
lar to provisions in Marin’s 
proposed general plan — were 
tantamount to condemnation of 
private property. 
The ruling concerned Marin 
officials since the Marin plan 
shows large areas to be left in 
open space.

gift horse in the mouth for too 
long," he said. 
Meyer insisted that the 
bridge district has no plans for 
using the Mill Valley right-of- 
way for transit and wants only 
to secure the land for public 
use, possibly to assure a Mill 
Valley bike path there some 
day. 
Mayor Jean S. 
Barnard 
agreed that if the right-of-way 
is split up and reverts to its 
original owners, city plans for 
the property will be blocked. 
"One man in Scott Valley might 
buy land near his house for a 
swimming pool,” she said. "An­ 
other might add it to his back­ 
yard. Then how would you keep 
it together for a bike path?" 
But Councilman Robert E. 
Capron argued that letting the 
bridge district get control of the 
land is a "big risk." “Ten years 
from now they might not be 
able to afford buying any other 
land for a transit corridor, and 
they might be pushed into using 
it,” he said. "The risk is there, 
and it terrifies me.” 
Councilman Robert E. Burton 
urged in vain that the council 
stick with its February endorse­ 
ment of use of the right-of-way 
for transit north of East Blithe- 
dale. He said this move would 
actually block most transit use 
since it would be hard to run 
heavy traffic on an isolated 
strip of right-of-way. 
Scott Valley residents said 
they had been shocked by the 
council’s February action. 
"Our homes border the right- 
of-way, and our children play 
there," said Thomas McNally. 
"We don’t want this land used 
for any transit — trains or 
buses," said Harry Andrews. 
Several urged the council to 
turn the right-of-way into a bike 
path. 
Meyer responded that federal 
funds would probably be availa­ 
ble for the city to buy the land 
for this purpose when the origi­ 
nal loan lapses. 
"But in eight or nine years, if 
we came to them with the 
money for a path they would 
say, ’Sorry, we’d like to help 
out, but we have to use this 
land for transit,’ ” said Capron. 
Mayor Barnard and Burton 
voted against resisting any 
transit on the right-of-way.

Concerned that its project 
area committee may not be 
fulfilling the conditions of its 
contract, the Marin County Re­ 
development Agency board last 
night appointed a committee to 
discuss the problem with area 
group representatives.

Gnoss Jr. said the board took 
the action because "it feels the 
committee isn’t accomplishing” 
the tasks which the contract 
calls for. (The area committee 
was formed by the agency 
board to advise it in redevelop­ 
ment matters and to report on 
community sentiment about the 
redevelopment project in Marin 
City. 
For example, Gnoss said, the 
group is charged with meeting 
regularly under the contract 
and there is some question 
whether this has been done. In 
addition, he said, there has 
been a failure of communica­ 
tion between the agency board 
and the committee. 
Gnoss said the board also is 
concerned that the area com­ 
mittee may be violating its 
contract by appointing replace­ 
ments for members who have 
resigned. 
The original agreement pro­ 
vides that the agency board 
initially appoint area commit­ 
tee representatives from Marin 
City organizations and that an 
election be held within a year to 
choose permanent members for 
the area committee. 
He said the board’s attorney 
has indicated that vacancies 
which occur on the citizen’s 
panel either should be filled by 
election or appointment by the 
agency board. 
The board selected members 
Collie B. Gaines and James O. 
Quiett to serve on the subcom­ 
mittee, which is to discuss the 
situation with area committee 
representatives then provide 
the board with recommenda­ 
tions on how the problems can 
be solved. The com m ittee’s 
suggestions are to be presented 
at a special board meeting 
April 24. 
In other business, the board 
agreed to notify all Marin City 
and Tamalpais Valley organiza­ 
tions that the agency is pro­ 
ceeding with formation of an 
assessment district to finance a 
second access road out of Ma­ 
rin City. 
Gnoss said comments on the 
assessment district or plans for 
the road, which is to link Marin 
City with Tamalpais Valley, 
should be forwarded to the re­ 
development agency.

case. 


Expressing sentiments stated 
earlier by conservative Repub­ 
licans —but speaking in far 
stronger term s —Goldwater 
said in an interview with the

A convicted Watergate con­ 
spirator, James W. McCord Jr., 
who was security chief for the 
Committee to Re-elect the Pres­ 
ident at the time of the June 17, 
1972, break-in and bugging of 
Democratic national headquar­ 
ters, resumed testimony today 
before a federal grand jury — 
his fourth day before the panel. 


A source close to the investi­ 
gation said McCord had given 
the grand jury records showing 
he was paid $3,000 a month, 
apparently to keep quiet about 
the bugging. 
The source described the late 
Dorothy Hunt, wife of former 
White House consultant E. 
Howard Hunt Jr., who pleaded 
guilty as a Watergate partici­ 
pant, as the person who passed 
the money to McCord. Mrs. 
Hunt was killed in an airliner 
crash in Chicago Dec. 8 with 
$10,000 in her possession. 
Expressing concern about the 
impact of Watergate on Repub­ 
licans. Goldwater said in an 
interview with the Monitor in 
his Senate office: 
“ All of us who support Nixon 
are going to be on the line in 
the 1974 election. When they 
say, ‘Are you still supporting 
the President?’ I’d say, ‘Yes, 
I’m still supporting the Presi­ 
dent’. And I’d say that even if 
... No, I won't say that. I might 
not support him if it turns out 
he knew about all this and kept 
his mouth shut. But I don't 
think he knew about it.” 


DALLAS (UPI) - A Universi­ 
ty of Michigan study reported 
today that the hair of students 
with high academic grades con­ 
tains substantially more zinc 
and copper than the hair of 
students with low grades. 


Michigan Chem istry Prof. 
Adon A. Gordus told the 165th 
national meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Chemical Society he has 
been directing a study of hair 
sam ples taken from George 
Washington, John Paul Jones, 
Eskimos, students and others, 
analyzing them for 38 trace 
elements to find effects of the 
human intake on environmental 
contaminants. 


“ By com paring historical 
hair samples with modern hair 
samples we hope to establish 
the extent of human intake of 
potentially harmful elements as 
in d u stria liz a tio n 
has 
a d ­ 
vanced," Gordus said. 


But he said all the factors 
affecting the makeup of modern 
hair must first be identified 
before a valid comparison can 
be made with historical hair. 


One thing Gordus said his 
study seems to show is a corre­ 
latio n 
betw een 
ac a d e m ic 
grades and hair content. 
“ It appears that those stu­ 
dent* with the highest grade- 
point average frequently tend 
to have higher than normal zinc 
and copper content in their 
hair, but lower than normal 
iodine content,” Gordus said. 
He said the reverse is generally 
true of students at the lower 
end of the grade-point spec­ 
trum. 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Thousands of California motor­ 
ists with two or more drunken 
driving convictions are being 
freed by the courts to sit behind 
the wheel again. 


Some judges are throwing out 
their own prior convictions of 
drunken drivers so the motorist 
will be handled as a first-time 
offender and be punished less 
severely. 
• 
“ It seems to me they are 
going to great lengths to cir­ 
cumvent the intent of the Legis­ 
lature," says E. Keith Ball, the 
state’s man in charge of licen­ 
sing drivers. 


California Highway Patrol 
Commissioner Walter Pudinski 
and Motor Vehicles Director 
Robert Cozens say they are 
alarmed at the situation and 
have appealed to municipal and 
justice court judges for firmer 
action. 


So far, they say, there has 
been little noticeable change 
and, if anything, m ore and 
m ore prior drunken driving 
convictions are being invaldat- 
ed by the courts. 


Records of the state Depart­ 
ment of Motor Vehicles disclose 
that last year approximately 
one out of every three drunken 
driving convictions involving a 
prior conviction was declared 
invalid. 
Pudinski, who targ ets the 
drinking driver as the No. 1 
highway menace, asserts that 
in handling repeat offenders as 
first-timers, the courts have 
failed to make the drunk-on- 
wheels ‘‘socially unaccepta­ 
ble.’’ 
“ I can arrest all the drunks 
in the West but if they are not 
going to be prosecuted and told 
that their acts are socially un­ 
acceptable, I’m still going to 
have the problem," said the 
nononsense CHP chief. 
For the first offense, the 
judge may fine the driver $250 
to $500 or sentence him to serve 
30-days to six months in jail. He 
also may recommend suspen­ 
sion of the offender’s drivers 
license, but few do. 
The more severe second con­ 
viction carries a $250 to $1,000 
fine and a jail term of five-days 
to one year in jail, if the second 
offense occurs within seven 
years of the first. The driver’s 
license must be suspended for 
one year and cannot be re­ 
turned until he produces proof 
that he is covered by automo­ 
bile insurance. 
At the core of the issue is a 
1969 state Supreme Court deci­ 
sion (Mitchell vs. Orr) and a 
U.S. Suprem e Court ruling 
which allow courts to invalidate 
a repeat offender’s prior con­ 
viction for drunken driving if 
the first judge failed to inform 
him of is rights before he 
pleaded guilty. 
In 1969, the California month­ 
ly average of prior drunken 
driving convictions being de­ 
clared invalid was 161. In four 
years, the total has soared to 
1,048 a month. 
If a prior conviction is invali­ 


dated, the repeat performer is 
handled as first-timer who often 
pays the fine and keeps his 
drivers license. 


“ We say that is wrong," Pud­ 
inski protested in an in ter­ 
view.” "These are repeaters.” 
He expressed “sympathy” for 
the problems of judges who cite 
overcrowded court calendars 
and a shortage of manpower 
and funds to handle huge case­ 
loads. 


“ But I can't ignore my prob­ 
lem ," Pudinski said. "The 
drunk driver is killing people in 
California. 


“The courts have the power 
to make drunk driving socially 
unacceptable because they are 
the ones who weigh the case 
and the penalties. They are the 
catalyst. They are part of this 
whole spectrum of traffic law 
enforcement which must carry 
out their part of the job in order 
to make our part of the job 
effective." 


Cozens charged the courts 
with making a “wholesale ap­ 
plication" of the state court’s 
1969 ruling in order to avoid 
meting out the more severe 
penalties required for a second 
or subsequent conviction 
“Judges have told me they 
find that the mandated penal­ 
ties in some instances are too 
harsh and the only way they 
can get around it is to find the 
prior conviction invalid,” he 
said. 
Many courts are reluctant to 
suspend the driving privilege, 
Cozens said, because this could 
prevent a breadwinner from 
driving to and from his job. He 
added: 
“ It seems to be from my 
vantage point that today’s pub­ 
lic accepts the drinking driver 
—up to the point of a fatal 
accident. He isn’t ostracized in 
society and maybe this is be­ 
cause there are so many of 
them." 
One possible partial remedy 
cited by Cozens might be crea­ 
tion by the legislature of a 
“ limited” drivers license that 
would allow a convicted drunk­ 
en driver to drive to work and 
back but no where else. 
He said judges are invalidat­ 
ing their own decisions on re­ 
peat offenders after finding 
they themselves failed to advise 
a defendant of his rights before 
he pleaded guilty. 
“ It seems incongruous to us 
that a judge can be aware of 
the fact that an individual had 
not been properly processed for 
a prior conviction without mak­ 
ing certain that his court is not 
com m itting the sam e erro r 
again,” he said. 
Meantime, a class action law 
suit has been filed in Los Ange­ 
les seeking to recover $500 mil­ 
lion in drunken driving fines 
paid by persons whose convic­ 
tions later were ruled invalid. 
The suit was brought by two 
Anaheim citizens on behalf of 
themselves and an estimated 
100,000 other similarly affected 
Californians. The case s pend 
ing.

For Quarry 


American Savings and Loan 
Association filed suit yesterday 
against Corte Madera, claiming 
the town council cut the value 
of an old quarry Am erican 
owns by $750,000 when the prop­ 
erty was rezoned last year. 


The suit filed by Oakland 
attorney Edmund L. Regalia 
claims the town rezoned the 
20.5 acres behind the Corte 
Madera Regional Library to 
reduce its value and buy it for 
open space “at a vastly re­ 
duced price.” 
The Corte M adera Town 
Council voted Dec. 18 to move 
the wooded hillside from a mul­ 
tiple residential zoning allowing 
440 units to a planned unit 
development category permit­ 
ting only 109 units, according to 
the suit. 
The suit labeled the rezoning 
“ arbitrary, capricious and dis­ 
criminatory” and likened it to 
spot zoning because neighbor­ 
ing property is used for apart­ 
ments. 
The suit also attacks the deci­ 
sion on the grounds that public 
hearings were improperly no­ 
ticed and the single-fam ily 
planned unit development cate­ 
gory was not defined by the 
town codes and thus, invalid. 
In addition to the damages, 
the savings and loan associa­ 
tion is seeking an order barring 
enforcement of the council rul­ 
ing. 
The owner acquired the prop­ 
erty for $442,289 in 1967 through 
foreclosure and the value has 
since risen to almost $700,000, 
according to the company. 
Howard Lawson, vice presi­ 
dent and property manager for 
the association, has asserted 
the rezoning would decrease the 
value of the land by at least 
$300,000. 
The town council rejected the 
damage claim Feb. 20, thus 
clearing the way for the law­ 
suit.

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Brookdale Avenue's 101 Plight

Property owners on the east 
side of Brookdale Avenue in 
San Rafael have been waiting 
10 years for the state Division 
of Highways to buy their prop­ 
erty for widening Highway 101; 
now they have been told they 
must wait three more years. 
“ How long can the state tie 
up a man’s property without 
buying it from him?”demands 
Leon E. Sigard of 46 Brookdale, 
one of 16 affected property own­ 
ers. 
On Jan. 26, 1963, the City of 
San Rafael signed an agree­ 
ment with the Division of High­ 
ways for eventual widening of 


Highway 101 to eight lanes. A 
map filed by the state showed 
the properties that would have 
to be acquired for the widening. 
They included all 16 lots on the 
east side of Brookdale. 
After a few years, some of 
the property owners sought 
building permits for second 
houses on the rear of the deep 
lots, which back up to the 
existing highway right-of way 
between Linden Lane and Myr­ 
tle Avenue. They were told no 
permit could be issued because 
the property was marked for 
acquisition by the state. 
In March of 1968 — more than 
five years after the state had 


signified its intention to buy the 
property — 15 owners signed a

petition to the San Rafael City 
Council asking for action, either 
to buy their lots or “ unfreeze” 
them for sale or development. 
The city relayed the request 
to the Division of Highways. On 
April 16, 1968, Alan S. Hart, 
then District 4 engineer for the 
state agency, wrote: 
“ Our present planning sched­ 
ule provides for the acquisition 
of the properties . . . This 
project was deferred in order to 
finance construction of the six- 
lane project which is scheduled 
to begin this year. I do not 
anticipate that funds will be 
available for acquisition of 
these properties until 1971 or 


1972.” 
In 1971, John De Rosa of 30 
Brookdale sought to dispose of 
his home and lot because he 
was entering the State Veterans 
Home in Yountville. He wrote 
the Division of Highways ask­ 
ing that it be bought immedi­ 
ately as a hardship case. Ac­ 
cording to Sigard, he was 
informed that it would be fiscal 
1974-75 before the state could 
buy the property. DeRosa, how­ 
ever, found a buyer through a 
real estate broker, and his 
former home is now rental 
property. 
Early this year, following the 
death of Mrs. Mary K. Zunino 


of 36 Brookdale, her daughter, 
Mrs. Romeo J. Martignoli, who 
lives next door at 40 Brookdale, 
wrote the state asking that it 
buy the Zunino property since it 
was involved in settlement of 
the estate. 
The reply she received from 
David Gaston, state right-of- 
way agent, said: 
“ Normal right-of-way acquis­ 
itions are funded two or three 
years in advance of an antici­ 
pated construction date. We do 
not expect to have funds on this 
project until our 1975-76 fiscal 
year.” 
“ First it was two or three 
years from 1963,” complained 
Sigard today, speaking as 
spokesman for the Brookdale 
owners. “ Then, in 1968, we 
were told it would be 1971 or 
’72. In 1971, DeRosa was told 
1974-75. Now it’s 1975-76. I sup­ 
pose next it will be 1980. 
“ How long can the state tie 


up a man’s property without 
buying it?” 
Despite the cloud on titles 
resulting from the state’s high­ 
way-widening plans, several 
pieces of property on the east 
side of the one-block street 
have changed hands in the past 
decade. 
A vacant lot was sold for 
taxes. Five other properties — 


including DeRosa’s — have 
been sold to private buyers and 
are now rental properties, Si­ 
gard said. 
All the owners would like to 
sell, he said - especially since 
the state has bought property 
for future right-of-way both be­ 
low Linden Lane and above 
Myrtle Avenue, but none on 
Brookdale.

School Bond

Voters in Rohnert Park and 
Cotati will decide the fate of a 
$1.5 million school bond issue 
when they go to the polls Tues­ 
day. 
A total of 4,917 persons is 
registered to vote in the Cotati- 
Rohnert Park School District. 
Polls will be open from 7 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. 
Polling places will be at 
Thomas Page School, Cotati 
City Hall, Cotati Veteran’s Me­ 
morial Building, John Reed 
School, Rohnert Park Junior 
High, Las Casitas De Sonoma 
Mobile Home Park, Garden 
Homes Condominium office, 691 
Lincoln Avenue, and Waldo 
Rohnert School. 
The district intends to use 
only $400,000 for a new, 15- 
classroom school in the Holiday 
Park Subdivision of both Roh­ 
nert Park and Cotati, obtaining 
the remainder of the funds 
needed for the facility, estimat­ 
ed to cost up to $800,000, from 
the state. The rest of the bond 
issue, $1.1 million, would be 
saved by the district for future 
school construction. 
The reason the district must 
seek approval of bonds beyond 
the cost of the Holiday Park 
school at this time is that 
school boards must sell bonds 
equaling 5 per cent of a dis­ 
trict’s assessed valuation to 
qualify for state aid. 
If the bonds are approved 
Tuesday, the school could be 
open for classes in the fall of 
1974. 
The Sonoma County Asses­ 
sor’s Office estimates the bonds 
would add 23 cents per $100 
assessed valuation to the cur­ 
rent district tax rate of $2.68 on 
a home with a market value of 
$30,000, the bonds would add 
$17.25 in taxes the first year, 
according to Supt. James H. 
Davidson. 
Davidson said the district ex­ 
pects a large influx of new 
students because of an upsurge 
in subdivision development in 
Rohnert Park. The district now 
has one available classroom at 
John Reed School and two at 
Thomas Page School. 
The district last asked ap­ 
proval of building bonds in 1962 
and was successful. 
School board members have 
said if bonds are rejected, the 
district will have three optional 
plans for coping with additional 
students. Choices include the 
purchase of additional portable 
classrooms which could require 
a tax-rate increase; a change to 
a year-round school schedule 
with staggered attendance to 
stretch school capacities or 
double sessions. Schools have 
not been on double sessions 
since 1964.

School Budgets 
Top $10 Million 


The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation last night took its first 
look at preliminary budgets for 
1973 proposed for the high 
school and elementary districts, 
but made no comment on the 
spending programs. 
Supt. John F. Plank said 
trustees will study the spending 
programs for the next 30 days 
and begin public deliberations 
on them at their May 8 meet­ 
ing. 
Plank has proposed an ele­ 
mentary district budget of $5,- 
025,370, down about $200,000 
from this year’s $5,232,990 
spending program. He has also 
suggested a high school budget 
of $5,752,351, up about $150,000 
from this year’s $5,603,150 
spending program. 
Both proposals are “ bare 
bones budgets,” Plank said, 
that will allow the board to 
“put back in” programs and 
services not included. The pro­ 
posals will have no significant 
effect on the current elementa­ 
ry tax rate of $3.41 per $100 
assessed valuation or the high 
school tax rate of $2.33 per $100 
assessed valuation, Plank said. 
Although both proposed budg­ 
ets provide for employee “step 
and increment” salary increas­ 
es, they do not include cost-of- 
living increases, he said. 
Plank, noting enrollment is 
expected to dip about 200 in the 
elementary district and about 
100 in the high school district 
next year, attributed the pro­ 
posed $149,201 increase in the 
high school district spending 
program over this year to in­ 
creases in costs of fringe bene­ 
fits, plant maintenance and op­ 
erations. 
Plank said the preliminary 
high school budget includes 
cuts of about $95,000 in instruc­ 
tion, and the proposed elemen­ 
tary district spending program 
includes cuts of about $40,000 in 
adm inistration over services 
provided this year. 
In addition, the elementary 
spending program provides for 
the closing of two neighborhood 
schools, Plank said, as well as 
cutting from present staff 12 
regular instructional aides and 
27 summer school aides. The 
elementary budget does not 
provide for 16 teachers cut due 
to declining enrollment, he add­ 
ed. 
“We have already made the 
cutbacks,” he said. “So now the 
board can put back in services 
not provided for” that trustees 
consider crucial. 
Plank said the board made no 
comment on the proposals 
pending review over the next 
month.

Ellsberg Says He Spent 
His Life Protecting U.S.

LOS ANGELES (UPD - Dan­ 
iel Ellsberg, the man who made 
public the Pentagon Papers, 
told the jury today he had 
devoted his professional life to 
“protecting and defending the 
United States of America.” 


Ellsberg, who has admitted 
he leaked the secret Vietnam 


War history because the knowl­ 
edge he gained as a Defense 
Department and Rand Corp. 
consultant convinced him the 
government was employing de­ 
ceptive practices in the war, 
testified in his own behalf for 
the second day. 


Ellsberg said that from 1959 


to 1969 he worked as a consul­ 
tant to government agencies on 
national security. 


He said he prepared s report 
for President John F. Kennedy 
in 1961 outlining “specific stra­ 
tegic objectives the President 
wanted the military to be capa­ 
ble of” but Kennedy never is­ 
sued the report. 


Ellsberg said he made the 
first of several trips to Viet­ 


nam, visiting the command 
centers, in 1961. 
As the trial entered its cli­ 
mactic phase the jury was to 
hear Ellsberg explain why he 
made public a shelf full of 
classified documents that only 
a small percentage of Ameri­ 
cans have ever read.

County Cafeteria Gets Nowhere 


’ 
Marin County supervisors 
yesterday unanimously gave a 
cold shoulder to the Manning’s 
cafeteria chain, which wants to 
supplant the local operators of 
the Marin Civic Center Cafeter- 
! ia. 


“ I think this is superb cook­ 
ing,” Supervisor Michael Wom- 
um declared of the food served 
by Dorn A 
Giovannoni and 
Camille Bamatter, the cafeteria 
operators. " I’m surprised at 
Manning’s going after the poor 
little guy.” 


Jon Merrell, vice president of 
Manning’s, told the board that 
his chain could serve the same 
quality food at less cost, offer a 
more varied menu and proba­ 
bly could return $8,000 to $10,- 
000 a year income to the coun­ 
ty. if the volume were to reach 
$250,000 annually. 


Merrell claimed that the op­ 
erators’ present contract would 
give them $46,500 with a total 
volume of $250,000 a year. He 
recalled that Manning’s was 
low bidder in December, 1970, 
when the supervisors heeded 
county employees’ vociferous 
complaints by ousting the state- 
subsidized, blind cafeteria op­ 
erator and choosing Giovannoni 
and Bamatter over six competi­ 
tors. 
County Analyst Michael A 
Chrystal said the cafeteria 
managers actually received 
■ about $16,000 for management 
last year, under their contract, 
on a volume of $200,000-plus. 
Audience members chimed in 
against Manning's, arguing that 
it would take its income out of 
Marin, and that it “ makes the 
only doughnuts in the world 
that sink in the coffee.” 
Leroy J. Syrop, a Marin res­ 
taurant supplier, said “ there’s

; cause the Marin cafeteria far 
outshines all other government 
cafeterias in the Bay Area.

A Design Review Board 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors voted unanimously 
yesterday to set up a local 
design review board in South­ 
ern Marin to rule on architec­ 
tural qualities of new develop­ 
ment.

The review board, suggested 
by the Tamalpais Valley Task 
Force and pushed by Supervi­ 
sor Michael Womum, will be 
tested for at least a year before 
it is established as a permanent 
county agency.

and residents at large from the 
Almonte, Alto, Tennessee Val­ 
ley and Tamalpais Valley 
areas.

Decisions of the local design 
review board may be appealed 
to the planning commission and 
board of supervisors under the 
enabling ordinance. 
Opposition to the proposal 
was voiced by several audience 
members, including real estate 
salesmen Joseph Morrison and 
Henry Spitzer, who called the 
idea “ quasi-government by a 
small group.”

Whistlestop Soon To Feed 
Meals To Senior Citizens 


Senior citizens in Marin will 
soon be able to count on one 
nutritious but inexpensive meal 
a day thanks to the efforts of a 
fund-raising group of local resi­ 
dents, the Marin County Board 
of Supervisors was told yester­ 
day. 
According to Supervisor Rob­ 
ert A. Roumiguiere, cochair­ 
man of the group, some $11,500 
was raised for a kitchen and 
dining room at the Whistlestop 
in San Rafael, headquarters for 
the Marin Senior Coordinating 
Counsel. 
The move was sparked ear­ 
lier this year when Edward T. 
Ryken, director of the coordi­ 
nating council, appealed to su­ 
pervisors for $7,500 to construct 
and equip the kitchen. 


Before the matter came to a 
vote, Roumiguiere offered his 
services to try to raise the 
funds through private dona­ 
tions. 
“ I think this is a fine example 
of how the people of Marin 
County will support a cause 
that is good and just,” Roumi­ 
guiere told fellow supervisors 
yesterday. “ The benefits of 
going to the community for aid 
instead of using public funds g 
far beyond just saving tax 
dollars. . .A wonderful feeling 
of helping the other guy was 
developed in the campaign.” 
According to Ryken, meals 
will be offered to senior citizens 
for about $1.25. “ We hope to 
eventually be able to even de­ 
liver a meal to those seniors 


who are unable to leave their 
homes,” he said. 


Ryken said the kitchen will 
open in late May or June. 
Volunteers are needed to assist 
in preparing menus and serving 
meals. Those interested should 
contact Ryken at the Whistle­ 
stop, which is located in the old 
Northwestern Pacific Railroad 
depot.

CIOPPINO IS one of the Bay Area’s favorite 
and distinctive dishes, combining seafoods of 
the area.

Camping has changed since 
the day when a tent was tops in 
shelter and a smoky fire chal­ 
lenged the cooking skill of even 
the experienced cam per. 
T o d ay ’s ca m p e r m ay still 
prefer canvas, but more likely 
than not the tent has been 
replaced by a pickup cam per, 
travel trailer or motorhome., 
Skillet meals are the m ain­ 
stay of the experienced cam p­ 
er, but they are different from 
those ground beef cre atio n s 
with which every home cook is 
fam iliar. 
The cam ping family that gets 
off the beaten path, drives late 
into the evening or fishes “just 
a few m inutes longer” m ust 
rely on m eats other than fresh 
ground beef.

For families who still like 
meat hut not the prices, there 
are some less expensive things 
like kidneys, heart, lamb breast 
and tripe that make tasty 
meals, suggests Peggy Hop­ 
kins, home economist for the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. in 
San Rafael. 
She recommends stuffed or 
broiled heart, liver, lamb or 
calf kidneys, boiled beef tongue 
and baked stuffed breast of 
lamb as examples. 


STUFFED HEART 
Heart (see below» 
2 cups cooked rice 
* 
1 small green pepper, chopped 
1 small onion, chopped 
Tomato soup 
Salt-Pepper 
Select one pork or lamb heart 
for each person to be served. 
Veal hearts will serve two per­ 
sons and beef heart is large 
enough for the average family.

Place in covered pan or cas­ 
serole. Pour tomato soup over 
all tor canned tomatoes or to­ 
mato juice). Simmer until heart 
is tender, either in 300 degree 
oven, or on top of range. It will 
require about one and one-half 
hours for pork, lamb, or veal 
hearts and two and one-half to 
three hours for beef heart.

In Protein 


Here’s an elegant main dish 
for a small luncheon party, 
Sunday brunch or family sup­ 
per that doesn’t call for any 
meat, hut it’s packed with pro­ 
tein and other important nu­ 
trients. 
Now that fresh asparagus is 
more reasonable in price, you 
can well afford this fancy pres­ 
entation of asparagus spears 
and eggs on toast topped with a 
rich, egg-almond cream sauce 
and elegant sliced natural al­ 
monds. (The term “ natural” 
simply refers to shelled al­ 
monds that were sliced without 
being blanched: the little bits of 
brown skin makes them attrac­ 
tive for garnish.) 
EGGS ASPARAGUS 
ALMONDINE 
Melt 6 tablespoons butter or 
margarine in top of double boil­ 
er placed over boiling water; 
blend in ]* cup flour and 4 
teaspoon salt, then stir in 
cups milk. Cook sauce, stirring, 
until it thickens. Remove from 
heat then stir in 2 tablespoons 
lemon juice and 4 beaten egg 
yolks i u s c a wire whip if you 
have one). 
Stir over boiling water again 
about 4 minutes or until sauce 
is thickened and smooth. Fold 
in U cup toasted slivered al­ 
monds and keep sauce warm 
while you prepare plates. Place 
about 4 hot canned or cooked 
fresh asparagus spears on each 
serving of 2 slices buttered 
toast or split English muffins;

BROILED CALF’S HEART 
Remove veins and arteries 
from a calf’s heart; wash and 
cut crosswise in thin slices. 
Sprinkle with a little chopped 
salt pork or uncooked bacon. 
Broil for 10 to 15 minutes. 
{Instead of broiling, the sliced 
heart may be “ panfried” in a 
skillet. Cook the chopped salt 
pork or bacon a few minutes, 
then add the sliced heart.) 


BROILED LAMB OR CALF 
KIDNEYS 
Have the meat retailer leave 
about one-fourth inch of fat on 
lamb kidneys. Split and place 
on broiler rack with fat side up. 
Broil, with the kidneys about 
three inches from source of 
heat, until the fat is brown and 
crisp S e a s o n a n d turn. Spread 
with finely chopped garlic, and 
continue broiling until done, or 
omit the garlic and serve with 
broiler bacon. (Kidneys may be 
dipped in French dressing be­ 
fore broiling.) Pieces of kidney 
may he threaded onto a skewer 
with alternate pieces of bacon.

Directions for Pressing: When 
cooked beef tongue has cooled 
sufficiently to remove from the 
kettle, place in a loaf pan; 
cover with a pan of the same 
size; place a heavy weight in 
the top pan. On standing, the 
weight will press enough liquid 
from the meat to fill the cor­ 


ners of the pan. The liquid will 
jelly when thoroughly chilled. 
Set the pans in a cold place for 
at least several hours. Unmold 
the pressed meat and cut into 
slices for serving. This makes 
delicious sandwiches, and may 
often cost less than cold cuts. 


BAKED, STUFFED BREAST 
OF LAMB

Dr. Linda Clever Guides 
Large Outpatient Clinic

“ My basic interest is getting 
health care to those who are not 
getting it and improving the 
health care of people who are. 
There are many ways a physi­ 
cian’s skills can be expanded 
through allied health profes­ 
sionals,” said Dr. Linda Clever 
of Tiburon. 
The 32-year-old internist is 
the director of St. Mary’s Hos­ 
pital outpatient department, an 
assistant clinical professor of 
medicine and ambulatory and 
com m unity m edicine and a 
member of the admissions com­ 
mittee at University of Califor­ 
nia M edical Center at San 
Francisco, and a member of 
Stanford University Board of 
Trustees. 
In 1968 Dr. Clever received 
the first community medicine 
fellowship given in the United 
States and worked at Hunter’s 
Point, the Tenderloin, South of 
Market and Chinatown. 
“ I went on a ‘pad’ call in the 
Haight-Ashbury and saw things 
very different from the back­ 
ground I had had,” she recalled 
during an interview at her hill­ 
top home. 
P r e se n tly th e p h y sicia n 
serves on the Haight-Ashbury 
Health Committee, finding it 
exciting to be at the interface 
between establishment and non- 
establishment health care peo­ 
ple. 


AFTER COMPLETING her 
residency at Stanford 
and 
UCSF, Dr. Clever in 1971 be­ 
came director of the 36,000 pa- 
tient-visits-a-year outpatient de­ 
partment at St. Mary’s Hospital 
in San Francisco. 
There she began a communi­ 
ty medicine research project — 
starting two years ago with the 
planning of a nurse-practition- 
er’s training. 
After funding by San Francis­ 
co Foundation, she divided a 
large group of specially select­ 
ed patients with stable chronic 
diseases like diabetes into two 
groups, one seen by physicians 


and the other by the nurse- 
practitioner backed up by a 
doctor. 
“I firmly believe that there 
are many things that nurses 
can do as well if not better than 
doctors including treat some 
kinds of patients,” she said. 
It is estimated that 85 per 
cent of people who visit an 
internist of a given day do not 
need to see a doctor. It is likely 
that many could have been 
helped by a highly-trained 
nurse, according to Dr. Clever. 
Believing that most problems 
that people have cannot be 
cured by pills alone, Dr. Clever 
and 
others 
have 
specially 
trained the nurse-practitioner 
to be more involved with non­ 
medical problems than a doctor 
has time to be. 
THE 
NURSE-PRACTITION­ 
ER helps with problems like, 
“How do I deal with my hus­ 
band now that he requires a 
diabetic diet?” 
She helps get food stamps, or 
with emotional troubles, under­ 
standing why some people re­ 
sist seeing a social worker or a 
psychologist. 
In diagnosis, the nurse-practi- 
toner follows a branching sys­ 
tem of protocol procedures ac­ 
cord in g 
to 
the 
p a tie n t’s 
complaint. 
“ If people feel sure they can 
see a doctor if they need or 
want one in this system, they 
will accept it,” predicts Dr. 
Clever who believes the nurse- 
practitioner and physician team 
will ideally get a sick patient to 
a doctor faster. 
Evaluating the two-year con­ 
trolled study has been difficult 
because Dr. Gever and her 
research associate have tried to 
measure what effect the new 
system has had on the patients’ 
health. 
“OBVIOUSLY THAT is sub­ 
jective, but the study suggests 
that the nurse-practitioner and 
physician team is providing 
care of at least as high a 
quality as the physicians alone 
are," said Dr. Clever.

The school takes children 
from 2 years and 9 months old 
through 4 and 5 years old. 
The school is for residents of 
Sleepy Hollow who are mem­ 
bers of the Sleepy Hollow 
Homes Association and for non­ 
residents of the area at a small 
additional fee. 


Asked if she anticipated re­ 
sistance against widespread use 
of the nurse-practitioner and 
physician team in community 
health programs, Dr. Gever 
said that his system, and other 
health care alternatives, will be 
accepted when patients, physi­ 
cians and nurses are convinced 
that the care is as good as care 
by physicians alone and quality 
control is rigorous. 
Another of Dr. G ever’s activ­ 
ities is helping to review the 
nearly 3,500 applications for 
UCSF’s freshman class. About 
130 students will be accepted, 
she said. 
She hates to see so many 
idealistic people wanting to be 
doctors but not understanding 
that medicine has its disadvan­ 
tages. 
She cited bureaucractic rules 
that preclude prescribing vi­ 
tamins for a pregnant MediCal 
patient because they must be 
paid for over-the-counter. 
And at social functions Dr. 
Clever tries to remain anony­ 
mous, “ because I don’t mind 
when people there tell me their 
symptoms, but I do mind when 
they criticize doctors endless­ 
ly,” she said. 
SHE WOULD advise appli­ 
cants to consider allied health 
professions, she said listing ca­ 
reers as m edical corpsm en, 
nurse-practitioners, 
midwives, 
o cc u p a tio n a l, p h y sic a l and 
speech and hearing therapists, 
public health nurses, psychiat­ 
ric technicians, social workers, 
clinical pharmacists and health 
educators. 
Life and death decisions are 
made by intensive care unit 
nurses on their own in emer­ 
gencies, she said. 
“ A high school graduate 
could learn to be an inhalation 
therapist. Or a high school 
graduate could train as an or­ 
thopedic technician who puts on 
casts and helps people get set 
in traction,” Dr. G ever pointed 
out. 
During her Stanford medical 
education Dr. G ever was voted 
president of the medical school 
student association. 
Before she entered medical 
school in 
1960, she married 
medical student James Clever, 
who is now an internist special­ 
izing in the treatment of cancer 
patients with medication. 
“When I became pregnant in 
my third year of residency I 
thought I would meet prejudice. 
But my colleagues were enthu­ 
siastic; it was a very warm 
experience that 1 did not ex­ 
pect,” she said 
Her daugbjer, Sarah, now 3, 
was born at University of Cali­ 
fornia Medical Center, where 
her mother is well known. 
“I WANTED to maintain my 
dignity as long as I could dur­ 
ing labor, but I am not particu­ 
larly brave," said Dr. Clever 
who studied the Lamaze meth­ 
od to prepare for childbirth. “I 
went a long way without anal­ 
gesic,” she said. 
Because 
she 
experienced 
post partum depression, she 
talks about it with pregnant 
patients and her friends be­ 
cause it is important to under­ 
stand it’s normal, the physician 
said. 
Now she works four days a 
week, reserving the extra day 
off for things she wants to do. 
What gets left out in a profes­ 
sional woman’s life is time for 
herself, she said. 
“The reason I am working is 
that there are things that need 
to get done, and I have some 
unique training in community 
medicine,” Dr. Clever said.

No one ever went into a bar 
just to have a drink, according 
to bar owner Don Bernard. 
Bars are a vehicle to meeting 
people he told a group of newly 
divorced persons last night. 


M embers of the audience 
were persons who have re­ 
ce iv e d d iv o rce a d ju stm en t 
counseling from the Fam ily 
Service Agency of Marin. The 
session was an informal meet­ 
ing at the agency office. 


“Forget the stigma that guys 
in bars are either drunks or on 
the make and girls there are no 
good,” Bernard said. “The bar 
scene has changed dramatical­ 
ly over the years. You can go to 
a bar and go comfortably to 
meet people.” 


Take a friend and examine 
the bars in your area, he sug­ 
gested, and find bars that cater 
to the type of people with whom 
you are comfortable. 
“ Be honest with yourself 
about the reason you are going 
there. You are there and the 
other people are there to meet. 
Involve yourself in the activi­ 
ties of the bar and get into the 
middle of a group. Get to know 
the bartender, and don’t be 
afraid to say, ‘Hi, my name 
is. . 
He will introduce you to 
individuals or to groups in 
which you can involve your­ 
self,” Bernard said, 


MEN ARE meant to be ag­ 
gressive but are often shy of 
rejection, he said. Often he 
w atches a man who says, 
“ That’s a pretty girl down 
there,” sends the woman a 
drink and then never gets off 
the bar stool to go talk to her. 
In this case he advises a wom­ 
an to get up, go down and say 
thank you. 
“ Women worry too much 
what men will think of them 
and their reputations," Bernard 
said. “ If he asks for your phone 
number and you want to give it 
to him. do it.” 
Don’t be phony if a man turns 
you on, he warned women. 
“ Let him know — subtley, but 
if you’re not interested don’t 
play coy little games and wait 
until he says ‘I’d like to call 
you’ to say ’no.’ ” 
Women going into bars should 
go in groups of three or more. 
“ Fours are easy to break but 
twos are impossible because if 
you ask one to dance she 
doesn’t want to leave her friend 
alone,” he said.

For men approaching women 
in a bar, Bernard offered his 
own ice breaker, “Hey, do you 
m ess around?”

Placing yourself in a good 
spot in a bar is important, 
according to the bar owner. 


TO GET RID of an unwanted 
man Bernard suggested a wom­ 
an either go to the ladies’ room, 
move to another seat or say, 
“ I’m tired and going home.” 
Don’t feel an obligation to a 
man because he bought you 
drinks, he said. 


He believes men are as afraid 
of rejection as women are 
afraid of being attacked. 


Marred men in a bar tend to 
be very smooth, he said, but if 
those men are divorced or sepa­ 
rated they clam right up. 


He advised men to ask the 
prettiest girl in a group to 
dance because she is asked the 
least often. A homely woman is 
asked often because men know 
she won’t reject them, he said.

Blacks Never Had It So Good 
As When They Were Slaves 


DEAR HELEN: 
What’s the most outlandish 
letter you’ve received recently? 
- CURIOUS 
DEAR CURIOUS: 
The following struck me as 
pretty — shall we say — dis­ 
torted but, remember, “out- 
land dish” is in the eye of the 
reader. There will be some who 
agree with this correspondent: 
(On the other hand he may be a 
satirist in disguise.) 


DEAR HELEN: 
Several of your correspon­ 
dents have blamed our country 
and its people for the “ plight” 
of the Negro. This has no basis 
in fact The truth is: 
Former slaves were selected 
from strong African tribes, by 
their chief, as he knew they 
would have better lives in the 
New World than he had in the 
jungle. The fortunate ones se­ 
lected were given free food, 
transportation and m edical 
care. They were valuable cargo 
and the British sea captains 
kept them in the holds of their 
sailing ships so they would not 
jump overboard and drown. 
Actually, the first slaves in 
the U.S. were white Europeans. 
They wanted to get here so 
badly they sold themselves into 
years of “ indenture” so they 
could have th eir way paid. 
They cleared the land, built the 
houses, planted crops, built 
towns and roads and had things 
running smoothly when the Ne­ 
groes arrived. 
When the fortunate black 
slaves arrived they had quart­ 
ers ready for them. They were 
classified as livestock and had 
the best of treatment, being 
cleaned and fed before going to 
market. 
While white pioneers were 
fighting Indians, clearing the 
wilderness and suffering hard­ 
ships on their westward march, 
and the Irish and Chinese died 
building railroads, Negro slaves 
were enjoying the security of 
the large southern landowner’s 
happy life. 
After the slaves were freed, 
all who wanted to returned to 
Africa and were given their 
own country’, Liberia. Those 
who chose to remain in the U.S. 
have prospered im m ensely,

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Something sad happens to the 
child who always gets chosen 
last in games, who falls off his 
bike and can’t seem to catch a 
ball. 


His self-image suffers. 
By the time he outgrows his 
clumsiness, if he ever does, he 
has already absorbed a great 
deal of social punishment from 
his peers. 


He may compensate in a va­ 
riety of ways—by concentrating 
on his studies and becoming a 
scholar, or by spending his 
recesses helping the teacher 
clean erasers. 


He may become what some 
experts term a dive-bomber— 
the kid who zooms around thc; 
playground crashing into other 
children and hitting. A study of 
juvenile a rre sts shows that 
youngsters with perceptual mo­ 
tor problems have a dispropor­ 
tionately high percentage of 
truancy. 


And although nobody seems 
to understand just why, more 
boys than girls suffer from 
m otor difficulties. Some of 
these youngsters develop sex 
gender identification problems 
—they find refuge playing with 
the girls instead of trying to 
compete with other boys. 


FOR THE PAST IO years, 
kinesiologists at the University 
of California at Los Angeles 
have been working with clumsy 
children in a special remedial

program for perceptual motor 
learning. 


Its director, Dr. Bryant Crat- 
ty, says 20 per cent of all 
youngsters—or about 50 chil­ 
dren 
in every elem entary 
school in the United States— 
suffer from a motor problem, to 
one degree or another. 
Youngsters referred to Cratty 
undergo an hour-long test with 
their parents watching through 
a one-way mirror. They are 
also given a game-choice quiz 
and asked questions which re­ 
veal that most of them consider 
themselves unpopular and feel 
unhappy much of the time. 
After their individual prob­ 
lems are analyzed, the children 
may be enrolled in twice-week­ 
ly after school sessions de­ 
signed to improve their coordi­ 
nation, balance, agility and 
physical skills. 


“ We improve movement in 
kids who don’t work well with 
their bodies,” Cratty says. “ We 
are interested in movement for 
its own sake because clumsy 
children are unhappy.” 


“THEY RANGE over the en­ 
tire IQ system,” he says. “They 
just can’t work effectively with 
their bodies. We have one six- 
year-old now who moved like a 
two-year-old when we got him, 
but he could read from the 
dictionary.” 
According to Cratty, there 
are some 60 or 70 possible 
causes of motor disabilities— 
but the most common stem 
from difficult births—som e­ 
times from birth anoxyia, a 
breathing problem caused by a 
prolapsed cord or a cord 
wrapped around the infant’s 
neck, m om entarily hindering 
the oxygen supply to the brain. 


“ But usually it is not too 
fruitful to determine the cause 
or to worry about whose genes 
are at fault. It is better to try to 
solve the problem ,” C ratty 
says. 


He hires undergraduate stu­ 
dents to work with the young­ 
sters, aged four to 13, on about 
a one-to-three ratio. Smaller 
groups put too much pressure 
on the child, he feels. 
The children practice bounc­ 
ing on trampolines, tight-rope 
walking 
on 
wide 
balance 
beams, and somersaulting on 
padded mats in the gymnasium 
of an elementary school. 
“The prognosis for these kids 
is pretty good, if we catch them 
young enough,” Cratty says. 


“ ALTHOUGH WE do not 
know whether we have actually 
m odified their neurological 


problem or just taught them 
more effective strategies for 
accomplishing motor tasks.” 
By the time he’s three, Cratty 
says a child ought to be able to 
walk a two-inch wide line for IO 
feet, draw a simple cross with a 
crayon, and jum p forw ard 
three steps with both feet in the 
air. 
At five, he should be able to 
draw circles and squares, touch 
his fingertips consecutively to 
the tip of his thumb, and bal­ 
ance frozen on one foot for four 
to six seconds. 
A seven-year-old ought to be 
able to toss a ball 15 feet into a 
four-foot square target and skip 
rhythmically. 
“A five or six-year-old who 
can’t touch consecutive finger­ 
tips is also going to have trou­ 
ble tying his shoes or fastening 
■buttons,” Cratty observed. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug A dm inistra­ 
tion’s (FDA) Bureau of Product 
Safety is drafting the final form 
of a proposed regulation cover­ 
ing baby cribs. 
The regulation will be the 
first attempt by Uncle Sam to 
standardize the baby crib in­ 
dustry. According to bureau of­ 
ficials the proposal will elimi­ 
nate hazardous features of baby 
cribs, some linked to injury or 
death in the past. 
The regulation will establish 
a m axim um allow able slat 
spacing dimension, among oth­ 
er things. 'Ibis will help prevent 
baby from getting caught be­ 
tween slats and possibly getting 
strangled.

Special Tool Out 
For Bias Tubing 


To turn bias tubing after 
stitching often maddens home- 
sewcrs. The tiny tube of fabric, 
too narrow to respond to unaid­ 
ed fingers, has been exasperat- 
ingly poked at with a steel 
knitting needle-only to creep, 
bunch and escape. But now 
there is a special tool, a loop 
turner.

It is a slender 
steel shaft with latched hook at 
one end and ring handle at the 
other. It is suited to dressmak­ 
er tubing of all kinds.

ART REVIEW 
Helen 
Trace 
Rich's Mosaics 
To Many Sources 


By ADA GARFINKEL 
Mosaicist Helen Steinau Rich 
draws upon many sources for 
her inspirations, in her exhibit 
at Old St. H ilary's Church in 
Tiburon, Mrs. Rich's brilliantly 
glowing, unusual three-dim en­ 
sional hanging mosaics affirm 
the artist's probing interest and 
research into m any areas for 
her ideas and m aterials. 
Mosaics are, of course, an 
ancient art form deriving from 
early Byzantine religious sym ­ 
bolism and im portant for their 
richly decorative and emotional 
significance. 
But Helen Rich's sculptural 
reliefs are unlike the flatly 
embedded tesserae of either the 
Byzantine m osaics (for all the 
evocative power of the latter), 
or of most of the present day 
decorative tile works. 
It is as if the artist has 
invented a new art form (she 
uses a thick compound of m ag­ 
nesite which she kneads into 
the contours she needs as a 


base) to titillate the senses with 
undulating rhythm s and textur­ 
al vitality which express her 
concerns with archaeology, my­ 
thology, the physical sciences 
and her own environment. 
And from Cambodia, Thai­ 
land, Egypt, India. Greece, Ita­ 
ly, and Mexico, she has brought 
azurite, garnet, obsidian, smal- 
ti, petrified woods, mother of 
pearl and unusual pebbles and 
rocks. And m any ideas. 
“ Homage to Mycenae” is one 
idea conceived in situ.

Knox Gelatin 
To Halt Claim 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Knox 
Gelatine Inc., Johnstown, N.Y., 
today agreed to stop advertis­ 
ing that Knox Gelatine Drink is 
an im portant health and nutri­ 
tion aid. 
Under a consent order tenta­ 
tively accepted by the Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC), the 
firm also was forbidden from 
saying that gelatine protein in 
general is a high quality protein 
or a source of nutritional bene­ 
fit, or that any relative food 
product leads to good health or 
is nutritious. 
The FPC had contended that 
gelatine 
protein is relatively 
low 
in quality and of little 
nutritional good, and that Knox 
Gelatine Drink, contrary to the 
firm 's ads, does not contribute 
in a m ajor way to nutrition. 


“ Kali,” the male-female vindic­ 
tive god of India and Nepal, is 
shown w earing a crown and 
necklace of skulls.

In the 
latter, the gold hand “ repre­ 
sents the hand of God placing 
the moon in the heavens,” ac­ 
cording to the artist. Mrs. Rich 
notes that the stars are made of 
glass from Cambodia — “ the 
sam e glass that decorates the 
temples there." 
The artist's favorite mosaic, 
one hears, is “ Molecular F anta­ 
sy." In cool blues and greens 
shaped into a design taken from 
a chem ist’s drawings of the 
molecules of tungsten, ham ­ 
m ered copper strips contain the 
cellular structures in jewel-like 
clusters of exotic chips, glass 
and semi-precious metals. 
While the gleaming emissions 
fro m 
h e r 
m a te r ia ls 
and 
rh y th m ic lin e ar swoops and 
swirls create abundant energy 
in their own right, Mrs. Rich 
reaches further than that when 
she notes that “ the blue at the 
bottom of ’M olecular F antasy’ 
denotes the turmoil created by 
the m olecules.” 
Other mosaics show various 
insects and birds in various 
pursuits — most of them highly 
energized, for example, “ Bird 
in Flight” which represents the 
swift — "a very fast flying bird 
that can fly from America to 
Europe.” The artist energizes 
the bird with “ feathers” of 
sharp, bristly glass points. The 
sculptured form of spreading 
wings stands out in sharp relief 
against the inclined diagonal 
zigzag to make this mosaic 
achieve her desired aim : “ one 
of flight and fast m ovement.” 
And there is much more to 
see in this abundantly rich dis­ 
play of talent which was last 
seen in a one-artist exhibit at 
the Palace of the Legion of 
Honor, San Francisco, in 1967. 
Mrs. Rich’s present exhibit, 
sponsored by the Belvedere- 
T iburon L an d m ark s Society, 
will continue through May 20, 
and may be viewed on Wednes­ 
day and Sunday afternoons 
from 1 until 4 o’clock.

Warning 


On Schools 


The Petalum a Board of Edu­ 
cation — angered over rapid 
growth in Rohnert Park — de­ 
cided last night to warn parents 
of crowded conditions to come. 
Board m em bers were told the 
district can expect an addition­ 
al 690 students at Rohnert Park 
Junior High School and Rancho 
Cotate High School by the end 
of 1974. U pset th a t n eith er 
school can accom m odate such 
rapid growth, board members 
agreed parents should be in­ 
formed of future problems so 
they may have the opportunity 
to pressure the Rohnert Park 
City Council into a controlled 
growth plan. 
School board m em bers asked 
for a growth plan at a joint 
m eeting with the council last, 
month, but were told they must 
find some means to cope with 
the new students. Rohnert Park 
is expected to have 2.025 new 
homes by December of 1974. 
“ It's our responsibility to tell 
all the families of students at 
the junior high and 
Rancho 
C otate w hat problem s will 
com e by the 1974-75 school 
y ear.” Dr. William K. Kortum 
said. “ Let’s give them the facts 
about school c a p a c itie s, the 
scheduled growth and tell them 
the alternatives are some form 
of year-round school, double 
sessions or an extended school 
day.” 
Board m em bers agreed a let­ 
ter of warning should be sent 
and asked that a draft be pre­ 
pared for approval at the April 
24 board meeting. 
A suggestion by the city coun­ 
cil that a special school levy of 
$250 be charged on each new 
home to support a construction 
program was rejected by the 
board. Members questioned the 
legality of the extra charge and 
said, in any event, it would be 
only a tem porary solution. 
Members grumbled that 
it 
would 
be impossible to hold 
successful district bond elec­ 
tions since Petalum ans would 
not support bonds for schools in 
Rohnert Park, where growth 
has not been controlled. “ We 
have a different 
attitude on 
growth in our two areas," Rob­ 
ert S. Stimson said. “ It will be* 
impossible to pass bond issues 
in the future.”

BUDGET — Continued review 
of the preliminary 1973-74 budget 
and agreed to consider the re 
quest of Rohnert Park residents 
to add funds to continue special 
reading and mathematics classes 
at the junior high school. Federal 
funds have been reduced by 10 
per cent. 
MCDOWELL — Heard a group 
of parents ask the board to delay 
a decision on changing to a year- 
round calendar until May so more 
information sessions can be held 
at McDowell School. 
ADVISOR — Welcomed David 
Pratt, a senior at Rancho Cotate 
High School, as student adviser 
CALENDAR — Established the 
1973-74 sch<x>l calendar as Sept. 1 
through June H with the exception 
of Cherry Valley School which 
will be on the year-round plan.

Novato Residents To Vote 
Tuesday On Flood Bonds 


Novato Flood Control Zone 
residents will vote on a $4.5- 
million flood control bond mea­ 
sure Tuesday, another chapter 
in a long effort to control the 
ravages of winter creek over­ 
flow in the community. 
The election was set after 
Novato and Warner Creeks and 
Arroyo Avicchi spilled their 
hanks and flooded scores of 
homes in January. 
Polling places for the 16,770 
voters in the flood control zone 
will be open from 7 a m. to 8 
p.m. A two-thirds favorable 
vote is required for passage. 
The zone is a 44-square-mile 
area from Big Rock Ridge to 
Gnoss Field and from the Peta­ 
luma River to within a mile of 
the Petalum a-Point Reyes 
Road. 
In 1958 the voters rejected a 
$800,000 bond measure for flood 
control by a vote of 1,400 to 333. 
Since 1900, it has been esti­ 
mated that about 25 flood-pro­ 
ducing storms have occurred in 
the Novato Creek Basin, includ­ 
ing a storm in January 1940, 
which inundated about 5,570 
acres, according to consultants 
Royston, Hanamoto. Beck and 
Abey of San Francisco Major 
flooding also occurred in 1955. 
Proponents say Novato has a 
very serious flooding problem 
that will get worse with in­ 
creased population and “ the 
bond issue raises the money 
now to protect and enhance our 
creeks at the least cost to 
today’s taxpayer.” 


Passage of the bond measure 
would raise the district’s tax 
rate from 14.5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation to 27 cents, 
according to the Novato Flood 
Control Bond Committee. 
To accomplish the same work 
on a pay-as-you-go basis would 
require a tax rate perhaps to 
the limit of $1 per assessed 
valuation. 
Bond retirement would add 
about $9 a year to the property 
tax bill on a $35,000 home, 
according to the committee. 
No written argument has 
been filed against the bond 
measure, but objections have 
been raised that it doesn’t spec­ 
ify what type of project would 
bo constructed. 
Councilman George C. Quesa- 
da, protesting this procedure, 
has said the people should have 
the right to vote on which type 
of project they prefer. 
The choices are: a project 
constructed by the Army Corps 
of Engineers, which would re­ 
quire channelization of Warner 
Creek and a section of Novato 
Creek near Highway 101, a 
modified corps project or im 
provement of creeks in their 
natural state. 
While costs haven't been set 
on the projects, the $4.5 million 
is expected to cover the local 
costs, which in the case of an 
Army Corps of 
Engineers 
project would be combined with 
federal funding. 
According to the ballot mea­ 


sure, the funds would be used 
for earthen and lined flood 
channels, pumping stations, 
dams and reservoirs, levees, 
culverts and bridges and aes­ 
thetic. recreation and environ­ 
mental work. 
Leroy M. Gerner, cochairman 
of the bond committee, said the 
pubUc will have a chance to 
choose which project it wants 
after passage of the bond mea­ 
sure. 
Gerner said a “ local-federal 
project ” would provide for 
amenities such as lighting and 
bicycle and pedestrian paths, 
possibly ponding near Diablo 
Avenue and creek coverage at 
the rear of Lu Sutton School. 
The outlook of the corps has 
changed since the controversial 
Forte Madera Creek flood con­ 
trol project and creek enhance­ 
ment is considered in its plans, 
he said. 
The corps is tentatively 
scheduled to present its plan in 
Novato May 23 and residents 
will have a chance to make 
their own choice on a project, 
Gerner said. 
According to the committee, 
the bond money would enlarge 
Novato Creek's earthen channel 
from Highway 101 to San Pablo 
Bay, provide erosion control, 
cleaning and beautification of 
Novato Creek from Diablo Ave­ 
nue to Stafford Lake and clean­ 
ing and enlarging of Warner 
Creek and the lower portion of 
Arroyo Avicchi Creek.

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Houseboats May Get 
A Sausalito Reprieve 


The Sausalito City Council indicated 
last night it may not impose restrictions 
on houseboats proposed in amendments 
to the central waterfront plan. 
On a motion by Councilman Stephen A. 
Fraser, the Council agreed to consider 
making houseboats a conditional use on 
the waterfront, provided they be floating 
structures and that a height limitation be 
established. 
Presently proposed changes in the plan 
would limit houseboats to only 2 per cent 
of the vessels in any marina. 
City Mgr. Albert St. Cyr said he 
thought the city should stick with the 2 
per cent limitation or eliminate house­ 
boats altogether in the zone. 
The view of the bay on the central 
waterfront “ should not be encumbered by 
any obstruction, including houseboats,” 
the city manager said. 
But the council —- and particularly 
Fraser — seemed unwilling to go along 
with the staff recommendation. Several 
members of the audience also rose to 
speak against it.

Wilson Turner, chairman of the coordi­ 
nating committee, responsible for the 
surveys, said yesterday there had been 
about a 66 per cent return on some 800 
questionnaires given out to residents and 
approximately a 40 per cent reply from 
the 217 mailed to nonresident property 
owners. 
While answers to questions on commu­ 
nity opinion have been tabulated, re­ 
sponses to the section on demographic 
information have not yet been counted 
and will be announced at a future meet­ 
ing, Turner said. 


“ You can put too many restrictions on 
people,” said Councilman Sally Stanford. 
“ I will not vote for this.” 
In the end, the council took no action on 
the matter, but referred Fraser's sugges­ 
tion that houseboats be a conditional use 
back to the staff which is to present 
recommendations in the m atter at the 
council’s May 1 meeting. 
The staff was also asked to decide on a 
reasonable height limitation for the float­ 
ing homes. 
Also referred to staff was a proposal 
from Councilman Earl F. Dunphv that 
the city permit more parking for various 
uses — such as professional offices — in 
the central waterfront. 
The proposed changes in the plan 
sevcrly limit parking in the area, in 
order to discourage use of cars on the 
waterfront. 


Reservations Are 
Being Taken At 
Spaying Center 


The Marin County Humane Society 
Medical Center is taking reservations for 
its low-cost spaying and neutering pro­ 
gram that will begin operation May 14, 
according to John Gill, executive director 
of the society. 
“ Marin County residents are being 
given precedence” over nonresidents on 
the waiting list for population control 
surgery on their dogs and cats, Gill said 
yesterday. The service will be available 
to all Northern California residents, ac­ 
cording to earlier announcements. 
The humane society’s medical center 
will charge $20 to spay a female dog, 
including a distemper shot; $15 for a 
female cat including a feline enteritis 
shot; $12 for neutering a male dog and 
$10 for a male cat. Gill said. 
The surgery will be performed in a 
newly constructed medical facility at the 
humane center on Bel Marin Keys Boule­ 
vard, Novato. 


African Fable Delights Young 
Audience Seeing Story Theater

The children at the Marin Veterans 
Memorial Building yesterday jiggled in 
their seats with glee when the hunter, 
perched atop a tree with knife in hand, 
fell victim to that curious animal “ that 
steals our sight and our minds and some 
people call him Sleep.” 
The story was “ The One You Don’t See 
Coming,” a classic fable from Africa, 
performed by Story Theater, a 10-mem­ 
ber troupe of student actors from Califor­ 
nia State University of San Francisco. 
“ What sleep steals he only steals for a 
few hours,” rationalized the defeated 
hunter, concluding the first of four high- 
energy, iinprovisation-style skits present­ 
ed in two performances for Marin County 
schoolchildren. 


Sparse Crowd 
On Tamalpais 


Despite a large field of nine candidates 
and recent turmoil in the district, an 
audience of only 26 persons appeared last 
night for the last major turnout of 
hopefuls in the Tamalpais High School 
District trustee race. 


None of the candidates —- seven of the 
nine appeared — mentioned the sparse 
crowd until questioned from the audience 
following opening remarks at Sir Francis 
Drake High School’s Little T heater, 
which seats about 200. 


At that point, the board hopefuls, in­ 
cluding the holders of two of the three 
seats up for election, blamed various 
circumstances for the small crowd. 


“ People are largely apathetic . . . until 
you say, for instance, that you’re going to 
suspend buses,” said Robert W. Corlett, 
current board chairman. He noted also 
that the candidates’ night, sponsored by 
the league of Women Voters and the 
Drake Parent-Teacher Association, con­ 
flicted with Public Schools Week open 
houses scheduled last night. 


Challenger Maurine Ballard, a retired 
teacher, said improving community par­ 
ticipation in school affairs “means doing 
something besides talking.’’ 


“ One of the things we tend to do is 
communicate in un-understandable lan­ 
guage,” said Jerrold M. Ladar, the other 
incumbent seeking to return to his seat at 
the polls Tuesday. (The third seat being 
contested is that of David D. Ring, who 
recently resigned in the wake of the 
ouster of Supt. Wilber D. Hawkins and 
controversy over district spending prac­ 
tices.) 


Ladar also observed that the crowd 
exceeded the usual attendance at board 
sessions. 
“ The turnout is of concern to the 
challengers,” said candidate Brice Pace, 
a mathematics teacher. He believed it 
could mean that the “ incumbents are 
virtually assured of a shoo-in.” 


The show was the 17th in an 18- 
program series sponsored by Youth in 
Arts, a group made up of members of the 
Marin Symphony Association, Civic Bal­ 
let, Museum Association and Junior 
Theater of Marin. 
“ The idea is to bring music, theater, 
dance and art to Marin children,” said 
program coordinator Helen Crotty. 
The show was the kind that children 
adore, high-speed, frenzied, full of slap­ 
stick action and color. 
“ We try to incorporate athletic acting 
with few props or scenery,” said director 
Geraldine Silk. “ After all, that’s the way 
theater is going.” 
About 48,000 children from kindergar­ 
ten through eighth grade, including those 
at yesterday’s performances, have at­ 


tended the Youth in Arts series this year, 
said Mrs. Crotty. 
In its second season, the group has 
sponsored daytime performances by the 
Marin Civic Ballet Association, Marin 
Shakespeare Festival, Music for Minors, 
San Rafael High School Jazz Ensemble, 
Marin Youth Orchestra and others. 
About 1,500 youngsters packed the 
morning show and several hundred more 
attended in the afternoon. They squealed 
and cheered as the actors bounded 
around the stage in brightly colored jump 
suits acting out four folk tales. 
The actors for Story Theater were 
picked in open auditions at the universi­ 
ty, said Miss Silk, and are available to 
put on shows and acting workshops at 
Bay Area schools. 


Hears Candidate Views 
School Board Election 


Challenger Elaine S. Broekbank, a 
housewife, said she was “not terribly 
despairing of” the audience size because 
she assumed those in the audience would 
“ spread the word” of the evening’s 
developments. 


“ I think people have given up on the 
board . . . and I think the same thing 
applies to candidates’ nights,” said board 
hopefuls Lotte Schiller, long involved in 
Tam District and P-TA affairs. 


Said candidate Fred C. Hannahs, a 
stockbroker: “ The indecisiveness of the 
board has turned off a certain segment of 
the community.” 


Failing to appear last night were candi­ 
dates David A. Brinkhaus, treasurer of 
the Marin Chapter of the National Orga­ 
nization for Women, and Sonoma State 
College history professor Robert A. 
Karlsrud. 


Beyond the crowd size, most of the 
candidates’ remarks focused on possible 
change in the district and the controversy 
over classroom emphasis on basic versus 
innovative subjects, with attention as 
well to teacher evaluation. 


And, for the most part, Pace, Hannahs 
and Mrs. Schiller seized the opportunity 
to attack the present board. 
Ladar believed a major change already 
had been made: the replacement of 
Hawkins with Robert D. Torrey, deputy 
superintendent. 
“ Is this the big change?” asked Pace. 
“ I don’t think so. I think its purely a 
continuation of the same thing.” He noted 
Torrey had served as deputy not only to 
Hawkins but to his ousted predecessor, 
Chester Carlisle. 
Mrs. Broekbank saw no reason why 
courses in fundamental gram m ar and the 
like couldn’t be offered, but at the same 
time favored “more individualized in­ 
struction.” She said, “ Students today 
need the challenge.” 
Mrs. Schiller sensed a “ climate of 


uneasiness” and a “ certain amount of 
distrust” in community outlook toward 
the board. “Too many decision seem to 
be made behind the scenes,” she said. 


Miss Ballard thought change could 
come in the form of increased use of 
volunteers in the schools, perhaps direct­ 
ed by a special coordinator, and possibly 
through an evening program for youths 
and adults. 


Hannahs saw a “rather weak and 
ineffective” board that had made “ some 
horrendous mistakes” in control of the 
district, and criticized board delegation 
of certain functions to committees. 


“ I don’t think we’re placing the proper 
emphasis on the rudiments of gram m ar 
or the rudiments of mathematics,” said 
Pace. “ I think we’re engaging in a vast 
game of gobbledegook.” 


And he charged that Hawkins and 
Carlisle had been the “scapegoats of 
their (the board’s) ineffectiveness.” 


Corlett devoted much of his time to 
praising • district achievements in the 
areas of communication with the commu­ 
nity, staff betterment, cost-cutting and 
parent awareness of curriculum. 


On the subject of teacher evaluation, 
the board chairman thought emphasis 
should be placed on review of the per­ 
formances of student teachers and other 
new instructors to avoid difficulties later 
on, 


Ladar was critical of the Stull Bill, 
state legislation requiring local evalua­ 
tion of teachers. He “held out very few 
hopes” that it would provide “effective 
and meaningful evaluation.” 
To Miss Ballard, district efforts to 
meet the law’s provisions show promise, 
while Hannahs said evaluation guidelines 
adopted by the board are tantamount to 
the “ king of France marching up and 
down the hills . . . a maneuver which 
produces no results.”

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Murder Jury Tours San Quentin 


4 0 -M in u te T a lk Pays 


O f f O n G o ld e n G a t e

The jury in the murder case 
against two San Quentin in­ 
mates said to have killed a 
guard left the fishbowl atmos­ 
phere of Marin’s high security 
courtroom yesterday to become 
the first criminal panel in at 
least six years to tour the 
prison. 


The two-hour visit guided by 
Superior Court Judge Joseph G. 
Wilson went without a hitch. 
The jurors — apparently used 
to being watched after 56 days 
of trial inside the bulletproof 
screen at the Hall of Justice — 
ignored the solemn stares of 
inmates along their paths and 
busily looked through pee­ 
pholes, tested window latches 
and otherwise showed off their 
knowledge of the areas they 
had heard about in trial. 


The century-old yellow prison 
had its best face on. Immacu­ 
late flower beds brimmed with 
blooms and the bay water glis­ 
tened outside the walls. 


From the moment the judge 
failed the test of a prison metal 
detector on the way in, the tour 
was more like a lighthearted 
Sunday outing than a somber 
visit to a high security prison. 
Two women jurors and a man 
checking the layout of a bath­ 
room found an inmate using the 
facilities and retreated in em­ 
barrassment, and all the jurors 
peeked briefly through the win­ 
dow of a hospital room to the 
consternation of the occupant, 
who didn’t know what was hap­ 
pening. 


But, despite the lighter as­ 
pects of the visit, the jury was 
at the prison for the serious 
business of helping them decide 
whether Earl Billy Gibson and 
Lawrence Justice knifed inmate 
Herman Johnson on July 19, 
1971, then killed guard Leo G. 
Davis two days later as he 
stood guard outside Johnson’s 
locked cell in the prison hospi­ 
tal. 


Gibson and Justice, in civil­ 
ian clothes, joined the judge, 
jurors and attorneys as they 
passed the maximum security 
Adjustment Center. The group 
was escorted by five guards 
and two more officers shad­ 
owed the two convicts. 


Key points on the itinerary 
were a concrete stairway where 
Johnson was attacked and the 
prison hospital in which Davis 
was slain. 
Most of the visit was devoted 
to the stuffy, four-story hospital 
overlooking the bay. The jurors 
saw the cell from which John­ 
son allegedly saw Justice, Gib­ 
son and another man attack 
Davis and the spot to which the 
mortally wounded officer 
crawled before he died. 
But the jury also saw changes

from what had been in 1971. 
The door of Johnson’s hospital 
cell had been replaced, rooms 
had been remodeled and the 
fourth-floor ward where post­ 
murder events took place had 
been abandoned. 
Nevertheless, Judge Wilson 
— who had said before the trip, 
“ I don’t like jury views even in 
condemnation suits,” — con­ 
cluded the visit was worth­ 
while. He scheduled the trip at 
the jury’s request. 
Prison officials didn’t mind 


the tour either. Although cells 
in the hospital normally left 
open were locked for the occa­ 
sion, information officer Lee 
DeBord said there were “ no 
problems as far as we are 
concerned.” 
Wilson said no Marin jury has 
visited the prison since 1966 or 
1967 and DeBord agreed it has 
been at least that long. 
Closing arguments in the 
murder case were to begin to­ 
day amid the tight security that 
has reigned throughout. A $30,- 


000 glass wall separates specta­ 
tors from the trial, which has 
failed to draw much public 
attention. 
Spectators, who must be 
searched electronically and 
physically before entering the 
courtroom, usually have been 
outnumbered by guards. 
Judge Wilson said he thinks 
the last time a jury visited the 
prison was in the case of a 
stabbing in 1966 or 1967 in a 
classroom of the prison’s ad­ 
justment center. 


For 40 minutes today a Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol officer 
talked to a despondent man 
who was standing on a girder 
below the sidewalk of the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge, threatening to 
jump. 
The efforts of Officer Kenneth 
H. Babbitt paid off when he and 
two friends of the would-be 
leaper finally talked Gary Lee 
Green, 21, of San Francisco, 
into coming back to the bridge 
deck. 
Babbit, told by a passerby 
that Green had climbed over 


the railing, arrived at a point 
on the span’s west side just 
south of the Marin tower at 
12:30 a.m. to find Green walk­ 
ing along the suspension rail 
underneath the sidewalk. 
For 40 minutes, the patrol 
said, Babbitt and Green talked 
while two friends of Green’s, 
Robert P. Simmons and David 
Scott, both of 2015 Bridgeway, 
Apt. 1, Sausalito, were sum­ 
moned. 
When Scott and Simmons ar­ 
rived they were able to talk 
Green into returning to the 


sidewalk, officers said. He was 
taken to Mount Zion Hospital in 
San Francisco for psychiatric 
observation, the patrol said. 
Babbitt said Green, who said 
he is a musician, told him he 
was despondent over personal 
problems.

I-J Special Report 
SANTA ROSA — Protests by 
taxpayer organizations have 
forced Sonoma County supervi­ 
sors to delay plans to grant 
themselves a salary increase. 
Representatives of the Sono­ 
ma County Taxpayers Associa­ 
tion and Irate Taxpayers Com­ 
mittee criticized the board 
Monday for considering large 
increases for itself, as well as 
eight department heads, at the 
same time that the county un­ 
employment rate exceeds 10 
per cent. 
Board members postponed 
the issue until April 30 and 
asked interested groups to sug­ 
gest an alternative proposal. 


The board, which says it 
works full time, last week sug­ 
gested salaries be geared to 
that paid to superior court 
judges. Plans call for the board 
to receive 50 per cent of the 
judges’ pay this year with grad­ 
ual increases to bring the ratio 
to 60 per cent in the next five 
years. The current annual su­ 
pervisors’ salary of $17,900 
would be raised by $280 the first 
year. 
"It is inconceivable to us how 
any elected official or appoint­ 
ed county employee could be so 
crass as to ask for a salary 
raise at this time, with the 
unemployment rate being what 
it is in this county,’’ William W. 
Pisenti, president of the Irate 
Taxpayers Committee, said. He 
countered that supervisors 
should receive only a cost-of- 
living increase. 
Supervisor Charles Hinkle of 
Santa Rosa balked at the salary 
plan, saying it should go into 
effect with the next term of 
office. "I personally believe no 
elected officials should get a 
raise other than the cost-of- 
living while in office,” he said. 


Warren's Son's 
Marriage 
Comes To End 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
marriage of Sacramento Munic­ 
ipal Court Judge Earl Warren 
Jr., son of former U.S. Chief 
Justice and former California 
Gov. Earl Warren, was ended 
Tuesday after more than two 
years of litigation. 
Superior Court Judge William 
M. Gallagher signed a final 
judgment of dissolution ending 
Warren’s 17-year marriage to 
the former Cleo Patricia Kent. 
The proceedings began Feb. 
18, 1971 when Warren filed a 
dissolution petition with the 
court. There was a lengthy 
fight over custody of the cou­ 
ple’s four children and division 
of property. 
Last April, Gallagher award­ 
ed custody of the four children 
to Warren with visitation rights 
granted to Mrs. Warren. But 
last fall Mrs. Warren was 
awarded custody of one of the 
children. Warren is required to 
make $400--month support pay­ 
ments to his wife until she dies 
or remarries.

Critics Are Nit-Picking

declared. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
today de­ 
nounced as “ nit-picking har- 
rassm ent” efforts of a Republi­ 
can 
le g isla to r 
to 
clam p 
restrictions on the use of the 
governor’s new jet plane. 
He vowed not to “give in.” 
At a news conference, the 
GOP chief executive also de­ 
fended use of the airplane in his 
statewide travels to recruit sup­ 
port for his controversial state 
spending and tax limitation bal­ 
lot initiative. 


“ I don’t see anything wrong 
with that,” Reagan said. “ I 
think that a part of my job and 
my responsibility has been the 
taxes of the people of California 
and the efforts of the last six 
years to try to reduce them and 
make them easier to bear.” 
The governor saved his har­ 
shest criticism for Sen. Howard 
Way, R-Exeter, who last week 
moved to write into the state 
budget bill controls on the use 
of the governor’s newly leased 
private jet plane. 
Way said the jet shouldn’t 
used for out-of-state travel and 
expressed irritation that Rea­ 
gan’s office declined to disclose 
publicly where the governor 
went and who were included as 
passengers. 


“ I consider very frankly the 
proposal nit-picking harrass- 
ment and very frankly my own 
feeling is I’m not going to just 
give into it simply because of 


this kind of thing,” Reagan said 
of Way’s proposed restrictions.

(UPI) - It 
didn't show up in the box score 
but the leader in assists for the 
Golden State Warriors Tuesday 
night was a player by the name 
of old man winter.

Tennis Win 
Over Hogan 


One would reasonably expect that the outboard 
motor enthusiast, with his semi-portable equip­ 
ment, would have the jump on the inboard 
boatman when it comes to spring work. 
I find it’s the other 
way 
around. The owner of a big 
inboard craft — and a big 
investment — normally takes 
much greater care of his hull 
and power plant. 
It’s a sad fact of life that a lot 
of outboard owners take the 
motor off their boat, stand it up 
in the comer of a garage, 
storeroom or basement, and 
forget it entirely until the mo­ 
ment they need to use it again. 
Even during short lay-up pe­ 
riods in the South, I find out­ 
boards are abused by neglect. 
In the frigid North, it’s often 
sheer disaster. 
It shows in some of the ques­ 
tions we get asked about pre­ 
paring outboards and their 
boats for the sum m er fun 
ahead: 
Q. The remote controls on 
my boat are very stiff. Any 
advice? 
A. Yes, next fall do a better 
job of winterizing before you 
put your boat under wraps. For 
the present, you’ll have to lubri­ 
cate. Take the cover off the 
control box or “ station,” and 
pack it with grease. 
Q. There’s a puddle of oil 
under my outboard motor 
that leaked from around the 
prop. Is it serious? 
A. Serious enough that you 
should take it to a good out­ 
board mechanic and have the 
grease seal replaced. Watch 
how he does it. You can do it 
next time, but I wouldn’t rec­ 
ommend doing it the first time. 
Q. There’s a half turn of 
‘play’ in my outboard’s pro­ 
peller. Is this normal? 
A. There’s some lost motion 
in the gears of all outboards. 
You can turn the prop back an 
inch or two by hand. Don’t 
worry about it as long as you 
have good lubricant in the low­ 
er unit. 
Q. My 65 horsepower out­ 
board has been on our boat, 
well supported, since last Oc­ 
tober. However, I must con­ 
fess it's been outdoors the 
entire time. When I tried to 
turn the motor over, it was 
seized up. What can I do? 
A. An item as expensive as a 


65 hp outboard should have 
been stored with a marine deal- 
during the winter. But, to

er 
answer your question, remove 
the sparkplugs and squirt a 
couple of ounces of light or 
penetrating oil into each cylin­ 
der. If that doesn’t free it, take 
it to the dealer you should have 
patronized last fall. 
Q. I bought a boat with an 
inboard engine last fall. Until 
now I didn’t realize the drain 
plug in the crankcase is inac­ 
cessible. How do I change the 
oil? 
A. A marine dealer will have 
a pump designed to drain the 
old oil. This is not an uncom­ 
mon situation. 
Q. There’s a nick in one of 
the blades of my prop. How 
should I file it out? 
A. Very carefully. First, file 
off as little metal as possible. 
Then remove the same amount 
from the other blade. An imbal­ 
anced prop will, in time, do 
great damage to the lower unit 
of the motor. 
Q. I’ve got 10 gallons of gas- 
and-oil outboard fuel mix left 
from early December. How 
can I determine if the propor­ 
tion of oil is still adequate? 
A. Don’t bother. Ask your 
favorite gas station to get rid of 
it for you. By now, the old mix 
could have formed gums or 
varnish that could plug your 
carburetor. 
It sounds like 
throwing money away, but it’s 
safer.

Sufficient Amount Of Postage 


The new Form 1040, together with the many 
schedules and attachments that must be 
included to make up your federal income tax 
return, will probably weigh more than one 
ounce and will not go through the mails with 
only one stamp attached. 
If your return is mailed close to April 15, it 
is possible that it could be returned to you for 
insufficient postage. 
We have weighed a standard envelope with 
the Form 1040 and with more than three 
schedules, one postage stamp 
would not be enough.

Selling at price-eamings mul­ 
tiples more than three times 
that of the Dow Jones industrial 
average, some two dozen big- 
name “ superstocks” currently 
represent more than 10 per cent 
of the value of all shares traded 
on the Big Board. 
Their ownership is highly 
concentrated in portfolios of 
banks, insurance companies, 
and pension funds. Although the 
growth favorites have been 
lively performers during the 
see-saw market of the past 
three years, some money man­ 
agers now think they are highly 
vulnerable to a sizable setback. 
Three weeks ago many of the 
leading growth stocks were 
clipped for big losses as the 
market sustained its worst set­ 
back in three years. 
In a jittery market, it is 
“ awfully difficult” to justify

Northgatc Sears special gar­ 
den sale last Saturday morning, 
which was advertised in the 
Independent-Journal the pre­ 
vious day, drew such a mob 
that many customers stood in 
line for almost an hour to make 
purchases.

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by many analysts into the se­ 
lect “ one-decision” category. 
The firm's steady growth has 
impressed the market enough 
to have its shares bid up to a 
price-eamings ratio of 40. 


By comparison, Weyerhaeu­ 
ser, which has also shown an 11 
per cent average annual earn­ 
ings improvement over the 
same span, isn’t considered to 
be in the same league. 


Since the forest-products 
company’s per share results 
have moved up in zig-zag fash­ 
ion, the stock carries a price- 
earnings ratio only half as high 
as American Home Products. 


In picking out “ one-decision” 
growth stocks, money manag­ 
ers say they look for a company 
with a clear-cut technological 
or proprietary product advan­ 
tage, a high return on invested 
capital, freedom from govern­ 
ment controls, and a high de­ 
gree of pricing flexibility. 


Such firms usually dominate 
their industry (IBM. or Proctor 
& Gamble) or sell a unique 
product (Polaroid with its “ in­ 
stant” cameras). "In screening 
these stocks, it’s important to 
keep the mesh very tight,” 
advises John Clarens, a direc­ 
tor of Lepercq, de Neuflize, a 
New York money management 
firm. 


The risks of making a mis­ 
take are too great, he says, to 
play around with second-rate 
growth stocks. Any adverse 
surprises, such as an unexpect­ 
ed decline in quarterly earn­ 
ings, can send a high-multiple 
stock into a tailspin. 
Clarens reckons the current 
market decline may be a fairly 
steep one, and has moved his 
accounts heavily into cash. But 
when the market rebounds, he 
says, most of his buying will 
continue to be concentrated in 
growth issues such as IBM, 
Johnson & Johnson, and Walt 
Disney. 
Unlike 12 months ago when 
the economy was in a recovery 
stage, money managers are 
leery of committing new funds 
to cyclical issues, such as steel 
or autos. If the economy peaks 
out this year, as many believe, 
cyclical companies may face an 
earnings slowdown. The resurg­ 
ence of inflationary forces, 
moreover, is believed to en­ 
hance the appeal of solid 
growth stocks. During inflation­ 
ary periods, says Robert Doty, 
Philadelphia investment coun­ 
selor, “ the strong gets stronger 
and the weak becomes weak- 
ft 
er.

Challenger is also setting up 
routes in residential areas 
where he will provide monthly 
steam cleaning of homeowners’ 
garbage cans, keeping them 
free of bacteria growth. 
Challenger attended schools 
in Marin and started his own 
handyman business in 1966, 
doing everything from window 
washing to roof installation.

Covered 


By Privilege 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - At­ 
torney General Richard G. 
Kleindienst testified Tuesday 
that the President could invoke 
executive privilege even to pre­ 
vent Congress from calling a 
presidential aide with knowl­ 
edge of a crime. 


“ I think it is a frightening 
concept,” said Sen. Edmund S. 
Muskie, D-Maine. He said no 
administration had ever before 
defined executive privilege in 
such sweeping terms. 


Nixon has used the doctrine 
to prevent White House Counsel 
John W. Dean III from testify­ 
ing in the Senate investigation 
of the bugging of Dem ocratic 
headquarters at the W atergate 
during the last cam paign. 


Kleindienst testified before a 
joint session of three Senate 
subcommittees. He said that 
especially in criminal cases 
aides to the President should be 
denied to congressional com­ 
mittees because, “ to safeguard 
the rights of individuals we 
have a judicial system.” 
Kleindienst said that “ if the 
President of the United States 
directs me not to appear I am 
not going to appear.” 
Muskie asked whether presi­ 
dential use of executive privi­ 
lege would bar Congress from 
calling a presidential aide with 
knowledge of a crime. 
“ That is my opinion,” replied 
Kliendienst. 
“ You can conceive of no cir­ 
cumstances?” Muskie asked. 
“ No I can’t,” said Klein­ 
dienst. 
President Nixon said in a 
statement on executive privi­ 
lege March 12 that the doctrine 
would be invoked for employes 
of federal agencies and depart­ 
ments only in cases of “ com­ 
pelling need” and only with his 
approval. He said it would be 
used in cases of cabinet mem­ 
bers only with respect to their 
White House roles. He said it 
would normally apply in cases 
involving the presidential staff.

Advertising Hit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Senate has passed by a voice 
vote and sent to the House 
legislation that would prohibit 
broadcast advertising of “ little 
cigars.” 
The bill amends the 1969 Pub­ 
lic Health Cigarette Smoking 
Act, which prohibits the radio 
or television advertising of cig­ 
arettes by adding a provision 
bringing “ little cigars” under 
the ban. 
The R. J. Reynolds and P. 
Lorillard firms announced in 
February they would voluntari­ 
ly discontinue broadcast adver­ 
tising of the cigarette-sized ci­ 
gars. 
However, Consolidated Cigar 
Corp. said April 2 it intended to 
go ahead with broadcast adver­ 
tisements, and the Senate Com- 
merce Committee pushed 
through the new legislation.

Financier Indicted 
On Tax Violations 


BOSTON (UPI) - Edward 
Krock of Worcester, Mass., an 
internationally known financier, 
was indicted by a federal grand 
jury today on seven counts of 
income tax violations totaling 
more than $6 million. 


Fred Ugast, acting assistant 
attorney general in the Justice 
Department’s Tax Division in 
Washington, said it was one of 
the largest criminal income tax 
cases on record. 


U.S. Attorney James N. Ga­ 
briel said Krock was indicted 
on three counts of income tax 


evasion totaling $1,443,231. He 
also was charged with wilfully 
filing false and fraudulent in­ 
come tax returns from 1966 to 
1969. 


Gabriel said Krock is listed 
as an official of the world’s 
largest surface transportation 
company, The Fifth Avenue 
Coach Lines in New York; Defi­ 
ance Industries of Ohio; Balti­ 
more Paint and Chemical Co., 
Baltimore; Guaranty Bank of 
Chicago; B.S.F. Co. of Califor­ 
nia; American Steel and Pump 
of New York; Wright Machine 
Corp. of Worcester; and the 


Mercantile National Bank of 
Chicago. 


Krock was accused in the 
indictments of reporting losses 
on his income tax returns of 
$32,000 in 1966, $125,000 in 1967, 
$158,000 in 1968 and $842,000 in 
1969. 


However, the government 
charged that Krock should have 
reported taxable income of 
$839,000 in 1966, $1.2 million in 
1967, and $81,000 in 1968 -er 
taxes of $558,000 in 1966, $847,- 
000 in 1967 and $36,000 in 1968. 


The indictments against 
Krock, who lives in a 38-room 
house on his 500-acre Rockingh- 
orse Farm, listed five groups of 
evaded items. They included: 
Unreported interest income of 
$280,000 in 1966 through 1968. 
Income from exercise of 


stock options of taxable income 
of $737,000 in 1966 and 1967. 


Income from loan commit­ 
ment fees of $572,000 in 1966-68. 
Other income, including con­ 
sulting fees, of $257,000 in 1966- 
67. 


Alleged fictitious net operat­ 
ing loss deductions of $642,000 
in 1967-68. 


Included in the four counts of 
filing false and fraudulent in­ 
come tax returns were govern­ 
ment accusations that Krock 
omitted more than $3 million in 
sales of securities from 1966 
through 1968; an alleged ficti- 
tous judgment fee of $750,000 in 
1969; and the omission of inter­ 
est income of nearly $10,000 in 
1969. 
All told, the seven counts add 
up to $6,271,569.

Two Bond Issues 
That Merit Support 


Bond issues for flood control 
and a new firehouse-police 
headquarters will be on ballots 
next Tuesday in Novato and 
Fairfax, respectively. 
The question before Novatans 
probably boils down to this: 
How much flood control is 
enough? 
This year’s disastrous flood­ 
ing in the Nave Gardens area 
proved that correction of flood 
conditions in Novato definitely 
is needed, and without delay. 
This spurred the Marin Coun­ 
ty Board of Supervisors to put 
on the ballot a $4.5 million bond 
issue, which would pay the 
local share of a control project 
proposed by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. An average tax rate 
of 20.5 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation over the next 25 
years 
would 
be 
assessed 
against property in the Novato 
Flood Control Zone to retire the 
bonds. 
The 
e n tire 
p ro je c t, 
as 
planned by the Corps of Engi­ 
neers, would run to about $14 
million. 


THE CORPS of Engineers 
believes in no half-measures. 
The project it envisions would 
eliminate flooding. The ques­ 
tion Novato voters must decide 
is whether a smaller project 
would suffice. 
A smaller project, directing 
most of the floodwaters into the 
bay, has been worked out by 
the flood control zone’s staff 
and would cost about $1 million 
— all of which would have to be 
raised locally. 
This might be ample — ex­ 
cept in the exceptional year. 
And, of course, we had just 
such an exceptional year this 
time. 
When it comes to flood con­ 
trol, we tend to go along with 
the old adage of “ better safe 
than sorry.’’ The million-dollar

“ mini-project” might do the 
job — until more creekside 
property upstream on Novato, 
W arner and Arroyo Avichi 
Creeks is built up. But then it 
might have to be all done over 
— and a million dollars would 
be, indeed, “ washed down the 
drain.” So we think Novatans 
would be wise to authorize the 
$4.5 million bond issue for the 
complete project. (Measure M 
on ballots within the flood con­ 
trol district). 


IN FAIRFAX, the need for a 
new fire station, police station 
and city hall has long been 
recognized. The quarrel has 
been over where to put them. 
The current proposal is for a 
$300,000 bond issue for fire- 
house and police quarters ad­ 
joining the present, firehouse 
and extending into the city 
park. 
It also would finance pur­ 
chase of property adjacent to 
the park on which are an old 
house and a duplex. It is 
planned to use the duplex for 
recreation headquarters and 
tear down the old house. This, 
according to proponents, would 
mean no reduction in the size of 
the park. 
However, the proposal in­ 
cludes needed widening of Park 
Street, of which part of the 
right-of-way is now park land. 
Opponents object to this as 
reducing the size of the park. 


WE DON’T think the plan is 
ideal, especially as it would 
leave Fairfax still without a 
real city hall. But it is question­ 
able whether the city’s taxpay­ 
ers can finance a complete new 
civic center on other property. 
We therefore go along with 
the proposed Fairfax bond is­ 
sue (Measure A on the Fairfax 
ballot) as a workable compro­ 
mise.

IN GENERAL, the two boards function 
with a minimum of friction or fuss. And, 
in general, the two boards do not really 
represent the voters. 
The old school ties grow stronger than 
the public’s purse strings. 
There is a better way to handle these 
affairs; a better way to give the taxpayer 
some control over the funds: let the 
people elect the public m em bers of the 
boards of regents and trustees. 


THERE ARE TWO ways to do it. First, 
the easy way: 
Divide the state into 16 districts and let 
the voters in each elect one m em ber to 
each board. Make the seats non-partisan, 
with six-year term s. No salaries, just a 
reasonable per diem or expense allow­ 
ance. 
And. cut the num ber of ex officios back 
to five: governor, speaker, Senate presi­ 
dent pro tem pore, state superintendent of 
public instruction, and the president (or 
chancellor) of the system . 


THE SECOND METHOD would be a 
bit more cum bersom e. But, it would offer 
greater voter participation: 
Define geographic areas for the various 
campuses and let the voters in those 
areas elect a governing board for the 
university or college cam pus with its 
boundaries. <For example, the folks in 
'San Diego, San Bernardino and Imperial 
counties would elect boards for both UC 
San Diego and San Diego State.) This 
would be along the sam e lines as the 
election of the board m em bers for com ­ 
munity colleges. 
The chairm an of each district would be 
selected by the district board and would 
autom atically become a m em ber of the 
state* board. 
Each board could m ake sure that the 
taxpayers are getting the best return on 
the dollar at its campus.

Few Hours On Floor, 
But Plenty Of Work 


I’ve just read my good friend Earl 
W aters’ column in your paper about the 
Legislature’s work schedule. His article 
estim ated that we spent an average of 
only 1 *4 hours per day, four days a week, 
in session. Mr. W'aters mentioned that we 
also spent some tim e at com m ittee m eet­ 
ings. 


H e’s right. Considering dead time, re­ 
cesses, quorum calls, etc., it’s even less. 
I'd say I spent about five hours a week on 
(he floor of the Assembly and maybe 
another five hours a week at m eetings of 
(he com m ittees I serve on. According to 
Earl, I should be credited with a 10-hour 
work week. 


You know*, it only took minutes for 
Mark Spitz to prove he’s the world’s 
greatest swimm er. But it took years to 
prepare for those few minutes in Munich. 


A legislator m ay well receive as m any 
as 100 pieces of mail a day. Perhaps he 
replies to 15 letters, while staff handles 
the rest. How' long does it take to read 
and prepare a reply to an average letter? 
How’ about 10 m inutes? That m eans 2 ^ 
hours on the mail alone. 


A legislator gets and makes dozens of 
phone calls daily. Constituents with prob­ 
lems call; in my case, school superin­ 
tendents. adm inistrators, teachers, board 
m em bers want to know' where I stand on 
bills before the Education Committee. We 
phone agencies of government — Wel­ 
fare, C orrections, D ep artm en t of F i­ 
nance, Departm ent of Education, com­ 
m ittee consultants seeking answers to 
co n stitu en t com plaints, supplying a n ­ 
swers to others, exchanging information 
on legislative proposals. 


Each day there are appointments with 
individuals and groups promoting or op­ 
posing legislative action. The background 
and research effort that m ust be under­ 
taken before legislation is ready to be 
heard is a little more tim e consuming 
than preparing a cup of instant coffee. On 
weekends. I read and make notes on all 
bills scheduled to be heard by my Educa­ 
tion Committee. Other members leave 
Sacram ento Thursday evening to work in 
their home districts and visit their fam i­ 
lies . . . 
Mr. Waters was absolutely correct; we 
spend very few hours on the floor of the 
Assembly or at committee meetings.

This proves the elem ental nature of 
lawlessness.

Stormy weather is like the price of 
meat. It s hard to control through legisla­ 
tion. 


WASHINGTON — The monkey is now 
on the back of the Senate’s W atergate 
in vestigation com m ittee. The W hite 
House didn't put it there. The committee 
itself put it there. 
The committee did it when it started to 
leak witnesses’ unproved allegations. It 
did it when it began to make unsupported 
accusations against White House staff 
m em bers. It did it when it began to 
practice guilty by supposition and then 
had to make a public apology. 
Let me illustrate how far the Senate’s 
W atergate investigators have strayed in 
violating their own avowed standards of 
judicial fairness. 


AT A BREAKFAST interview with this 
and other reporters, Sen. Lowell P. 
Weicker Jr., R-Conn., a m em ber of the 
com mittee, said that H. R. Haldeman (1) 
“ cleared the policies and personnel of the 
Committee for the Re-Election of the 
President” in whose behalf the W ater­ 
gate offense was undertaken, (2) “ inevita­ 
bly knew w hat was going on because of 
his position as Nixon’s chief of staff,” 
and (3) “ ought to resign because he was 
involved.” 
The next day, in an attem pt to retrieve 
the credibility of the committee, Chair­ 
man Sam J. Ervin and Vice-Chairman 
Howard If. Baker w’ere forced to repu­ 
diate all of these allegations by a fellow' 
com m itteem an. They stated that the 
com m ittee “ had no evidence of any 
nature linking Haldeman with any illegal 
activities in connection with the presiden­ 
tial cam paign of 1972.” 
Note that this disclaim er goes beyond 
the W atergate itself and reaches to other 
alleged sabotage and espionage activities 
of a political nature. 
But Senator Ervin m akes his disclai­ 
m ers only after the dam age has been 
done. His sense of candor apparently 
does not compel him to explain that it 
was the Senate investigators themselves 
who w ere responsible for “ unfairness and 
injustice.” Senator Weicker was not inac­ 
curately quoted and leaks from closed 
sessions could only come from violation 
of confidence by those privy to them. 


THIS IS “ guilt by supposition,’’ which 


is d irect lineage from Sen. Joseph 
M cCarthy’s shabby, shoddy, evil practice 
of “guilt by association” w'hich ruined 
many careers. 


At stake is the credibility of the Senate 
investigation itself. If Senator Ervin can’t 
shut off the flow of neo-McCarthyism, 
this needed effort to clear up the W ater­ 
gate crim e, whomever it touches, will be 
grievously, perhaps fatally, impaired. 
Thus far, • neither the court nor the 
grand juries are succeeding. The Presi­ 
dent isn’t helping. I suspect that m any 
people would rather see no Senate inves­ 
tigation than a return to McCarthyism. 


OBVIOUSLY the offenses of the Senate 
com m ittee do not extenuate the W ater­ 
gate offenses nor President Nixon’s use. 
of executive privilege as a means of 
making it difficult to check up on possible 
misdeeds by present or form er presiden­ 
tial aides. 


It seem s to me that executive privilege 
is a protection to a President in his 
transaction of presidential business, just 
as im m unity from libel or slander is a 
protection to congressmen speaking on 
the floor of Congress. But there have to 
be lim its to these protections. 
A congressman does not get imm unity 
when he speaks off the floor of Congress, 
and executive privilege ought not to 
shield presidential aides in transacting 
nonpresidential business. Surely no one in 
the White House wants to assert that the 
W atergate break-in was presidential busi­ 
ness. 
There is a further oddity — the oddity 
of G. Gordon Liddy, one of the convicted 
seven, who has accepted an eight-month 
addition to his jail sentence rather than 
answer questions before the grand jury. 
Jam es W. McCord testified that Liddy 
had told him that others were involved in 
the burglary and bugging. Liddy was 
granted im m unity if he would answer 
pertinent questions. Why he refused is 
murky. If he could conscientiously say 
there were no others, why not say so? If 
he can’t conscientiously say there were 
no others, this refusal to answer tends to 
confirm there were others.

Environment Becomes Political 
Issue That None Can Shun 


WASHINGTON — Just after the Nixon 
team arrived in town, a few of us had 
dinner one evening with Robert Finch, 
then HEW secretary. Two or three tim es 
I dropped in questions about the chance 
of a ban on use of DDT, and others on the 
then unfam iliar subject of the environ­ 
ment. When Finch left, my political- 
writing colleagues braced me about w ast­ 
ing the m an’s valuable time with such 
foolishness. What the hell did the environ­ 
m ent have to do with politics? 


That was a long tim e ago. 
In those days, anybody who worried out 
loud about pollution and destruction of 
the earth was scoffed at as an eccentric 
birdw atcher, Boy Scout, garden club 
chairwoman or biology professor. But 
gradually the smog got thicker, the 
rivers smellier, the beaches oilier, the 
mountains barer. The people at large got 
m adder. The environm ent was no longer 
an esoteric cause. 


ONE OF THOSE who helped bring us 
from where we were then to where we 
are now was a politician ahead of his 
time, Sen. Gaylord Nelson of Wisconsin. 
In the spring of 1970, when the Ameri­ 
can underground was blowing things up 
to end the war, he lent his nam e to what 
might have turned out just another case 
of m ass student misbehavior. I for one 
thought he was taking a silly political 
risk. Not so.

Frederick Law Olmsted and John Jam es 
Audubon. 


That year, it was E arth Day. This year 
—this week —it is E arth W’eek. Nelson is 
still its promoter, but what began as a 
fairly h ap h azard nationw ide ra sh of 
teach-ins, car burials and rock dem on­ 
strations in defense of the environment is 
much too big now to be identified with 
any one man. Every politician in the 
country would like to have a piece of it. 


Some of them were in the envirpnment- 
ecology protection-conservation-preserva- 
tion movement early, for exam ple Sen. 
Edmund Muskie, whose concern about 
air and w ater pollution was one of his 
recommendations for the vice-presiden­ 
tial nomination in 1968. But many others 
are recent converts. And many more are 
not genuine converts at all, but have 
learned to salute anyhow when the green- 
and-white ecology flag goes by. 
Thus we have Mr. Nixon himself re­ 
spectfully issuing a proclamation four 
full weeks ahead of time, designating this 
E arth Week. In it, he praised “ individual 
initiative, voluntary action, and a deep 
sense of responsibility for the gifts of 
n a tu re 
and 
the 
w elfare 
of 
o u r 
community. . .1 ask that special atten­ 
tion be given to personal voluntary activi­ 
ties and educational efforts directed to­ 
wards protecting and enhancing our life- 
giving environm ent.” 


OF COURSE, there were a few springs 
of green spring prose praising the envi­ 
ronm ent for just being there and for 
bringing out the best in the American 
spirit and all that. But his m essage was 
plain: Do it yourself. 
Here is an instance where his words 
and actions match. While urging self- 
im provement by states, communities and 
individuals, he has been vetoing and 
impounding right and left when confront­ 
ed by program s to clean up the country 
by federal effort, 
The President’s call for voluntary ac­ 
tion is commendable. We could and 
should organize school classes to clean up 
roadsides and parks and assign scout 
troops to collect bottles, cans and paper 
for recycling. 
We most affirmatively should, as Sena­ 
tor Nelson suggests, hold down our con­ 
sumption of electricity and other energy 
to m ark this Earth Week. Cities and 
states must push ahead with sewage 
treatm ent plants and other projects, on 
their own if necessary. 
But schoolchildren and scouts and we 
individually can make only a small dent 
in the problem. Localities are exerting 
them selves, but they have learned to rely 
on — in fact have been promised in law 
— im portant federal matching funds for 
antipollution programs. 


AIR AND WATER do not halt at 
political boundaries. Their pollution is a 
national plague, as clearly as interstate 
concern as ever envisioned in the Consti­ 
tution. The federal government cannot 
opt out of this situation, no m atter how 
tight its budget. 
By this Earth Week, even as millions of 
volunteers are sprucing up their home­ 
towns, the astute Mr. Nixon must have 
learned that the environment has one hell 
of a lot to do withpolitics.

WITHOUT EXCEPTION the 
candidates — both incumbents 
and first-timers — said they are 
opposed to automatic promotion 
of pupils.

With a single exception, all 
incumbent candidates ex­ 
pressed dissatsifaction with ex­ 
isting teacher tenure laws, 
holding that they are too re­ 
strictive and prevent districts 
from keeping the best teachers 
while weeding out the worst 
ones. Some whose districts are 
experiencing enrollment de­ 
clines were especially critical 
of the legislatively mandated 
lottery system, which requires 
that staff reduction be accom­

Microwave 
Oven Check 
Is Proposed 


WASHINGTON (U P I> — 
Barely one month after a major 
report urged consumers to 
avoid buying microwave ovens, 
the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion (FDA) has proposed new 
controls to prevent dangerous 
radiation leakage in the appli­ 
ances. 


The FDA proposal would re­ 
quire the quick-cooking ovens 
to be equipped with a backup 
device to prevent them from 
working when the door is 
opened. 
The ovens are supposed to be 
equipped with one such device 
right now, but if it fails, the 
FDA said, the radiation can 
flow out when the door is 
opened. As a result the agency 
is proposing that a second such 
device be required which would 
shut the oven down when the 
first fails, and keep it shut off 
until the primary device is re­ 
paired. 
Problems with radiation 
emerging from oven doors were 
cited by Consumers Union, pub­ 
lisher of the magazine Consum­ 
er Reports. It urged March 7 
that the public not buy such 
ovens and said all 15 models of 
microwave ovens on the U.S. 
market leak radiation 
Consumers 
Union 
said, 
among other things, that the 
ovens may leak radiation if a 
piece of paper towel accidental­ 
ly gets caught in the door. 
Other rays can escape through 
glass viewing panels built into 
the doors, it added. 


how restrictive the laws are, 
suggesting more careful evalu­ 
ation of teachers “ before they 
are granted tenure” — which is 
impossible when the newly 
hired “ probationary” teacher 
actually already is tenured. 
But, despite the overwhelm­ 
ing support for changing the 
laws to give school boards a 
chance to keep the best and 
eliminate the worst teachers, 
the most recent tenure law 
revision — the Stull-Rodda Act 
of 1971 — actually tightened job 
protection for both tenured and 
“ probationary” teachers. The 
answers indicated that many 
candidates, including some in­ 
cumbents, have never read the 
act. 


ALMOST WITHOUT excep 
tion, the candidates — both 
incumbents and first-timers —- 
said that educational decisions, 
particularly those on curricu­ 
lum changes, should be made 
by the school board. The an­ 
swers varied widely as to how 
much participation in these de­ 
cisions should be accorded ad­ 
ministrators, teachers and stu­ 
dents. 
Yet, in most districts, such 
decisions are made by the staff, 
then submitted to the board for 
approval in what often is mere­ 
ly a rubber-stamping process. 
The candidates, including in­ 
cumbents, showed considerable 
confusion over the effects of 
last year's Senate Bill 90 on 
their school districts’ finances 
— hardly surprising since even 
those who have studied it most 
closely are not sure yet just 
what the effects will be. But 
most indicated agreement with 
the principle of limiting school 
spending on a per-pupil basis. 
Yet not one mentioned that 
many headaches accompanying 
the new financing system result 
from its elimination of all but 
10 of 43 purposes for which 
school boards formerly could 
impose “ override” taxes with­ 
out voter approval. Nor did one 
mention that many of these 
over-ride taxes were imposed to 
pay fringe benefits to teachers 
which had been negotiated be­ 
hind dosed doors and never 
publicly debated. 
The survey did not include a 
question regarding union exclu­ 
sive bargaining agent represen­ 
tation of teachers, as advocated 
in the California Teachers Asso- 
ciation-sponsred Senate Bill 400. 
But in replying to the tenure 
question, one incumbent ex­ 
pressed belief that such exclu­ 
sive bargaining is inevitable, 
and two non-incumbents advo­ 
cated its adoption.

Democrats 
Sound Call 
For Unity 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Democratic party is trying to 
retain its hard-won reforms but 
at the same time make room 
for its alienated “ Old Guard.” 
Top Democrats, including tit­ 
ular 
leader 
George 
S. 
McGovern, Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield and Na­ 
tional Chairman Robert Strauss 
stressed unity at the opening 
session of the Democratic 
charter commission Tuesday. 


Similar pleas were expected 
today from Hubert H. Hum­ 
phrey, the 1968 presidential 
candidate, and Jean Westwood, 
hand-picked by McGovern as 
the national chairwoman after 
last year’s turbulent Miami 
Beach convention. 
McGovern, whose presiden­ 
tial nomination deeply divided 
the party, said “ that in many 
respects, the reform rules 
worked better than our best 
expectations. The reforms did 
not fail.” 
But the South Dakota senator 
conceded “ the reform rules 
were not without some defects 
or errors of interpretation even 
as they are properly judged a 
general success.” 
He said “ no one really wants 
to return the party to secret 
caucuses, fraudulent proxies 
and backroom deals,” and add­ 
ed “ no one wants to betray 
those who have relied on the 
sincerity of the reforms. 
“ Still, the reforms were an 
innovation, a voyage on an un­ 
charted sea—and they can be 
improved,” he said. 
But McGovern said improve­ 
ment should be “ based, not on 
less reform, but on more re­ 
form of the right kind.” 
Strauss reminded the charter 
commission that “ reform is a 
continuing effort.”

This week’s annual Cherry Blossom Festival in 
Washington is being accompanied by the sound of 
whirring wheels as thousands of sightseers are 
encouraged to view the trees on bicycles. The 
National Park Service’s 4th annual bike-in is being 
held in conjunction with the festival for the first 
time. First planted in 1912, the cherry trees were 
a gift of the city of Tokyo. Although a shipment of 
cherry trees were sent from Tokyo in 1909, they 
were found to be infected and had to be burned. 
Amidst delicate diplomatic handling, new trees 
were sent and planted 3 years later.

WASHINGTON (U P I) —

ly at the top, but Peter Brennan 
may find it even lonlier caught 
in the middle— where he seems 
to be as President Nixon's new 
labor secretary.

caught in the middle between 
organized labor and Nixon, who 
apparently selected Brennan to 
help woo union members into 
his “ new Republican majori­ 
ty.” 


W’hat many observers pre­ 
dicted would happen became 
evident Tuesday: Brennan is 
having difficulty reconciling his 
views, grounded in the trade 
union movement, with those of 
the White House. He will have 
to compromise while at the

Former Nixon 
Physician Hit 


NEW YORK (UPI) — An os­ 
teopath who once treated Presi­ 
dent Nixon was charged Tues­ 
day 
with evading 
federal 
income taxes. 
Dr. W. Kenneth Riland, 61, 
who also was a physician for 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, 
was charged in a five-count 
indictment with failing to pay 
$39,000 in taxes on $82,000 in 
unreported medical fees be­ 
tween 1966 and 1970. 
Riland is employed as chief 
physician to the U.S. Steel 
Corp. If convicted, he could 
face up to five years in prison 
and a $10,000 fine on each 
count. 


deal for labor from the admin­ 
istration. 
The first signal of this was on 
minimum wage legislation. 
In his Senate confirmation 
hearings in January, Brennan 
voiced strong opposition to a 
special lower minimum wage 
for teen-agers proposed by the 
White House last year. But 
Tuesday he presented the ad­ 
ministration's revised proposal 
for a sub-minimum wage for 
teen-agers—a measure bitterly 
opposed by labor leaders. 
The reaction from his former 
union colleagues was quick and 
sharp. In short, they accused 
him of doublecrossing labor. 
“ We 
are 
aghast,” 
said 
A FLC IO President George 
Meany, “ that Brennan has so 
completely abandoned the trade 
union principles he espoused for 
all of his life before coming to 
Washington.” 
Meany’s language and tone 
raised the question of whether 
he had given up completely on 
Brennan being a good influence 
for labor in the administration, 
or whether Meany was just 
stating his own position for 
public consumption. 
Meany, after refusing to back 
Democrat George S. McGovern 
against Nixon in last year’s 
presidential election, has grown 
increasingly critical of Nixon’s 
economic policies in recent 
weeks. 
In defense, Brennan said he 
had had to compromise on the 
minimum wage bill to keep 
from getting a measure even 
more unpalatable to labor. For 
instance, he said some White 
House officials wanted to apply 
the youth minimum all the way 
through age 20. 
And Brennan said he had 
been able to limit the submini- 
mum wage to a maximum of 20 
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weeks for any one teenage 
worker. 
But Brennan, discussing the 
bill before a union audience 
Tuesday, was clearly on the 
defensive and in an apologetic 
mood, showing clearly that he 
was having to compromise his 
own labor views while fighting 
against harsher terms from the. 
White House. 
Caught in the middle, he al-. 
ready has alienated Meany and 
other colleagues in labor. And if 
he fights too hard for labor’s 
position, he might find himself 
isolated within the administra­ 
tion. 
The last union official who 
was secretary of labor. Martin 
Durkin of the Plumbers, lasted 
only nine months in President 
Dwight D, Eisenhower’s cabi­ 
net of “ nine millionaires and a 
plumber. " He quit in frustra­ 
tion when he couldn't get his 
views implemented. 
It is too early yet to tell if 
Brennan will go the way of 
Durkin.

In Man's Death 


LONDON (UPI) — A judge 
sentenced two teen-agers to life 
imprisonment Tuesday for 
beating a 79-year-old church 
verger to death in a mugging 
attack. 
William Challis, 
18. and 
Thomas Nolan, 19, pleaded 
guilty to killing William Gold­ 
sworthy for his money in an 
unlit alley last October. 
Their crime netted them 
$22.50. four cigars and a pocket 
knife. 
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NEW YORK (UPI) - One of 
the 100 secret ingredients of 
Chanel No. 5 perfume is “ the 
sweat of the whipped Abyssini­ 
an civet cat,” according to its 
makers. 
Colin Platt, a veterianarian 
for the Society for Animal 
Rights, said Tuesday that the 
whipping part of the claim is 
not true. Nonetheless, the way 
the sweat is collected cuts the 
cat’s life in half, he said. 
Platt, who visited one of the 
largest civet cat farms in south­ 
ern Ethiopia on behalf of the 
international society, said the 
cats are confined in tiny cages. 
The civet cat is wild and has a 
long body and short legs. Its 
“ civet” is a thick, yellowish 
musk-smelling substance and is 
removed from a pouch near its 
sex organ. 


HONG KONG (UPI) — Trutz 
Ritter von Xylander, a West 
German convicted of charges 
he was spying for the United 
States, walked to freedom to­ 
day after more than five years 
imprisonment in China. 
Von Xylander, 38, the last 
known West German held by 
the Chinese, was sentenced in 
1969 to 10 years in prison. 
Border officials 
said he 
walked across the Lowu border 
bridge between Hong Kong and 
China “ apparently in good 
health though he looked pale.” 
Von Xylander told the offi­ 
cials he “ felt fit and well.” He 
said he had been able to keep 
up-to-date with world news 
through German and English 
newspapers supplied by the 
Chinese authorities, the offi­ 
cials said. 
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
